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COMMUNISM  AND  ART 

^Following  is  the  translation  of  an  unsigned  editorial  in 
Kornmxmist,  No  8,  Moscow,  l&y  1961  j  pp* 

In  the  last  issuib  of  the  inagaaine  Kommuniifet.  we  published  an 
article  by  Comrade  N*  S.  Khi'ushchev  entitled,  "Toward  New  Successes  in  , 
Art  and  literature;"  this  article  attracted  the  greatest  attention  among 
public  groups  within  the  USSR  and  abroad*  , 

The  hew  and  clear  article  which  is  ^ch  in  penetrating  ideas 
brought  to  light  the  most  important  probleiiS  concerning  the  building 
of  communism  in  our  country,  and  it  dealt  with  the  particular  and  , 
specific  role  of  literature  and  art  in  this  most  vital  matter*  It 
inspires  the  entire  people  as  well  as  that  section  of  the  populace 
to  whom  these  words  were  immediately  directed;  they  were  words  full  of 
fierce  and  inspired  striving  and  will  for  the  creation  of  the  most 
equitable  system  On  the  earth* 

The  Communist  Party  and  tlie  Soviet  state  which  are  concdmed 
with  the  solution  of ’'the  most  important  questiors  of  communist  construe-  . 
tion,  naturally  devote  constant  oonoem  and  attention  to  artistic 
creation.  This  stems  from  that  teaching  concerning  that  specific  role 
which  art  and  literature  are  to  play  in  Soviet  society. 

Many  bourgeois  statesmen  and.  public  figures  are  sUprised  that 
the  problems  of  artistic  creation  in'  the  Soviet  Union  are  considered 
eqvially  as  important  as  the  general  Party  and  state  tasks.  But  how  • 
can  this  be  Otheiwise  in  a  nation  where  art  penetrates  the  entire 
national  life,  where  the  cinema,  artistic  prose  and  poetry,  the 
theater*  painting,  sculpture, architecture,  warm  lyric  songs  and  the 
epic  cantata  have  bec^e  the  spiritual  property  of  the  multitudinous 
builders  of  a  new  society? 

About  45-50  years  ago  it  would  have  been  difficult  to  find  in  , 
our  land  a  home  without  icons  and  prayer-books  which  filled  people 
with  an  indifference  to  actual  life  and  which  depicted  life  as  "all  is 
vanity,"  But  now?  It  would  not  be  easy  to  find  a  Soviet  family  without 
bookshelves  full  of  favorite  books  x^hich  teach  one  how  to  live  in  the 
new  style,  fully  and' finely,  how  to  devote  one*s  entire  strength  of 
mind  and  body  and  always  x^arm  heart  to  tl^e  establishment  of  a  society, 
which  is  rational,  jvist  and  consistantly  hman, 

Oxu*  inveterate  enemies  may  protest  as  much  as  they  please  about 
the  "inherent  hostility"  of  -ttie  communist  materialist  ideology  toward 
Spiritxxal  cxiltxire,'' and  toward  moral  and  aethetic  valxxes.  'We  know  how 
to  3retum  such  slider  and  how  much  It  is  xfor'th*  WQ  also  know  tliat 


neither  the  hostile  protests  nor  falsifications  can  change  the  fact 
that  the  continual  growtli  of  scientific,  artistic  and  Other  values 
and  the  transform tion  of  tliem  to 'a  heritage  of  the  Eiasses  is  one 
of  the  distinguishing  features  of  the  socialist  vay  of  life* 

Art  is  a  keen,  effective  ideological  weapon  in  the  struggle  for 
a  compiunist  society*  Artistic  works  which  depict  the  truth  of  life, 
the  basic  interests  of  ‘Uie  people,  the  great  Ideals  of  all  time,  in 
the  most  immediate  fashion  and  with  enomoiJS  transformative  power 
influence  the  conscience  and.  the  emotional  world  of  millions  of,  people, 
they  enrich  their  soule  and  harden  their  viills  for  victory*' 

Consistent]^  the  great,  works  of  literature  and  art  have  alxrays 
been  pharacterize^^he  fact  that  they  e^cpress  in  the  most  perfsct 
artistic  fom  the  most  essential,  vital  and  imminent  problems  of 
their  era,  guide  the  struggle  for  social  progress,  and  raise  the 
easthetic  development  of  humanity  to  a  nexT  and  higher  level*  The 
defense  df  the  by-gone  world,_;pr  a  search  for  a  quiet  life  in  the 
dead-end  sti-eets  and  by-’jayS  of  history  have  always  cruelly  revenged 
themselves  on  the  artists^  condemned  their  Works  to  a  rapid  deathi 
and  have  spoiled  talents*  Art  for  the  selec-b,  for.  the  upper-chust 
or  the, "elite"  is  the  demand  of  the  bourgeoisie.  Art  for  the  millions 
is  the  slogan  of  socialism* 

Among  the  number  of  the  best  xforks  in  Soviet  literature  are 
those  which  deal  with  the  heroic  people *s  epoch,  wlxich  is  the  struggle 
for  Soviet  power  and  for  .  socialism;  they  are  works  which  in  the  proper.  ’■ 
artistic  fon®  and  in  themselves  found  the  miraculous  capacity  for 
forming  and  educating  the  man  of  the  new  world.  Soviet  literature' and 
art  contributed  their  bit  to  the  construction  of  a  socialist  society  , 
in  the  USSR. .  Now  before  the  Soviet  artistic  intelligentia  stand  new 
more  responsible  and  inajes'tic  tasks. 

We  are  moving  steadily  tox^ard  comraxxnisa*  The  Party  and  the 
govemBxent  are  now  x-;orking  out  a  20-year  program  for  the  development 
of  the  economy  .and  cxiltxxre,  xThich  when  fulfilled  x-iill  make  a  gigantic 
step  forward  in  the  movement  tox-rard  comm'unism. 

The  highest  phase  of  communism  presupposes  an  abxxndance  of 
material  and  spiritxxal  riches  and  a  distribution  of  them  in  accordance 
lith  the  needs  of  the  people  xdio  vjill  labor  to  their  fxiUest  capacity* 

It  is  understood  in  this  tliat  in  order  to  achieve  this  abxmdance,  it 
is  necessary  first  of  all  to  carry  out  ‘the  complete  electrification 
of  the  coxxntry,  to  create  the  material-technical  basis  of  communism, 
and  to  eqxiip  oneself  wiih  powerfxxl  productive  forces* 

The  achievement  on  time  of  the  tasks  for  the  first  years  of 
the  cxirrent  Seven-year  Plan  is  .proof  that  xto  are  successfully  advancing 
along  the  correct  Leninist  path;  in  doing  so  x^e  amaze  the  world  with 
•the  xmpreceden-ted  monolithic  xxnity  of  the  Party  and  people.  There  is 
nothing  voluntary  or  utopian  in  our  plans.  They  are  draxm  up>  in  light 
of  the  objective  possibilities  and  laxown  laws  of  social  development* 
Along  xdth  this,  and  as  never  before,  the  fulfillment  of  the  plans  depends 
upon  the  energy  and  initiative,  on  the  conscientiousness  and  organiza¬ 
tional  poxjer  of  mi  llions  of  x-;orkers  xfho  are  led  and  inspired  by  the 
Comraxinist  Party, 
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■  3ji  pointing  in  his  article  to  the  decisive  role  of  the  creation 
of  the  material  technical  base  of  communism  and  the  general  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  productive  forces,  N.  S.  Khrushchev  insistently  empha¬ 
sizes  the  clear  and  simple  thoughtr  the  development  of  production  is  ; 
for  us  not  ah  end  in  itself  but  rather  a  means  for  making  people  happy, 
and  for  providing  tliem  with  all  of  the  necessary  woi^ily  needs,  "If 
one  is  to  speak  about  our  tasks  at  the  present  time,"  remarked  Comrade 
N«  S,  Khrushchev,  "at  this  contemporary  stage  of  history,  then  these 
tasks  consist  in  the  struggle  for  the  happiness  of  people, 'for  the ^  - 
bettemnent  in  every  way  possible  of  their  material  and  spiritual  lives, 
and  for  the  flourishing  of  all  of  the'  *  capabilities  and  talents  of 
man’,*'  ■ 

’  VJe  do  not  heed  steel  because  we  are  consumed,  ty  "an  industrial 
fever"  or  in  order  to  prepare  further  means  for  aggression*  These 
stupid  salacious  fabrications  of  bourgeois  propaganda  are  broken  to 
smithereens  when  they  are  confronted  by  the  oonSiStent  peaceful 
policy  of  the  Soviet  state  and  with  its  firm  drive  for  COri^lete  and 
full  disantiament*  We  need  more  steel  in  order  to  create  many  intei- 
ligent  machines,  to  lighten  the  labor  of  man,  to  misJce  him  more  produc¬ 
tive,  in  order  to  shorten  the  working  day  and  to  produce  more  material 
goods  for  the  people*  The  deep  and  humanitarian  nature  of  the  Com¬ 
munist  order  is  very  simple  and  clearly  expressed  in  the  words  of 
Comrade  K,  S.  Khrushchev;  "!In  our  understanding  and  in  the  understanding 
of  all  the  people  of  the  coraramist  society,  this  is  the  best  life  for 
all  of  the  people," 

The  powerful  upsurge  in  the  productive  forces  of  the  Soviet 
society  which  is  marching  toward  communism,  in  the  final  analysis,  is 
the  condition  for  further  changes  in  social  relationships,  that  is, 
the  developnent  of  communist  relationships.  Kolkhoz  and  cooperative 
ownership  will  be  developed  even  further  until  it  has  fully  rm  its 
course  and  then  merges  into  public  property.  The  develojanent  of  so¬ 
cialist  social  relationships  leads  to  the  disappearance  of  classes,  and 
in  their  place  vxill  come  a  single  community  of  working  people.  The 
,  intelligentsia  will  cease  to  exist  as  a  social  stratum,  as  a  social 
group  which  stems  from  the  social  division  of  labor  into  the  mental 
and  the  plysical.  This  division  will  disappear  under  full  communism 
since  the  existing  division  between  mental  and  physical  labor' will  dis¬ 
appear,  National  differences  will  also  be  gradml3y  eliminated  on  the 
basis  of  the  flourishing  of  socialist  nations  and  national  cifLtures  and 
on  the  basis  of  the  further  coming  together  of  nations.  However  this 
process  will  be  more  protracted  tlian  the  process  of  eliminating  the 
distinctions  between  classes. 

The  construction  of  a  communist  society  will  be  accompanied  by 
the  further  development  of  socialist  rxile  by  the  state  into  commuxdst 
self-rule.  This  process  however  will  pe  fully  realized  when  communism 
is  victorious  throtighout  the  woiii*  I'Jhile  capitalism  still  exists,  so 
will  a  strong  and  powerful  socialist  (communist)  state  exist  which  pro¬ 
tects  communist  society  from  the  thrusts  of  the  external  enemy.  But 
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we  Harris ts  and  comm'unists  do  not  intend  to  eternalize  the  state. 

When  the . time  comes  that  it  rill  no  longer  be  needed,  it  .rill  die  out 
and  be  replaced  by  communist  self-rule. 

The  conversion  of  labor  into  the  first  need  of  life,  the 
abundance  of  material  and  spiritual  goods  which, communist  labor  will 
provide,  xd.ll  permit' -the  distribution  of  theee  goods  in  accordance  to 
the  communist  principle  of  "from  each  according  to  his  abilities,  to 
each  according  to  his  needs,"  This  xd.ll  signify  the  establishment 
of  tlxe  full  and  inherent  eqxiality  betxreen  citizens. 

As  N,  S.  Khrxxshchev  has  repeatedly  made  clear,  coramxmist 
society  is  the  domain  of  actual  equality  and  a  h^-ppy  life  for  all 
people  and  the  generi,  harmonic  development  of  the ^individual,  Iftider 
communism  peOple  xdll  xise  their  free  time  more  rationally*  They  all 
X'dll  be  able  to  receive  a  higher  education,  to  work  in  the  occupation 
which  they  like,  and  to  devote:i|ore  attention  to  art,  literat^,  etc. 
The  material  and  spritual  needs 'Of  all  the  people  rill  be  satisfied 
in  a  society  that  is  free  from  war,  unemployment,  hxaiger  and  the 
other  misfortxmes  wliich  beset  the  people  under  capitalism.  This  rill 
be  in  the  highest  degree  an  organized,' harmonic,  healthy,  strong, 
active  and  resourcefxil  society.  The  creation  of  such  a  jxxst  and  ex¬ 
cellent  society  is  the  foiemost  goal  of  the  communist  party,  the 
inspiration  for  life  and  struggle  of  each  Soxdet  man.  The  article 
of  Comrade  N,  S,  Khxirshchev  xrhich  deals  directly  rith  the  problems  of 
literatxire  and  art,  at  the  same  time  is  a  true  hymn  to  communism',  a 
simple  but  at  the  same  time  deep  characterization  of  the  most  equitable 
social  order. 

■  The  development  of  social  relationships  in  the  USSR,ahd.-the 
transition  to  the  highest  phase  of  coramtinism  are  the  basis  for  the 
deep  advances  in  the  social  conscience  of  the  people,  the  basis  for 
the  complete  elimination  of  the  remains  of  an  individxialist  psychology, 
the  remains  of  private  property  and  the  establishment  of  commimist  ■  . 
coUectixrism  and  commtinist  morality. 

The  great  social  transformation  xrhich  is  and  rill  go  on  in  the 
Soviet  Union  and  in  the  fraternal  socialist  countries  a  hundred-fold  ' 
xiTill  increase  the  attractive  force  of  communist  ideals  for  the  workers 
in  capitalist  countries,  and  xjill  provide  for  tjie  victory  of  socialism 
over  capitalism  on  a  mass  scale,  "In  all  our  successes,"  said  N,  S,. 
Khrushchev,  "and  in  the  very  fact  of  .the  existence  and  developuent 
of  socialist  society,  we  every  day  and  more  and  more  strongly  strengthen 
in  the  conscience, of  the  peoples  of  the  world  the  faith  in  the  creatvity 
of  commxmism  on  tliis  earth,  and  we  attract  to  oxir  side  new  millions 
upon  millions  of  followers  of  the  coraraxmist  ideas. 

In  disclosing  tire  magnificent  pictxire  of  the  future  toward 
xihich  the  Soviet  people  are  moviiig  directly  tinder  the  leadership-  of 
its  communist  vanguard,  N,  S,  IChrushchev  in  his  article  "Toward  New 
Successes  in  Art  and  Literature , "  devotes  his  principle  interest  to 
the  fact  that  the  future  society,  of  completev  freedom,  equality  and 
happiness  is  created  by  today’s  struggle  and  labor  of  millions- of 


Soviet  people.  The  construction  of  coammism  is,  a  multiple  and  complex 
historical  process  x-xhich  develops  in  the  sti*uggle  betrtieen  the  Old  and 
the  new.  The  process  of  the  development  of  a,  socialist  society  and 
its  transition  to  the  highest  phase  is  subject  to  objective  laws,  ^ This 
however  in  no  way  means  that  tlxe  transition  of  socialism  to  commvnism 
has  a  spontaneous  character,  Noj  the  role  of  ideas*  !&,rxlst-«Ieninist 
theory  and  of  all  forms  of  socialist  conscience  is  increasing  even  more, 

■  The  fact  that  communismi  in  distinction  from  socialism,  arises 
on  its  own  particular  base,  in  no  way  means  the  lessening  of  tte  role 
of  the  subjective  factor,  Or  the  directing  and  organizational  activity  ... 
of  the  masses  lead  by  the  communist  party#  The  transition  from^ so¬ 
cialism  to  communism  and  the  shortening  of  the  historical  time  involved 
in  this  transition  presuppose  the  groxifihg  aiid  creative  activity  of  all 
Workers,  a  high  political  and  cultural-* techh^cal  level  of  all  members  of, 
the  society  arid  a  claril^r  and  deep  understanding  by  them  of  the  main 
tasks  of  the  era  and  the  means  of  accon^lishing  them,'  The  highest  phase 
of  communism  is  a  more  complex  and  perfect  social  organism  idian  its  first 
phase,  and  therefore  presents  to  its  builders  higher  intellectual 
and  moral  demands.  This  is  xxhy  the  period  of  extensive  bui3ding  Of 
communism  cannOt  but  be  at  the  same  time  a  period  for, the  growth  of  the 
role  of  general  Ideological  work  which  is  directed  to  the  end  of  raising 
the  broadest  masses  of  :  xxorkers  to  the  level  of  their  ccmmuriist  van- 
gxiard,  and  to  make  the  Marxist-Leninist  ideology  and  its  basic  poli¬ 
tical*  scientific,  moral  and  aestlaetic  principles  the  deep  internal 
oonviction  of  every  man.  And  here  is  the  enormoxxs  role  which  Soviet 
literature  and  art  are  summoned  to  play. 

The  article  of  Comrade  N,  S,  Khrushchev  calls  literatxxre  and 
art  to  nexx  successes.  And  where  are  the  means  for  such  successes?  Aboxre 
all,  there  xxhere  boils  tlie  creative  actixrity  of  the  Scviet  people  and 
where  beats  the  pxilse  of  our  boxjndlessly  rich,  clear  and  versatile  life , 

Among  the  boxirgeois  intellectuals,  xxri tens  and  artists  the 
question  might  arise*  why  does' the  leader  of  the  Party  and  state,  in 
speaking  before  the  scholars  and  the  artistid..inlclligent4ia,  give  so 
much  Space  to  the  tasks  of  economic  construction  and  to  the  prospects 
for  oxor  social  development?  Such  a  question  woxfLd  be  characteristic 
namely  of  the  bovirgeois  intellectxxal  xfherie  he,  as  a  rule,  is  far  re- 
moved  from  life  and  enclosed  in  the  magical  circle  of  his  individualism 
wldch  he  does  not  xfish  to  cross.  This  is  xxhy  his  creative  works  are 
often  an  expression  only  of  subjective  ideas  and  sensations  which  are 
removed  fromisality  and  foreign  to  the, people. 

The  artists  of  socialist  realism  hold  a  completely  different 
■view,  Tlxe  life  of  the  people  and  its  heroic  deeds  are  the  most  i^ 
portant  arid  Valued  and  are  those  xxhich  Constitute  :the  focus  of  his 
oreati'^  attention.  The  grandiose  prospecte  for  the  construction  of 
coramxaxism  in  ovir  country  are  the  xirgent  program  for  which  our  ar¬ 
tistic  intelligentsia  is  fighting  xfith  its  specific  and  irreplacable 
xxeapon,  ■ 


nowadays  oui*  press  is  publishing  many  responses  of  Soviet 
writers  and  artists  to  the  articleof  Conirade  N*  S*  Khmshchev*^  Such 
responses  have  also  come  to  the  editorj^l  offices  of  the  roagatine 
Kommunist,  And  th§!-  all  speak  about  the  great  en&usiasm  with  which 
our  intelligentsia  is  prepared  to  create  for  the  good  of  the  people.

larly  values  itj  protects  it  from  ossification,  and  is  concerned  for 
its'  impro^^ont  and  activity  in  the  interests  of  tlie  society  and  in 
the  name  of  the  good  of  the  people.  In  this  area  the, meeting  of  the 
artistic  intelligentsia  with  the  leaders  of  the'  Party  and  the  govern¬ 
ment  Have  'been  of  enormous  iraportence,  helped  the  'Writers  and 

artists  to  become  even  more  vigilhnt  and  to  more  deeply  understand 
reality.  The  frank  dnd  friendly  conversatidn  has  disclosed  the  pros-  . 
pects  of  artistic  creation,  and  helped  in  uniting  all  the  force  of  art, 
and  literature  on  the  principle  base.

The  educative  role  of  art  and 
litei^atT«:«  will  grcn^  even  iiioBe  in  this'  inexorable  movement^  for  the 
C(^unist  indoctrination  of  the  Workers  and  the  forma'tion  of  the  new 
man  has  become  one  of  the  most  essential  -tasks  of  the^Party,  ■  Turning 
to  the  repreSehtati'ves  of  art  and  literature,  Comrade  N,  S,  Khrushchev 
said,  "We  need  such  books,  films,  spectacles,  works  of  music,  painting 
and  sculpture  which  ■trill  instill  in  the  people  the  spirit  of  communist 
ideals,  which  trill  arox:ise  in  them  a  feeling  of  ackiration  for  all  that

artistic  and  emotional  effect  T;pon  the  feelings  and  conscience  of 
people,  II,  S',  Khrushchev  said,  "It  is  just  through  the  best  Works:  in 
literature  and  art  that  people  learn  correctly  to  understand  and 
change'' life,  and  assume  advanced  ideas  and  form  their  oxm  character 
and  convictions  just  as  naturally  and  'unnoticeably  as  a  child  leams 
to-'speak," 

How  truly  and  siurprisingly  exactly  said.  In  fact,  for  tee

Indoctrination  in,  th,e  spirit  of  the  ideals  of  ccjnmunism  is  the 
most  noble  mission,  that  has  fallen  the  duty  of  art  and  literature  in

ThesuccesseS  of  our  literature  and  art  spealc  for  themselves. 

But  under  the  new  conditions  when  the  country  is  car^g  out  the 
extensive  construction  of  communism,  the,  responsibility^  of  ^e  ^ters, 
artists,  composQGS  and  theater  and  movie  people  for  the  ideal  and 
artistic  level  of  their  creativity  grows  even  more.  ,  You  see,  the 
works  of  art  and  literature  can  bring  about  an  educational  effect  only 
when  it  is  really  artis-tic, 

Ttrifi  is  why  N,  S,  Khrushchev  once  more  has  focxised  attention 
on  the  artistic  skill,  arguing  against  those  books  w^ch  can  pJ^y 
only  one  “positive"  rolei  that  of  helping  one  to  fall  asleep  q^ker. 

Tfofortxinately  such  works  still  appear  rather  often.  And  as^ 
one  knows  it  has  been  said  long  ago  that  in  art  all  genres  are  good 
except  the  boring.  He  need  such  talented,  clear  books  which  people 
can  Lcept;  we  need  films  which  people  will  view  with  pleasure;  we 
need  music  which  will  be  listened  to  with  delight.  The  people  await 
from  the  artists  and  writers  these  joyful,  cheerful,  inspiring  and 

exciting  books,  films  and  music.  ,  ^  ,  .  .  ,  . 

literary  and  artistic  criticism  is  also  summoned  to  help  in  the 
creation  of  new  clear  and  talented  works  dealing  irdth  our  socialist 
reality;  these  works  vrill  print  in  artistic  forms  the  great  concerns, 
heroism  and  virility  and  the  high  moral  and  spiritual  aspect  of  the 
Soviet  people  who  are  the  builders  of  communism. 

Above  all  critcism  shovild  be  principled,  demanding  of  an  ideal 
and  artistic  level  in  the  work  and  also  benevolent.  Such  a  criticism 
xTill  impart  courage,  augment  creative  energy  and  inspire  the  creation 
of  new  talented  works.  In  criticism  we  must  have  no  predetemined 
or  subjective  judgments  on  books,  spectacles,  movies  or  works  of  music, 
painting  or  sculpture.  Itofortunately  such  judgments  are  still  encoun¬ 
tered  not  unfrequently.  _ 

In  light  of  the  remarks  by  N*  S.  Khamshchev,  the  shortcomings 

in  our  criticism  become  all  the  more  perceptible.  We  have  still  not 
completely  eliminated  the  lack  of  principle,  the  rule  of  cliques,  the 


judging  of  a  work  according  tp  the  "principle”  of  acquait^cesnxp'^th 
the  autJior*  the  nxle  of  taste,  and  a  lox'i  level  of  professional  s^ll. 
In  artistic  organisations  one  still  finds  sometimes  the  view  that 
criticism  is  a  second-rate  ■business;  individual  artists  and  writers 
try  io  lower  and  muzzle  criticism.  All  of  .this  is  unbearable^ in  ow 
life.  The  article  of  ft',  S,  lihi^lichev  "Toward  Nexf  Successes^ in  Art 
and  literature"  raises  the  social  piirpose  of  criticism,'  and  its  enor¬ 
mous  role  in  the  deveiojaaent  of  art  and  .li'terature.  And  in  the  first 
instance,  tliis  T-iill  depend  upoh  the  critics  tliemselves,.  on  their  ad¬ 
herence  to  principles,  on,  their  penetrating  and  piercing  yields  into 
pality,  on  their  understanding  of  their  ;' tasks  and  on  their  literary 

The  Soviet  artistic  intelligentsia,  inspired  by  the  at'tention 
of  the  Party,  and  "the  heroism  of. the  Soviet  people  devotes  its  enw.re 
creativity  to  the  great  conceini  of  communism. 

Communism,  •  ,We  still  can  hot  d^ict  it  it  concrete^ 
de-fcail.  But  its  basic  features  are  already  evident.  We  know  Ine 
main  route  to  it,  and  we  knOT  that  commuiiism  is  an  ocean  of  human 
haupiness,  justice,  h'umanism,  a  full-blooded  way  of  life,  creati've 
daring,  and  the  creative  and  transforming  power  of  man.

Celebrate  ^the  , 
both  Annlversaiy.  of  their  Republic  and  the^  Communist  Party  of  Kazakh¬ 
stan.  Tlie  Kazal<h  people  in  liiese  y^ars  ha^  travelled  a  great  dis¬ 
tance,  from'  bacteardness  to  pibogtess.  They'  for  the  first  time  found, 
their  ovm  rule  in  the  results  of  the  victory  of  the  Great  October 
Socialist  Revolution;  they  becamd  an  equal  member  in  the  fraternal 
family  of  peoples  of  the.lSSR  and  formed. a  socialSst  nation* 

V.  I4  .Lenin  not  only  worked  out  the  scientific  basis  and  the 
international  program  of  the  Party  on  tlie  national  question,  but  in 
practice  as  well  directed  its  Carrs-lhg  out,  and  in  doing  so  laid 
the  basis  for  the  multi-national  Soviet  socialist,  state  constructed 
on  the,  complete,  trust,  xAllingness,  agreement  and  unity  Of  the  peoples. 
Over  the  shortest  liistorical  period  Of  time,  the  Kazakh  Re- 
public  carried  out  the  most  thorough  social  and  econOmic^ changes 
which  T^ere  to  provide  for  tlie  development  of  its  productive  forces, 
the  gWJth  of  the  econony  and  culture,  apd  called  forth  the  unseen 
creative  activity  of  the  workers.  In  Kazakhstan,  where  prior  to 
the  October  Revolution  a  semi-natural  economy  of  nomadic  cattle-raising 
held  sway  which  depended  upon  the  spontaneous  forces,  of  nature;  today 
we  have  created  an- .up-to-date,  divetAified industry  and  a  large,  ad¬ 
vanced  ’and  highly  mecloanized  agricultxire , 

The  great  increase  in  the  economy  of  the  Republic,  began  in  the 
years  of  the  first  Five-fear  Plan,  when  the  Soviet  people  commenced 
the  indxistrialization  of  the  country.  In  this  period  in  Kazakhstan 
more  than  40  heavy  Indus  tidal  enterprises  were  bidlt.  Even  then  -Uie 
Republic  began  to  produce  teice  the  industrial  production  than  in  1913 • 

A  great  labor  victory  of  the,  working  class  was  the  construction  of  the 
Turkestan-Siberian  railroad  x^hich  linlced  via  a  strong  steel  bridge 
Siberia  and  the  Republics  of  Central  Asia;  it  liad  a  great  effect 
on  the  economy  of  Kazakhstan,  ' 

The  national  economy  went  aliead  in  gigantic  steps,  but  heavy 
industry  developed  particularly  rapidly.  Created  anew' wete 
'  the  “non-ferrous  mettalurgy,  and  a  coal  and  oil  industiy;  entirely  • 
new  fields  sprang  ups  the  chemical,  machinery  building  and  metal-  . 
working  industries,  and  ferrous  metallurgy.  Large  industrial  centers 
appeared:  Karaganda,  BaUchash  and  Leninogorsk,  In  the  barren  wastes 
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scores  of  workers*  settlements  vrer^  built.  The  R^ublic  was  covered 
by  a  network  of  raili’oads,  highwaj’s  and  numerous  airways. 

At  the  same  time  the  number  of  the  x-rorldrig  class  increased, 
Russian  workers,  engineers  and  technicians  freely  gave  to  the  Kazakh 
workers  their  technical  experience,  knowledge  and  productions  skills. 
The  Kazalch  workers  mastered  complicated  professions  and  increased 
their  skills  at  enterprises  In  Moscow,  Leningrad,  Stalino,  Ealcu, 
Khar*kov  and  other  industrial  centers,  I%)on  the  summons  of  the  Party, 
a  large  group-  of  qualified  Donets  slitlled  miners  came  to  open  up 
the  mines  of  Karaganda,  This  successikCDy  prepared  -the  cadres  of  the 
production  and  "technical  in-telligentsia. 

The  socialist  industrialization,  of  KazAldistan  xra,s  carried  out 
xrith  the  cons-tant  and  eVer-increasing  assistance  of  the  Central  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  GPSU  and  the  Soviet  gownment  and,  the  free -  support 
of  the  gheat  Russian  people  and  of  other  peoples  *'  The  Communist 
Party  sent ‘its  best  cadres  into  the  P^^ublici  SoOidlist  eohstructibh 
in  ICazaJchstan  at' various  s-tages  xira^  dii^bted  by  such  leading  figures

.In  the  difficult  years  of  -tiie  Great  Patriotic  War  \^orld  War 
TT^,  Kazakhstan  became  one  of  the  largest  arsenals  in  the  nation. 

During  "this  time  on  its  territory  large  new  enterprises  were  built 
one  af-ter  the  other:  the  .Alttyubinskiy  plant  for  ferib  alloys,  the 
Kazalch  metallurgical  plant  in  Temir-Tau,  and  a  number  of  machine-  - 
building  enterprises,’  Thousand^  of  brave  sons  and  daughters  of  the 
people  wi-fdi  weapons  in  hand  defended  -Uie  freedom  and  independence  of 
the  Motherland, 

Af-ter  the  vic"tory  ever  "tlie  Fasc^  Germans  plunderers ,  the 
Republic *s  workers  ga-ve  significant  and  disin-teres-ted  assis-tance  to 
the  regions  which,  suffered  from  tlie  occupations  The  Karaganda  miners 
gi*ateful  for  the  aid  in  constructing  the  mines  during  the  years  of 
the  first  Five-Year  Plans,  sent  their  Donbas  brothers  in  the  Dlcraine 
a  lahge  amount  of  mining  equipment  and  macloines ,  In  -this  act,  the 
idea  of  friendship  between,  peoples,  mutual-assistance  and  cooperation 
in  the  name  of  national  prosperity  found  its  concrete  expression. 

In  the  post-xTar  period,  the  naticmal  economy  of  "tlie.  Republic 
has  been  enriched  x^ith  new  industrial  enterprises  x-rhich  are  equipped 
X'Jith  advanced  technology,  A  particxflarly  rapid  upsxirge  in  the  pro¬ 
ductive  forces  of  ICazalchstan  began  after  the  historic  20th  and  21st 
Congresses  of  the  CPSU  which,  emphasized  the  necessity  of  developing 
in  every  -way  possible  the  economies  of  the  eastern  regions  of  the 
nation.  In  only  five  years  after  the  20th  Party  Congress,  the 
production  of  indxistrial  goods  in  the  Republic  has  grown  by  almost 
?2JJ,  and  -the  productivity  of  labor  by  nearly  30^5«  The  range  of 
capi-tal  in-vestments  in  the  national  econon^  has  increased  gigantically. 
If  in  1951  they  xvotad  have  been  valxied  at  457*^  million  rTibles  (at 
the  new  rate),  then  in  19^0  this’  figvire  would  have  risen  to  2,086 
million' rubles,

General  Assembly  of  the  Ulj,  Comrade  N*  S*  IChrushchev  saidi  ’’Such  a 
at  one-  time  baclcward  country  as  Kazakhstan  now  produces  industrial 
goods  per  capita  already  oh  the  same  level  as  Italy;  in  electric 
power  Ifezaldis tan  produces  more  than  Italy  and  as  much  as  Japan," 

If  at  the  end  of  the  first  Five-Year  Plan  the.  capacity  of  ' 
the  elctric  pcm^er  stations  had  reached  24,500  kilowatts  and  the  gene¬ 
rating  of  electric  power  66  j5  million  kilowat't-hours ,  then  in  I960 
power  generating  grew  to  10  billion  500  million  kilox-Tatt-hotirs,  xThich 
is  more  than  5  times  greater  than  the  power  output  for  all  of  Tsarist 
Russia,  In  the  production  of  electric  poxxer  Kazakhstan  now  occupies 
third  place  in  the  nation  after  the  RSFSR  and  the  Ucraine,  Per  capita 
here  this  is  more  than  1000  Icilowatt-hours ,  Large  electric  power 
statiors  which  are  united  into  a  powerful  electric  sjrstem  are  at  work 
in  the  Republic, 

On  the  basis  of'  the  vigorous  development  of  industry  and 
heavy  industrs^,  the  Communist  Partyjhas  organized  a  sharp  rise  in  the 
socialist  agriculture  in  the  KSSR  SS^ *■  Particularly  great 

and  truly  revolutionary''  changes  were  brought  about  after  the  Sep'tember 
(1953)  Sind  February-March  (1954)  Plenums  of  the  Central  Commit'tee  of 
the  CPSG,  Wher^  on  the  initiative  of  Comrade  H*  S*  IChrushchev,  reso¬ 
lutions  x^ere  passed  on  increasing  the  production  of  grain  by  the 
means  of  tilling  the  virgin  and  fallow  lands  in  Siberia  and  in 
Kazakhstan. 


Our  Republic  played  a  leading'- role  in  this  most  iii^ortant 
undertaking  in  possessing  enormous  masses  of  the  most  fertile  ■virgin 
soil.  In  the  spring  of  195^,  a  great  people's  attack  de-veloped.  In 
a  little  while  the  steppe  was  changed  beyond  recognition.  There  where 
the  feather-grass  grew,  where  there  were  tens  and  hundreds  of  kilo- 
me'ters  of  unpopulated  waste,,  these  areas  now  see 'the  with  life.  In 
the  shortest  period  of  time  the  enormous  ear'thly  riches  of  Kazakhstan 
were  put  into  the  service  of  the  Motherland  and  the  people*  For  cen¬ 
turies  these  lands  had  lay  hidden;  now  about  26  million  hectares  of 
■virgin  Soil  ha've  been  turhed. 

Work  on  such  a  scale  haSinevet'ye't  been  seen  in  the  history  of 
agriculture.  Now  the  ai^k  tinder  fiulti'va'MLoii  has  now  reached  almost 
30  million  hectares.  In  the  production  of  marketable  grain  Kazakhstan 
how  occupies  second  place  in  the  Sotriet  l&iion.  It  is  worthwhile  re¬ 
membering  that  before  the  mastery  of  the  ■virgin  soil  e'ven  in  the  most 
bountiful  years,  Kazakhs’tan  produced  for  "tlie  S'fcate  not  more  than  86— 100 
million  puds  of  grain.  The  average  annual  yield  for  the  past  fl-ve 
years  has  been  705  million  puds.

For  'the  egregious  acliieveraents  in  the  harnessing  of  the  •virgin 
lands  and  In  the  creation  of  a  large  grain  base  in  the  country,  for 
a  significant  inc3?ease  in  "the  production  of  grain  and  for  the  succes¬ 
sful  fulfillment  in  195^  of  the  quotas  for  sale  ■to  the  state  of  a 
billion  puds  of  grain,  Kazakhs-tan  x^ras  awarded  the  highest  government 
award,  the.  Order  of  Lenin  •  In  1958,.  Orders  of  Lenin  were  also  won 
by  Tselinogradskaya,  Zapadno-ICazaldistanskaya,  Kokche-tavskaya,  Kara- 
gandskaya  and  Pavlodarskaya  oblasts.  The  high  title  of  Hero  of  Soci¬ 
alist  labor  was  awarded  ■to  139  people,

The  Soxriet  people  xd.th  particular  force  recognize/ truly  sagacious 
and  Leninist  wisdom  in  the  idea  of  conquering  the  virgin  soil.

Comrade  N.  S.  Iflirusl^chev  attentively  folloxfs  the  ^owth  of  our 
Republic  t  On  hi$.  own  personal  initiative  the  Tselinnyy  Xvirgin*-soil/ 
kray  was  formed  in  the  lay-out  of  Kazakhstan;  this  will  permit  the 
fuller  use  of  all  the  possibilities  and  reserves  ,of  tlie  virgin  soil. 
The  creation  of  Tselinnj'y  kray  is  a  new  manifestation  of  the  concern 
of  the  Party  and  its  Leninist  Central  Committee  for  the  development

In  tlarch  of  1961*  Nikita  Sergeyevich  ^again  visited  ICazakhstan.

the  course  Of  construction  in  the  soxdchozes,  3ii  his  speeches  he 
brought  out  the  goal  of  the  enromous  creative  work  of.  the  Party  on 
the  development  of  grain  culture,  and  he  defined  the  tasks  of  the 
second  stage  in  the  conquering  of  the  virgin  soils,  xrhich  is  the 
development  of  live-stock  breeding.  At  the  conference  of  the  fore¬ 
most  people  in  agricioltxire  in  Alma-Ata,  N,  S,  Khrushchev  gave  some 
critical  remarks  xjhich  will  help  the  vrorkers  in  agriculture  and  all 
of  the  workers  in  the  KSSR  to  overcome  the  shortcomings  in  their  work. 
We  still  have  low  and  fluctuating  harvests  of  grains  and  particularly 
of  corn;  in  a  number  of  places  agronomy  is  crudely  disobeyed,  and  a 
system  of  agriculture  which  is  rational  and  meets  the  local  soil  and 
climatic  conditions  is  being  introduced  slowly. 

Talcing  the  decisions  of  the  January  Plenum  of  the  Central  Com- 
ralttee  of  the  CPSU  as  a  fighting  program  for  the  creation  of  abun¬ 
dance  in  food  stuffs,  the  koHdiozes  ans  sovkhozes  have  decided  this 
spring  to  lay  fee  basis  for  a  rich  harvest  and  to  make  the  third  year 
of  the  Seven-Year  Plan  a  year  of  the  greatest  successes  in  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  agricultural  production.

3h  his  speech  at  the  conference  in  Almi-Ata,  N,  S,  IChvushchev 
pointed  to  the  enormous  unused  reserves  in  ilie  Republic  ,  and  the 
large  gaps  in  the  direction  of  agriculttire,  and  he  show’ed  the  means 
for  the  further  development  of  livestock-raising.  This  speech  vras  a 
program  for  the  action  of  the  agricultural  workers  of  Kazlchstan  before 
whom  stands  the  fighting  task}  in  a  short, period  of  time  to  talie  a 
new  offensive-- to  master  the  meat  virgin  lands  >  to  get  for  every  100 
hectares  of  pasture  75  centners  Of  dressed  meat^  and  for  every  100 
hectares  of  other  agricultural  lahd|  16  cehtners. 

In  recent  years  in  the  Republic  t-re  have  done  signficant  xjork 
in  transforming  the  protracted  baclufardness  of  livestock  raising. 

The  number  of  cattle,  has  grox-m,  xje  have  raised  its  productivity  and 
increased  production.  In  I960  we  sold  to  the'  state  in  comparison 
xd-tli  1953,  txTO  times  the  araount  of  meat,  1,8  times  the  amount  of  mill<, 

5  times  the  nxxmber  of  eggs,  wool  by  2,3  times,  and  astrakhan  xfool  by 
2,2  times, 

Tlie  increase  in  production  and  the  pxxrchasing  of  meat  has  been 
accompanied  by  a  fxirther  growth  in  cattle,  Nox^  the  Republic  has ^ about 
32  million  head  of  sheep,  5*5  million  large  homed  cattle,  1,8  million 
pigs,  1,2  million  horses  and  23  Eiillion  fox-il.  ICazalchstan  occupies 
secont  place  in  the  number  of  sheep  and  third  place  in  the  number  of 

In  the  ICazalch  SSR  a  whole  army  of  true  masters  of  livestock 
raising  has  groxm  up;  they  are  the  shepherds,  cattlemen  ,  millonaids, 
sxiine— raisers  and  f oxTl-raisers ,  Indccfcrinated  ty  the  Commxnist  Party, 
and  the  Soviet  order,  the  humble  xrorkers  in  the  villages  and  axxls 
/mountain  village^  from  day  to  day  increase  the  riches  of  their  great 
Ifotherland,  The  communists  of  ICazalchstan  are  striving  in  every  x-iay 
possible  to  spread  the  experience  of  tlie  advanced  people  and  to  malce 
it  tlie  property  of  all  the  kollchozes  and  sovldiozes  of  the  Republic.

clubs  and  movies  miist  be,  bxrfit.  All  of  this  xfill  go  for  the  Strengthening 
in  the  virgin  lands  of  the  cadres  of  specialisl^  mechanics  and  other  . 
workers,  ■  . 

The  koHdiozes  and  sovkhozes  of  Kazaldistan  have  token  on  , great 
responsibilities:  to  1961  alone  they  must  sell  to  toe  state  not  less 
than  900.  million  puds  of  grain,  7^5,000  tons,  of ‘meat,  1,060,000  tons 
of  mill'C,  90,000  tons  of  .wool  and  233  million  eggs.  The  kolkhoz  ,  and 
sovlchoz  xforkers  in  carrying  out  toe  con^etition  for  toe  noble  meeting 
o.f  toe  22nd  Congress  of  the  CPSU,  from  day  to  day  are  fulfilling  their 
responsibilities  by  their  labor.  .

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Philharmonic,  a  Kazalth  State.  Order  of  .lenin  Acaderiy  Theater  of  Opera 
and  Ballet  Sieni  Abay, .  a  motion  picture  industry,  an  orchestra  of  '  -• 
folk  instruments  imeni  Ilurraangaaa,  a^Hepublic  concert  organization,  ' 
a  song  and  dance  ensemble,  a,  chorus,  10  popvGLar  tlieaters,  thousands

In  November  I960,  the  Moscow;  .Conference  of  the  Eepresentatives 
of  Communist  and  IJorlcers  Parties,  ha-^g  thoroughly^  analyzed  the  con- 
toiiporary  stage  in  the,  development  of  anti-imperialist,  national  li¬ 
beration  revolutions,  advanced  the  notion  of  the  creation  of  a  national 
democratic  state. •  The  Declaration  passed  at  the  Conference  stated* 

“In  the  contemporary  historical  situation  the  suitable  interna¬ 
tional  and  internal  conditions  are. created  for  the  formation  in  many 
countries  of  an  independent  state  of  national  democracy;  that^is,  a 
state  which  subsequently  estaolishes  its  political  Bnd  economic 
indepndence,  which  struggles  against  imperialism  and  its  military 
blocs  and  against  military  bases  on  its  territory.  It  is  a  state 
which  fights  against  new  forms  of  colonialism  and  the  penetration 
of  international  imperialist  capital,  a  state  which  does  not  employ 
dictatorial  and  despotic  methods  for  rule.  It  is  a  state  in  wliich  the 
people  are  provided  with  'wide  democratic  rights  and  freedoms  (the 
freedom  of  xirord,  press,  assembly,  demonstrations,  the  creation  of  ^ 
political  i)arties  and  social  organization^ ,  tiie  possibility  of  carrying 
out  agrarian  refoiras  and  accomplishing  other  needs  in  the  area  of 
democratic  and  social  transformation,  and  participating  in  the  deter¬ 
mination  of  state  policy. "  ,  ,  _  . 

This  evaluation  formed  on  the  bases  of  studying  the  underlying 
processes  in  the  national  liberation  movement,  its  tendencies  and 
strivini^s,  is.  the  creative'  developuent  and  enrichment  of  the  Marxist- 
Leninist  theory  on,  the  national  liberation  revolution.  The  represen¬ 
tatives  of  ihe  communist  and  workers  parties  of  the  liberated  countries 
participated  actively  in  working  it  out,  but  these  parties^ are  in 
^e  first  ranks’of  the  fighters  for  social  progress  in  ttieir  states. 

The  essence  of  this  evaluation  consists  in  that  it  clearly 
speaks  of  tlie  goals  of  the  anti-in^erialist,  national  liberation 
revolution,  and  characterises  the  conditions  under  which  the  real 
independent  development  of  countries  and  peoples  wMch  are  emerging 
from  colonial  slavery  can  be  provided.  The  formation  of  a  national 
democratic  state  answers  "Uie  basic  task  of  uniting  a  broad  national 
front  for  the  repulsing  of  Imperialism,  the  liquidation  of  i&m  burdensome 
heritage  of  the  state  of  foreigia  capital,  and  the  movement  along  the 
path  to  social  progress.  This  evaluation  is  based  soundly  in  life. 

For  before  the  liberated  nations  stands  the  pressing  problem;  how  to 
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progress  in  order  to  nore.  qtiickly  liquidate  the  colonial  heritage, 
how  to  found  and  strengthen  political  and  economic  independence,  and 
provide  for  social  progress.  The  thesis  on  the  state  of  a  national 
democracy  gives  the  an^er  to  these  questions. 

The  reality  of  the  creation  of  a  national  democratic  state  in 
raahy  nations  is  determined  by  the  objective  conditions  of  the  modern 
world  in  which  tliereafe  ^the  greatest  revolutionary  changes  taking 
place.  The  main  content,  the  maih  direction  and  the  basic  peculi¬ 
arities  of  the  ■  development  of  human' society  in  the  modem  em  are  de¬ 
termined  by  the  world  socialist  system  and  the  forces  fighting  against 
Imperialism  and  for  the  socialist  reconstruction  of  society.  Second 
in  in^ortance  after  the  formation  of  the  world  socialist  system  is  the 
downfall  of  the  colonial  system*  the  process  of  the  liberation  of  the 
suppressed  peoples  and  the  creation  Of  independent  national  states. 

The  appearance  of  Asia,  Afriba  and  la  tin  America  is  changing. 

Even  recently  ali  of  the  nations  of  Africa  and  the  majority  of  Asian 
states  were  under  the  colonial  yoke.  The  Latin  American  states*  although 
formally  they  had  their  pOlitioi.  independence,  were  bound  hand  and 
foot  to  the  monopolies  of  the  tiiited  States  of  America,  These  teree 
enormous  continents  were  turned  by  the  imperialist  powers  into  their 
own  agrarian-raw  material  appendages. 

The  colonizers  felt  teat  their  rule  would  be  eternal.  One  of 
the  most  cynical  proponents  of  colonialism,  the  English  millionaire ,  . 
Cecil  Rhodes,  franlily  confessed,  the  colonial  politicians,  must 
rule  the  new  lands,”  xTe  "must  ‘become  imperialists,"  Expressing  the 
colonialist  aspirations  of  tee  French  bourgeoisie,  the  historian  Driau 
in  the  book  The  Political  and  Social  Probleriis  at  the  End  of  the  19th , . 
Century,  wrote,  "Ife  have  to  hurry  upj  tee  nations  which  are  not  pro-' 
viding  for  themselves,  are  risking  not  getting  any  part  and  do  hot 
participate  in  that  gigantic  '  ■epcpLoitation  of  the  world  which  will  be 
one  of  tee  essmtial  facts  of  the  next  (teat  is  the  20th)  century,  ‘ 

This  is  why  all  of  Europe  and  America  have  recently  been  seized  iJith 
the  disease  of  colonial  expansion  and  "imperialism"  xxhich  is  the  most  , 
remarkabie  cimracteristic  trait  of  the  end  of  the  19th  centui:^>-," 

But  the  .  cblfiiidgLLists  miscalculated.  The  20th  century  is  not 
tee  century  for  the  strengthening  of  colonialism,  but  its  downfall. 

The  Great  October  Socialist  Revolution  woke  up  the  colonial  peoples, 
and  drevr  them  into  the  general  current  of  the  world-wide  revolutionary 
movement.  The'  victory  of  the  USSli  in  the  Second  World  War  and  the 
victory  of  the  socialist  revolutions  in  a  number  of  nations  in  Europe 
and  Asia,  to  a  large  measure  accelerated  this  process,  nmperialisra 
did  not  have  tee  poi-rer  to  stop  the  national  liberation  struggle  of 
peoples,  to  the  present  in  fact  all  of  the-  great  colonial  empires— 
English,  French,  Dutch  and  Belgian~have  already  fallen  or  are  in  the 
process  of  falling.  In  the  post-war  j^ars  about  40  nations  have  been 
liberated  from  tee  colonial  yoke. 
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The  imperialistic  crmfs,  thrilled  over  their  peacock  feather, 
for  many  years  have  been  cawins  to  all '  the  world,  about  their  civiD^- 
zinp  mission"  in  the  colonies.  How  x^hen  the  peoples  of  the  laajonty 
of  nations  have  flung  out,  these  uninvited  "civilizers 'j  it  is  parti¬ 
cularly  clear  what  their  actual  role  tras.  By  fire  and:  sword  the  colo¬ 
nizers  deprived  the  national  dependencies  of  2/3  pf  their  population, 
suppressed  their  national  culture,  mutilated  their  economi^ ,  executed 
and  imprisoned  millions  of  people,  established  regimes^of_ the  knout 
and  gallcn^s,  of  police  rule  and  ruthless  excitation;  them  develop-  • 

ment- was  puh  back  100  years,  +v,o 

,  Bourgeois  propaganda  sh^elessly  etlogizes  xhe  richness  of  the 
capitalist  countries  such  as  the  tiSA,  Frahbe  and  England,  hut  it  , 
is  silent  on  the  ifact  that  eapitali,$iii  In  these  state.s  has  reached  the 
def'ree  of  development  at  .-ttie.  expense  of  not  only  the  ruthless  ex-^ 
ploitation-ef  -Uie  "h^e'*  tiorkers,,  bp,t.as  well  by.  the- plunder^g  of  the_ 
majority  of  the  world's  nations,  L|ice  a  giant  octopus,  the  mpenalist 
monopolies  have  sucked  the  life  out  of  the  nations  of  Asia,  Africa  and 

Latin  America,  ,  -i  ♦  t 

Ihe  plundering  of  the.  national  riches  of  the  colonial  and  de¬ 
pendent  nations  is, one  of  the  most  negative  features  of  imperialism. 

But  let  the  facts  speak  about  the  scale  of  this  plundering,  ^*frica 
produces  96^  of  tlie  diamonds  used  an  the  capitalist  world,  pi  the 
cobalt  production,  of  the  gold,  42fS  of  the  manganese  ore,  25;^  of 
the  copper,  of  the  uranium,  etc.  But  with  such  riches  Af^ca 
receiv^  less  than  %  of  the  world’s  income.  Or  let  us  take  Latin 
America,  In  1958  there  was  produced  20^  of  the  copper  in  the  capi¬ 
talist  x^orld,  l6f.  of  the  tin,  'pp  of  the  antimony ,  W  of  the  silver, 

1053  of  the  na-cel  and  13;^  of  the  mercury.  But  at  the  same  1958 

Latin  America  constimed  only  3'^  of  the  copper f  4;j  of  the  lead|  3/^  of 
the  tin,  etc,  used  in  the  capitalist  world,  x. 

One  of  the  means  for  plundering  the  colonial  and  dependent  nations 
is  unbalanced  trade.  In  195^  the  purchasing  price  of  coffee  in  Ug^da 
was  112  pounds  sterling  per  ton  while  its  world  price  was  500  pounds. 

In  Higeria  cacao  beans  were  purchased  for  155-170  pounds  sterling  per 
ton  and  sold  on  the  world  market  for  500-550  pounds ,  As  for  the  ^ 
goods  xThich  arecproducedi:  in  the  metropolitan  areas,  they  are ^ sold  in 
the  colonies  as  prices  significantly  higher  than  the  world  prices. 

For  example  the  price  of  wheat  imported  by  France  into  her  fomer 
colony  of  llest  Africa  exceeded  the  world  price  by  80^,  the  price  of 
sugar  by  100^  and  cotton  cloth  by  35/^.  .  .. 

Subsequently  the  monopolies  have  the  policy  of  loxje^g  the 
prices  on  the  products  produced  in  the  under-developed  nations, 
increasing  the  prices  for  "tlieir  own  industrial  products  •  If  to  1950 
Uruguay  could  buy  112  tractors  for  100  tons  of  xrool,  then  to  1956  only 
44,  In  1928  Argentina  paid  for  one  tractor  42  tons  of  wheat,  in  1937i 
50* tons,  and  to'^1956,  111  tons,  A,s  a  result  of  such  a  rapacious  policy, 
the  monopolies  have  become  monstrously  rich  xrhile  the  colonial  ana 
dependent  nations  are  becoming  ever  more  iii^overished. 


/  Widespread  ^ideiJiics  and  high  uiortality  rates  are  a  conse¬ 
quence  of  colonial  rule*  #ie  countries  of  Africa  in  fact  there  is 
not  a  system  of  piiblic  .  health*  If  in  •  England-  in  195^  there was.  one 
physician  for  eveiy  698  inhabitants  r  in  Kenj’a  there' one  per  9t889> 
in  Hortjiem  Rhodesia  one  per  10,350.,  in  Nigeria  one  per,  52,^5*  and  in 
the  British  Cameroons  one  for  62,650;  In  many  regions  of.  the  Congo, 
from  60  to  90^  of  the  inhabitants  suffer  from  malaria,  50^  are  ill  irf.th 
tuiberculosis  •  Infant  mortality  has  reached  50/5*  . 

As  a  resxxlt'  of  the  cruel  sv^i^ression  of  the  oolonialistsi  as  a 
result  of  tile  terrible  poverty  .of  the  iaasses  and  the,  absence  of  medical 
aid,  there  is  a  sharp  curtailment- of  the. population  in  the  colonial 
nations.  Tlae  pro.portion  of  Africa's  pop\aation.  in  -  the:  general  world 
population  lias  gone  down  from  20^5  in  the  l6th  century  to  8^  in  the  20  th 
century.  In-  the  half*-centur3f;?of  rulO  by  the  Belgian  colonialists, 
the  population  of  the  Congo  has  altnoSt  Cut  in  .;telf*  S  years  of  .  - 
French  rule  has  resulted  in  •  the' population  of  i;ladgascar  decreasing  , 
by  mdre  than  one-half,  while  the  colony  of  Chad  has  fallen  flv©  tAnes* 

■-  '  The  colonial,  powers  held;  the  peoples  in  darkness  -and  ignoranOe, 

Africa  today  where  the  English  French  and  Belgian  colonialists  ,r^ed 
is  a  region  of  almost  total  illiteracy*  In  Somaliland  and  in  the 
countries  of  Equatorial  and  Western  Africa,  95^99i^  of  the  adult  popu¬ 
lation  is  illiterate.  3h  tlie  rest  of  the  African  nations,  illiteracy 
is  60«80^  of  the  adult; population. 

A -middle:  and  higher  education  in  the  African  nations  was  im¬ 
possible  for  the  indigenous  population*  Ih  1957  dJi  Kenya,,  diplomas 
for  finishing  middle  school  were  received  by  a  total  of  3^3  Africans, 
in  Norldierri  Rhodesia,  87}.  in  Southern  Rhodesia,  75}  ,in  I^saland,  5^» 

In  Mozambique  not  one .  Afidcan  finished -tlie  full  course  in  the  .lycee* 

All  of  these  facts, (and  one.  could  give  an  infinite  number) 
sound  the  dealdi  sentence  for  the  disgraceful  oblonial  system  of 
impeiialism  which  has  .brought  such  poverty  and  suffering  to  the  peoples* 
The  anti-iij?jerialist  and  national  ;3lberatiQn  revolutions  x^hich 
■are  developing  in  the  nations  of  Asia,  A^frlca  and  latin  -America,  are 
a  great,  progressive  process*  They  raise  to  creativeness 

the  peoples  enslaved  by  imperialism,  deal  heavy  blows  to  the  system  ql 

imperialism  and  Ulmlt  the  area  of  •, its  unbridled  rule*  , 

The  national  liberation  movement  has  gained  great  victories* 

But' ahead  there  are  Still  many' dif:K.culties  and  experiments.  Complex 
problems  remained  to i  be '  solved*  Up  til  non-r  about  IQO  million  persons 
have  been  under  the  yoke  of  colonialism,  20  African  nations  are  stiU. 
held  In  the  chains  Of  slavery;  in  order  to  breal:  the  chains,  a  decisive 
and  selfless  struggle  is  needed*  The  heroic  battle  for  the  national 
liberation  of  the  Algerian  people  is  in  its.  seventh  year;  tliey  havb 
the  sympathy  and  moral  support  of  aH  progressive  people.  Ever  xlder 
burns  the  flame  of  the  national  liberation  struggle  iii  Angola,  Itozara-, 
bique ,  Kenya  and  TanganjUta.*  '‘Freedom  and  independence~nowl  ”  -  is  the  . 
3ust  demand  of  'the  enslaved  peoples* 
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The  national  liberation  struggle  is  far  from  complete  in  many 
of  the  nations  which  have  attained  political  independence. 

"The  imperialists  now  are  not  in  the  position  to  crush  by  force  , 
the  strivings  of  the  African  peoples  for  polticai  and  economic  freedom 
and  independence,”  said  tlie  President  of  the^  G'l^ea  Republic,^  Selcou 
Toure,  ”Therefoi*e  they  are  trying  to  'act  by  devious  means.  They-, 
give  the  appearance  of  being  ;jell-dispo3ed  to  ttie  striVihg  of  the 
African  peoples  for  independence  and' at  the  same  time  are  secuj^g  ,  . 
the  signatures  with  African- nations  for  such  agreements  as  woud  permit 
them  to  preserve  in  one  or  .another  form  their  rule^  th^  economic 
positions  and  their  military  and  strategic  bases  on  African  ,terri- . 
tory}  tliey  are  maldng  concession  in  the  economic  and  financial  area,” 
Political  independence  is  the  .first  step  to  the  achievement  of 
authentic  freedom,  Tiie  second  and  rid  les.d .  Important  step  is  the 
achie-vement  of  economic  independence  and  the  creation  of  a  nation*s 
own  developed  econoEiyi  One  cannot  consider  independence  secured  x^dthout 
this  condition.  This  is  why  the  most  important  task  of  a  liberated 
nation  is  seen  ih  the  creation  of  its  own  economy  which  is  independent 
of  the  imperialist  powers. 

Each  people  strives  for  a  better  and  more  effective  means ^ of 
social  progress.  It  is  unders-tood  that  the  peoples  in  the  colonial 
nations  did  not  become  free  in  order  to  again,  but  only  in  a  different 
form,  wear  the  yoke  of  colonialism  and  imperialist  eijqjloitation. 

The  peoples  of  the  fomer  colonies  and  dependent  nations  are  at 
various  stages  in  the  stmiggle  for  complete  liberation  from  the 
yoke  of  imperialism,  for  national  independence,  the  liquidation  of  the 
heritage  of  the  rule  by  foreign  capital  and  tlie  develofonent  along  the 
path  to  social  progress.  Many  of  tlie  liberated  nations  have  alraady 
talien  a  number  of  isiportant  steps  in  the  development  of  the  national 
economy  and  in  tlie  creation  of  their  oxm  industry. 

Great  revolutionaiy  changes  have  been  going  on  for  the  past  too 
years  in  Cuba,  The  Cuban  revolution,  in  the  descriptive  words  of  the 
Uruguayan  public  figure  Alba  Robalo,  has  cut  off  the  heads  of  three 
monsters  t  imperialism,  a  predatory  and  bloody  government  and  social 
poverty.  The  Cuban  people  have  s^s^d  the  tasks  of  the  a|rariari, 
anti-imperialist,  democratic  and  national  liberation  stage  of  the 
revolution  and  are  going  furtoer,  Cuba  is  conducting  an  independent 
internal  and  external  policy.  The  economic  domination  of  the  North 
American  monopolies  has  been  eliminated,  and  all  of  the  basic  fields 
of  indxostry  have  been  nationalized.  Foreign  trade  has  become  a  state 
monopoly. 

As  s  result  of  a  radical  agrarian  ref  cm,  the  land  has  been 
given  to  the  agi*icultural  workers  and  peasants.  More  than  100,000 
farmers  who  previously  rented  their  plots,  now  have  been  gi'ven  land. 
More  than  80^  of  the  working  population  in  the  nation  works  in  the 
public  sector,  either  in  state  or  cooperative  enterprises.  In  the  years 
of  the  revolution  the  amount  of  industrial  praduction  lias  increased  by 


i^oro  tiian  35f-{  tlie  production  of  agricultural  products  is  groxdng*  apd 
25,000  dtrellinss  have  'been  built.  Wi’thin  only  the  first  20,  aoiiths 
the  revolutionai^  go'srerhiaerlt  opened  10, 000  nw  schools,  x^hich, is  double 
•the;  number  wliich  had  been  built  in  the  precee^ng  50  years,  Cuba  is  the 
first  nation  in  Latin  America  to  satisfy  all  of  the  nedds  of  the  people 
for  school  InstrTiction  and  to  carry  out  the  largest  sofcial  changes. 

Revolutionary  Cuba  lias  opened  the  front  for  .a  subsequent  active 
■struggle  With  imperialism  ih  Latin  America. 

It  is  understood  that, there,  are  great  differences  in  the  forms 
ind  even  in  the  character  of  the  struggle  vrith  imperialism  in  various 
parts  of.  the' world# '  However  its  common  trend  is  anti-inperialismi 

Greai.changes  have  .been  carried,  out  in  the  Guinea 'Republic. 

The-  institution  of  •  feudal  leaders  h$t,s; 'been  liquidated?  these  chiefs 

actively  supported  the  colohiaHstd  . in- the’ aims  of  dividing  the  nation. 

The  government  has  established  control  over  domestic  and  foreign  trade, 
■■The  Administration  for  foreign  trade  has  been  given  the  sole  right  to 
import  goods.,  of  the  greatest  necessity.  The  Administration  for  foreign 
trade  includes  in  its  functions,  the  providing  of  markets  for  imported 
goods j  the  supplying  of  the  trade,  nettrork  and  the  control  over  the 
retail  and  wholesale  dealers  in  the  private  sector. 

In  i960  was  passed  the  first  Three-Year  Plan  for  economic  de¬ 
velopment;  the  main  task  of  this  plan  is  "an  increase  in  the  Mng 
standard,  economic  decolonization  and  tlie  beginning  of  the  transfor¬ 
mation  of  the  nation  into  a  developed  state."  Great  importance  is  given 
■to  cooperation  in  . industry  and  agriculture.  In  this  the  government  of 
the  Republic  sees  tlie  means  for  freeing  tlie  Guinean  people  from  colo¬ 
nial  esploitation  and  profiding  for  its  xTOll-being,  In  the  country 
■  the  right  of  private  ovmersliip  for  the  land  has  been  eliminated  by  pre¬ 
serving  the  right  to  xise  the  land  for  ,  those  who  xjork  it.  Land  haS". 
ceased  to  be  the  property  of  tlie  French  goveinment  and  has  become  the 
national  property  of  the  Republic,  Enterprises  of  the  former  French 
Companies  are  being  nationalized  on  the  basis  of  the  purchase  of  their 
•stocks  by  the  Gvdnean  Repxiblio.  Gxiinea  has  established  economic  ties 
xiith  the  .  socialist  countries, 

Basic  measures  X'Thich  have  as  their  goal  the  strengthening  of 
political  independence  haxre  been  carried  out  in  GIxana,  Such  economic 
organizatioiisas  the  "Corporation  for  ihe  Development  of  Agriculture, 
the  Corporation  for  diidus trial  Development  and  the  Administration  for 
the  Cacao  Market  are  doing  x-rork  'Under  the  control  of  the  government. 

At  the  end  of  December  19^,  the  Joint  conference  opposed  of  iAie  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  ruling  People's  Party,  the  Trade  IMon  Congress, 
the  Farmers  Council  and  tlie  National  Cooperative  Council  recommended 
additional  measures  for  economio  planning  and  for  strengthening  the 
s'tate  contiol  ever  the  econquy,  !Di  particxxiar,  it  x^as  recommended  'that 
there  be  established  a  Covincil  on  Planning  Question  a  Development  Bank, 
a  state  trading  company,  an.  administration  for  the  diamond  market,  etc.

Nixon,  cynically  esqslained,  "ihe  crisis  of  the  colonial  policy  ^ 
is  the  simulaneous  occasion  and  instance  for  the  expansion  of  the 
SflSncrof  the  mted  States.”  West-Gemnan  capitel  is  also  strengthe^g 
Ss  position  in  the  fomer  colonial  nations.  3h  1957  ^he  <iirect  prj^wte 
capiLl  investments  of  the  ¥est-Geiman  monopolies  was  89.4  mil^on  DM 
in^Africa,  and  in  1959  they  had  already  reached  152,9  raimon^DM. 

The  so-called  Afnerican  aid  in  fact  means,  as  even  ^rriman  has 
recognized,  "a  program  of  assistance  for  America,*'  ®ie  USA  has  given 
the  mder-developed  nations  in  the  order  of  p  ,  bimon  domrs  for 
military  aid,  and  has  forced  tlaem  to  spend  l4l  billion  dollars  for 
railitanr purposes.  The  12  latin  American  nations  w^ch  have  concluded 
bi-lateral^reements  with  the  USA  for  mutual  assistance  and  defense, 
spend  for  military  needs  roughly  9-10.  of  their  own  dollars  for  every 
dollar  received  from  the  USA  for military  assistance,  ,  . .  .  . 

The  period  after  the  Second  World  War  has  confirmed  that  im¬ 
perialism  is  trsdng  xdLth  all  its  force  to  preserve  its  privileges  ^d 
its  control  over  the  xrorld  of  the  under-developed  nations.  It  is  n^ely 
to  this  end  that  the  whole  arsenal  of  various  methods  and  means  that  ^ 
imperialism  has  started  is  directed.  Using  econo^c  leyers,  the  imperi¬ 
alist  pothers  led  by  the  USA  draw  the  liberated  nation?  onto 
pacts  and  create  idlitary  bases  on  their  territory. 

want  to  emasculate  and  subvert  the  national  sovereignty  of  tne  liberated 


nations ,  to  distort  the  notion  of  self-determination,  and  to  bind  them 
with  new  forms  of  colonial  rule. 

IKe  colonialists  are  trying  to  walce  it  seem  as  if  the  peoples 
of  -tiie  liberated  nations  should  still  for  a  long-time  study  the  art 
of  ruling  a  state,  and  until  they  have  dome  to  understand  this  art,  ; 
they  feust  put  up  i^th  foreign  acbiinistrators*  '*It  is  necessary  to  make  , 
clear  to  the  African  populations,''  writes  Idie  English  newspaper  limes , 
"that  several  generations  will  pass  until  it  has  received  sufficient 
e:qperience  and  can  talce  adtiVe  part  in  the;  rurtning  of  the  nation*  and 
at  the  present  time,  no  one  is  prepared  for  this,"  A  member  of  the 
Belgian  "eolonial  counoil"  Mendeau  has  tried  to  prove  in  his  book  that 
the  King  of  Belgium  should  be  at  ©nbe  the  head  of  an  independent  Congo, 
and  the  problems  relating  to  defense,  finaiice,  the  common  market,  etc,, 
must  be  the  subject  of  joint  agreements  (this  should  read;  tied  to  the 
Belgium  government)  between  Belgium  and  the  Congo,  The  book  of  Mendeau 
ends  with  ■Uie-appeal* •  "IcA  God  enlighten  and  direct  the  responsible 
leaders  of  the  Congolese  people -along  this  path," 

As  is  known,  the  people  of  the  Congo  did  go  along  the  path  to 
the  creation  of  a  tnily  independent  gtate  and  the  decisive  liquidation 
of  the  heritage  of  the  colonial  rule  of  Belgium,  And  because, of  this 
the  people  have  run  up  against  the  furious 'opposition  of  tiie  Belgian 
monopolists  who  are  being  supported  by  the  old  and  new  imperialist 
colo3aizers,  ' 

The  French  Ilagazine  Marches  Troniceau  et  Mediterranean  wrote 
recentlyi  ''It  Is  necessary  to  aid  the  African  nations  which  vrithout 
assistance  and  support  will  not  be  able ;  to  become  states  in  the  full 
sense  of  this  xioH,  But  we  will  demand  from  them  in  their  tui^  to 
asstaue  a  position  of  active  and  sincere  cooperation  in  their  relations 
TTith  France."'  Another  such  tirade;  '"ie  will  demand  from  them, "  "you 
won*t  get  by  t-dthout  assistance  and  support,"  This  is  a  ShamelieeS' humili¬ 
ation  of  the  capabilities  of  the  liberated  peoples  and  at  the  same 
time  a  direct  threat  to  themj  If,-  they  say,  you  don*t  obey,  they  will  ; 
force  you  to  accept  decisions  which  are  welcomed  by  the  imperialists,' 

]h  the  majority  of  tlie  freed  nations  there  ai^e  no  longer  the 
external  attributes  of  colonialism  such  as  viceroys,  foreign  governor- 
generals  and  the  gendarmes.  How  the  colonialists  act  tlirough  more 
veiled  and  refined  methods,  chiefly  through  figureheads  who  have  been 
bought  off  or  through  traitorous  elements  who  carry  out  the.  i-dll  of  the 
coldnialists  and  Who  conduct  ah  anti-national  policy.  The  vile  traitors 
to  the  interests  of  the  Congolese  people,  '  Thhombe,  Mobutu  and  Ilasavubu 
can  serve  as  an  escample.  The  veheraous  weapon  of  national  and  tribal 
animosities  is  tddely  used  in  the  aim  of  undermining  the  postion  of  the 
liberated  nations.  In  many  of  tlie  freed  nations,  particularly  in  Africa, 
the  colonialists  are  trying  to  impede  the' progress  of  consolidating-; 
the  nation  by  instigating  strife  between  the  tribes  and  by  creating, 
small  states  tirhich  trill  be  completely  dependent  upon  the  foreign 
■  rulers,  ■ 
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Through  the'  ecohorolc  enslavement  of  the  liberated  nations  and 
installation  of  traitorous  ]puppet  rigimes  the  iEiperialists  are  ti^hg 
in  the  first  place  to  exploit  these  nations  as  before,  and  ^1"^®  ■ 
second  place,  "to  keep  them  in  the  orbit  of  capi'talism*  In  "try^g  o^ 
direct  the  furtlier  development  of  the  libera'tdd  nations  along  the.^pa  h 
of  capi-fcalism,  the  imperialist  po3icy  is  attempting  aH  the  more,  to  _ 
strengthen  the  position  Of  world- capitalism  wldch  has  outlived  its_tiin,e* 
Today  the  imperialist  birtles  of  the  USA  have  turned  in'to  the 
main  stronghold  of  colonialism  and  into  the  international  gen^rmarie. 

They  do  not  stop  at  the  most  fohl  and  .extreme ,  means  in  order  to  supppss 
the  national  liberation  movement*  They  tifish  to  biiry  the  blooms  which 
..have  sprung  up  in  the  springtime  Of  the  liberation  of  peoples. ^_^Eve^- 
where  that  there  floi^s  the  blood  of  'Uie  people *s  fighters,  in  Algeria* 
the  Congo,  Oman,  Angola,  Ifczambique,  Kenya,  this  is  -the  work  of  'Uie 
militant  colonialists  and  their  main  stronghold,  the  American 
polists.  Tlae  imperialists  of  the  USA  have  organized  a  direct  b^dit 
intervention  of  mercenary  bands  in  Cuba.  These  coun'fcer-re'volutionaiy 
bands  were  instructed  by  Anierican.  officers ,  supplied  id.'th  Ame3Acan 
weapons  and  debarked  from  American  sMps  under  the  cover  of  American 

aiiplan^  .  organize  the  criminal  at'tack  on  the  Cuban  Re¬ 

public?  Because  they  feared  that  the  example  of  revolutionary  Cuba, 
would  attract  all  of  latin  America.  The.  imperialists  of  the  USA  want 
to  extinguish  the  beacon  of  freedom  in  all  continents  and  to  reduce^the 
peonies  to  darlmessj  but  in  the  conditions  of  today  it  is  obviia©:  that 
they  do  not  have  the  forces  to  do  this*  No  matter  how  they  might  plmdert 
no  matter  how  they  might  rage,  -tbe  imperialists  can  not  alter  the  laws 
of  liisterical  development.  The  tree  of  oolonialism  is  rotten  and  no 
shores  xrill  be  able  to  support  it.  It  is  impossible  to  put  out  the 
davm  of  liberation.  It  will  bum  even  brighter.  Peoples  have  entered 
the  movement  and  they  have  the  right  to  choose  for  themselves  the  path 
of  social  development.  The  question  of  the  means  for  further  develop¬ 
ment  is  the  most  vital  and  important  question  for  the  peoples  who  have 
been  fteed  from  the  yoke  of  colonialism,  ^ 

Uhat  in  practice-  does  the  capitalisi  way  of  development  mean 
for  the  liberated  nation?  It  means  tiie  preservation  and  strengthening 
of  exploitation  of  the  broad  masses  by  the  imperialist  monopolies  ^d 
by  the  upper  local  bourgeoisie  which  is  cooperating  vri-th  the  imperial¬ 
ists)  it  means  the  preservation  and  conservation  of  economic  and  cul¬ 
tural  bacto'iardness.  tliis  means,  it  is  impossible  to  solve  the  pres¬ 
sing  social  problems  in  the  intereste  of  the  masses,  and  it  is  i3^os- 
sible  to  pro'vide  for  national  independence.  T!ie  path  of  capitalism 
does  not  correspond  to  the  interests  of  the  absolute  ma joii.ty  of  the 
population  in  the  liberated  countries.  For  the  workers  it  can  only 
brinf'  a  strengthening  of  eiqploi'tation  and  impoverishment.  For  "tJie 
peasants  it  tTill  mean  new  taxes  and  ruin;  the  land  for  which  the  peasante 
are  strurglin-g  viill  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  large  monopolies.  Tier  the 
intelli^^entsia  it  will  be  suffering  and  the  torment  of  unemploj’raent 
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or  joyless  trork  for  the  enriclment  of  the.  monopolists  i  For  the  nation 
as  a  irhole,  it  will'  mean  ‘the  thread  of  enslavement  by  the  imperialist 
pitinderers.  „ 

The  laws  ;of  social  development  refute  the  capitalist  path,  me 

young  national  states  have  won  their  independenOe  in  a  period  when 
capitalism  is  in  decline  and  in  a  stage -of  disintegration  and  death.  , 

A  new  stage  has  begun  in  the  development  of  the  general  crisis  of  capi¬ 
talism?  it  is  a  stage  which  attests  to  the  ftirther  vreakening  and  fall 
oi  the  world,  capitalist  system,.  IHstorically  capitalism  has  outlived 
itself,  and  it'Oanndt  give  humanity  anything  else  except  suffering.  , 

In  the  young  states  which  have  arisen  on  the  ruins  of  coloni- 
alism  live  more  tlian  1.5  billion  people.  The  peoples  of  these  nations 
Imve  the  real  opportunity  of  conducting  an  independent  foreign  policy 
and  to  develop  along  the  vray  to  social  progress.  This  opportunity  is 
provided  for  first  of  all  the  socialist  states  vrho  are  close,  in 
understanding  the  aspiration  of  these  peoples  who  are  struggling  to 
freedom  ajid  independence,  Tlie  socialist  states  Iiave  become  an  enormous 
international  force  vMch  has  shoxm  the  greatest  influence  on  the  course 
of  historical  develdpment.  The  world  socialist  system  is  the  .hoped-for 
shield  of  iiadependence  for  the  liberated  peoples  and  their  support  in 
the  struggle  agaSsist  new  intrigues  of  the  Imperialists,  More  tlian  300 
industrial  enterprises  have  already  been  equipped  in  these  nations  with 
the  assistance  from  the  USSR.  The  steel  plant  in  Bhilai,  .the  Asijan 
dam  in  aiid  electric  power  stations  in  many  other  countries  are  the 

concrete  embodiment  of  the  aid  from  the  USSR. 

"’Je  want,"  said  II,  S,  Khrushchev,  "these  nation  , to  stand  bn 
their  ovm  two  feet,  to  create  their  own  industry  x^hich  xHl  be  capable 
of  prodUcirig  not  only,  consumer  goods  but  also  prodxiction  goods.  This 
xd.ll  allbw  for  the  creation  of  their  own  Industrial  bases  and  the  . 
acceleration  of  the  rates  of  economic  development  in  -Uae  mder-^developed 
nations  •  We  proceed  from  the  viexT  that  any  nation  which  is  striving 
to  strengthen^,  its  independence  should  develop  its  own  national  indx^- 
try,  . its ^oxm  .economy  so  that  it  may  increase  the  well-being,  of  the 

people  and  develop  their  cultxxre,"  .  xi.  j.  4.v,  + 

The  nexx  factor  in  the  modexm  situation  consists  in  the  fact  that 
ncnx  hot  only  the  Soviet  Union  but  also  other  socialist  states  can  give 
aid  to  the  xjnder— developed  states,  and  that  noxx  in  the  ejcample  not  only 
of  the  Soviet  IMon  but  in  other  socialist  countries,  of  Asia  and  Exirope 
the  advantages  of  socialism  become  evident.  The  rapprochement  between 
tlie  socialist  states  and  the  liberated  nations  xxhich  together  conprise 
more  tlian  teb- thirds  of  humanity  is  such  a  great  force  that  it  is  pa- 
pablb  of  jrptectite  the  xxorld  from  the  terrors  of  a  nexr  world  war,  . 

The  growth  of  progressive  forces  and  the  rasising  of  national 
consciousness  in  the  masses  is  of- enormous  iEportance  for  the  chosing 
of  the  historical  path  of  developient  in  the  liberated  nations. 

The  peoples*^  of  the  former  colonial  nations  hare  gone  through  a 
hard  school  of  political  enlightenment.  They  hare  experienced  tlie  op¬ 
pression  of  the  colbhialists,  have  formed  a  liate  for  tlieni,  and  tere 
carried  on  a  historical  struggle  against  thoa.  For  the  prospects  in 
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the  fiirther  struggle  ,  of  these  peoples  tliere  is  the  -very  important  fact 
tliat  in  Eiany  of  them  industry  is  developing  and  a  working  class  is 
forsning  and  developing*  Tliere  are  now  significant  sections  of  a  working 
class  in  India i  Indonesia  and.  in  the  majority  of  countries  of  la  tin  ^ 
America.  In  African  according  to  an  approsiffiate  count  there^are  about 
lO-H  million , workers ,  Coraiuunist  and  workers  ^  parties  are  active  in 
almost  all  of  the  50  states  of  Asia,  Africa  and  latin  America,  . 

In  having  thrptm  off  the  yoke, of  the  colonialists  and  in  having 
attained  national  liberation j  the  peopled  have  recognized  their;  force, 
have  felt  the  taste  of  ffeedOm  ^d  liave’  seen  the  truly  Hi^tless  .pos* 
siiilities  for  their  free  develppmeht  harmony  with  their  interests, 
and  aspirations, 

‘  Tlie  peoples  of  the  former  colonial  couitries  luve  won  their  , 
independence  through  the  means  -of  armed  struggle  as  'well  as  by  :peace- 
f ul  means ,  But  in  all  instahces  the  independence  was  attained  as  a 

result  of  an  anti-iraperiajis.t,  anti-feudal,  democratic  and  national-.  _ 
liberation  struggle.  It  was  conducted  by  the  basic  classes  ^d  so.cxal 
groups  in  these  nations?  .-the  workers,  the  peasants,  tlie  intelligentsxa,

In  its  sliarpness  -  this  strxiggle  was  directed  against  the  forces 
of  imperialism' which  is  the  stangler  and  oppressor  of  the  peoples,  ^ 

The  main  task- of  the  stiniggle  is  to  free  the  countr^r' from  the  clutches 
of  imperialism  and  from  foreign  rule.  Therefore  this  is  an  antx-

The  allies  of  imperialism  in  the  colonxal  nations  are ^ above 
all  the.  feudal  leaders;  they  are  trying  to  preserve  the  remaps  of 
the  Itiddle  Ages  which  are  binding  the  development  of  the  product^e 
forces.  They  are  furthering  and  defending  tribal  differences,  ■  die 
of  the.  important  tasks  of  the  revolution  is  to:  uproot  feudalism  ^.d 
the-  remains  of  the  Middle  Ages. .  Therefore  this  is  an  anti-feudal 

A  main  goal  of  the  revolution  is  to  attain  national  freedom 
and  independence  and  to  throw  off  the  yoke  of  colonialism.  Therefore 
this  is  a  national  liberation  revolution.  ...  .  .^  i-r,  x 

The  chief  means  for  strengthening  the  won  national^  liberty 
And  for  providing  for  social  progress,  is  to  give  democratic  rights _ 
to  the  people  and  to  establish  democratic  oixiers.  Therefore  this  is 

a  democratic  revolution,  ,  ,  ,  '  ■  \e> 

All  of  these  tasks  can  be  successfully  solved  by  tlie  means  oi 
.  the  creation  and  development  of  a  national-democratic  state The  im¬ 
portance  and  role  of  the  national-democratic  state  aie  found  in 
that  in  arising  during  the  course  of  the  development  and  deepening 
of  the  national-liberation  revolution,  it  strengthens  and  develops 

the  victorj'’  of  the  revolution,  ^  ,  , 

It  is  very  important  that  in  the  state  of  a  national  democragsy 
national  independence' and  democracy  are  united.  In  such  a  stete  the 
representatives  of  the  progressive  forces  of  the  nation  should  be  m 
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poTTOr,  They  take  into ,  their  liands  the  banner  of  national  independence 
and  provide  for  the' development  of  the  conn try.  along  the  path  of 
social  progress,  /aid  in  those  liberated  nations  where  the  peoples  are 
still  deprived  of  democratic  liberties,  the  struggle  for  the  creation 
of  a  national  democratic  state  provides  the  possibility  of  the  progres¬ 
sive  forces  st^jplanting  tlie  remnants  of  the  .-colonial  administration, 
to  seize  pdirer  from  the  national  traitors  who  are  in  thex  service  of 
imperialism  and  to  take  the  fate  of  their  nations  into  their  ot'm  hands. 
The  peoples  of  the  liberated  nations  find  themselves  at  vaiious 
levels  of  economic,  political  and  cultural  development.  The  predomi¬ 
nant  majority  of  them  ,  are  ejctremely  bacln'fard  in  terms  of  technology 
and  economics}  they  are  agrarian  nations  iritli  poorly  developed  produc¬ 
tive  forces,  Ih  many  of  them  the  population  is  still  divided  into 
tribes,  and  the  process  of  forming  the  nation  is  still  not  completed,  . 
The  state  of  a  national  democracy  creates  the  conditions  for  the  suc¬ 
cessful  transformation  of  the  bacltwardnesfi  for  the  consolidation  of  , 
the  nation  and  the  strengthening  of  the  democratic' forces. 

It  is  understood  that  the  process  of  deepening  the  anti-imperi¬ 
alist  revolution  necessitates  a  demarcation  of  the  class  forces.  All 
of  the  patriotic  forces  of  the  nation  are  united  in  the  s tingle,  for 
■the  liberation  of  the  country  from  the  yoke  of  colonialism,'  ,  In  this  . 
struggle  the  national  bougeoisie,  a  significant  part  of  the  landoviners, 
the  worldng  class,  the  peasantry  and  the  intelligentsia  participate. 

At  a  further  stage  the  splitting  of  x^ays  tal:es  place.  The  workers  waat. 
to  secure  the  shortening  of  the  xrorldng  day  and  .  the  increase  in  X'jages; 
the  peasantry  wants  to  receive  the  land  and  the  opportmity  to.  xise  the 
fruits  of  his  labor.  The  xrorkers,  peasants  and  intelligentsia  striuggle 
for  the  secxiring  of  democratic  i;d.ghts  and  liberties.  The  capitalists 
on  the  other  hand  are  xxorklng  to  extract  greater  profits,  and -the  land- 
oxmers  seek  to  keep  the  land  in  idieir  ox'm  hands.  In  other  words,  -the 
aspiration  of  the  progressive  forceq  and  their  strixdng  for  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  the  coxjntry  along  the  path  of  social  progress  and  for  the 
strengthening  of  national  independence  are  confronted  by  the  opposition 
of  the  reactionary  circles  xxho  are  leaning  on  the  support  of  forei^ 
iraperialists,  es 

It  is  ■understood  that  such  process/ in'  tl-xe  nations  x-xhich  have 
been  liberated  from  imperialist  suppression  arise  not  out  of  the  xxlll 
and  desire  of  one  or  another  party  or  indi-tfid-ual,  but  due  to  the  contra¬ 
dictions  bettreen  tlie  fundamental  interests  of  tlxe  -varioxis  classes. 

The  policy  of  the  national  bourgeoisie  is  contradictory.  It 
participates  in  the  struggle  against  colonialism  and  attempts  to  wealcen 
the  control  of  the  forei^  monopolies  over  the  national  economjx,  but 
at  the  same  time  it  continues  its  ties  xxi'tlx  the  iniperialist  jxoxxers  and 
permi-ts  the.  fxir'ther  inflxn:  of  forel^  capital.  In  trying  to  ■  restrain 
and  xxeaken  feudalism,  the  national  boxjrgeoisle  at  the  same  time  makes 
concessions  to  the  landoxmers  in  forisiing  an  alliance  xxith  them  against 
•tixe  progressive  forces.  The  ejpansion  of  ixational  indxxstry  and  the' 
nationalization  of  foreign  capital  is  advantageous  to  it.  It  argues  for 
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the  industrialization  of  the  country  and  is  ready  to  accept  the  ex¬ 
pansion  of  the  state  sector#  But  in  all  of  its  policy »  the  upper  na¬ 
tional  bourgeoisie  has  in  mind  the  use  of  capitalist  methods.  It  sup¬ 
ports  the  monopolists  in  their  attacks  on  the  workers,  Miile  summoning 
the  people  to  cooperate  in  the  fulfilment  of  the  tasks  for  economic 
development,  it  at  the -same  time  strengthens  the  bureaucratic  apparatus, 
and  refuses  to  eicpand  democracy  and  to  undertalce  measures  for  tlie 
betterment  of  the  people *s  position,  '  , 

Tlio  conclusion  of  the  natlonal*-liberation  revolution  can  be 
attained  on3^’-  tltrough  the  means  of  the  decisive  struggle  against 
imperialism  and  internal  reactionar;’-  forces.  Only  by  the  struggle  pf  . 
the  masses  is  the  question  on  the  creation  of  a  national  democratic 
state' decided,  The  main  thing  in  this,  is  the  search  (xd.th  a  study  of  , 
the  specific  features  of  the  economic,  political  and  cultural  life’  of 
the  peoples)  for  the  most  e'Ape$lent  forms,  to  unite  all  of  the  healthy 
forces  of  the  nation  in  the  struggle  for  the  uprooting  of  tiie  roots  of 
imperialism  and  the  remains^  df  feudalism  and  for  the  advancement  along 
the  path  of  social  progress,  .  j 

The  ©Dcpcricnco  of  the  cLovolopnGii't  of  sts-oos  rccon^ly  libGrs'tscl.  ^ 
from  irdperialistic  cabals  attests  to  the  fact  that  as  a  result  .  of  the 
nationalization  of  the  foreign  banlcs  and  tlie  property  Of  the  monopolies , 
and  then  on  the  basis  of  the  creation  of  state  enterprises,  banl:s,  etc,, 
there  aidLses  a  foxn  of  oi-mership  trhich  is  more  progressive  than  private 
o-wnersldipj  this  is  the  state  o;mership  of  the  means  of  production. 

State  oxmdership  is  a  great  force.  Its  development  and  strengthening 
under  the  uonditions  of  a  national  democratic  state  permit  the, ermlusion 
of  large  private  capital,  and  permit  the  progrdssive  forces  to  occupy 
an  ever  more  important  position  in  production  and  to  strengthen  tlieir 

political  influence.  ».  •, 

The  strength  of  the  communists  consists  in  that  they  find  new 
ways  and  forms  for  the  struggle  mhich  more  truly  lead^  to  the  accom- 
plishriient  of  the  basic  interests  of  the  people.  Tire  idea  of  a  rational 
democratic  state  which  lias  been  advanced  by  the  commurist  and  workers 
parties  is  not  the  fruit  of  ivory- ten-jer  cogitations;  it  has  been  bom 

out  of  life  itself,  .  * 

The  thesis  on  the  state  of  a  national  democracy  is  a  llarxist- 

Lenihist  tlieoretical  evaluation.  It  is  not  a  question  that^all  of^ 
the  liberated  states  must  lie  in  certain  classes  and  declaring J  this 
one  belongs  to  one  categor^r,  and  these  to  another  or  a  tliird.  Such  • 
an  approach  would  be  schematic  and  harmful.  Rather  it  is  ii!5)ortant 
to  see  it  another  wayt  the  state  of  a  national  democrqcy  opens  tlie 
way  for  the  strengthening  of  political  and  economic  independence  and 
for  social  progress,  Di  actual  life  there  a3?e  already  such  liberated 
nations  which  have  made  a,  number  of  large  steps  in  the  path  to  social 
orogress.  Limitations  have  been  put  upon  the  developraent  of  capital¬ 
ism,  they  are  freeing  themselves  from  tlie  economy  of  the  jjtrperialist 
monopolies,  th^^are  creating  and  strengthening  the  state  sector  of  the 
economy,  parrying  on  agrarian  reforms  in  the  interestsof  the  peasantry. 


thejr  haw  given  demooratifi  freedwas  to  all  strata  of  the  nation,  and 
have  laid  tlie  preconditions  for  creation  of  national  democratic 
states ,  The  peoples  themselves  decide  wltLoh  nation  will  go  along  the 
path  of  national  democracy.  ,  ‘ 

vaiat  are  the  salient  features  of  the  state  of  a  national  demo¬ 
cracy? 

The  state  of  a  natioanl  democracy  is  a  state  which  has  sub¬ 
sequently  established  its  political  and  economic  independence  and 
which  struggles  against  imperialism  and  its  military  blocs  and  against 
military  bases  on  its  teridtory. 

It  is  impossible  to  speak  about  a  truly  sovereign  nation  xdthout 
the  provision  of  political  and  econoEiic  independence*  Political  in¬ 
dependence  provides  the  people  id. th  the  opportunity  Of  f ulljr  drivihg 
the  irapei’ialists.  from  their  lands,  of  choeiiig  the  path  for  furtlrer 
development  which  xiill  provide  a  national  renaissance  "ji  the  shoi’test 
historical  time,  of  creating  a  national  economy  and  raising  the  level 
of  the  lives  and  culture  of  the  pop\xlo.tion. 

The  imperialists,  as  we  liave  already  noted,  attempt  in  every,  way 
possible  to  limit  national  sovereignty  in  the  liberated  lands,  to,  ■ 
hold  them  in  economic  dependence,  and  to  draw  tliera  into  military  pacts  . 
In  fact,  the  imperialists  of  the  USA  are  the  masters  of  Pakistan,  Thai¬ 
land,  Ilalaj'a,  and  the  Philippines.  In  many  others  such  as  Tunisia, 
Libya,  Kenya,  Iforocco  and  Liberia,  the  imperialist, countries  have 
built  military  bases.  The  imperialists  enert  a  strong  ideological 
influence  on  them  through  the-  distribution  of  tendentiousJy  chosen 
literature  aiid  special  .■radio  and  television  broadcasts. 

Vlhat  all  tills  leads  to-  is  particularly  convincingiy  shown  in 
tiie  example  of  Paldstan  whose  rvuLers  have  linlced  the  country  to  the 
imperialist  military  blocs.  About  70^  of  Pakistan’s  budget  is  spent 
for  military  purposes.-  The  imperialist  monopolies  oppose  any  attempt 
at  creating  enterprises  of  heavy  ind-ustiy  in  Pakistan.  More  than  that, 
production  is  being  curtailed  and  there  is  scarcely  any  developed 
heavy  industry.  Thew  has  been  q  limited  agrarian  reform,  but  in  fact 
the  land-ovmer  agriculture  lias  been  preserved  in  -  immunity.  In  the 
country  there  is  an  acute  shortage  of  foodstuffs ,  a  rationing  system 
has  been  introduced  and  the  majority  of  tlie  people  are  starving. 

In  front  of  the  liberated  nations  which  are  poorly  developed  in 
economic  terms,  there  arise  'a -number  of  tasks  which  characterize  the 
purposes  and  content  of  the  contemporary  stage  of  the  national-libera¬ 
tion  r'evolution;  they  are »  the  strengthening  and  consolidation  of  poli¬ 
tical  Independence  in  the  stmiggle  with  imperialismi  -the  eliriiination 
of  the  oppression  of  foreign  capital  in  the  economyj  the  liquidation 
of  unbalanced  economic  relations  with  the  developed  capitalist  nations? 
the  rapid  development  of- the  productive  forces  by  the  means  of  elimi¬ 
nating  the  remnants  of  the  1-H.ddle  Ages,  raising  national  industry,  agri¬ 
culture  and  the  elimination  of  the  econorais over-specialization?  and 
lastly  the  decisive  iiaprovement  3ji  the  material  living  standard  and  a 
rapid  rise  in  the  cultural  level  of  tlie  population. 
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‘These  tasks 'are  inter-related,  and  the  coraprise  the  ele^nts  of 
one  general  problem  wliich  is  the  liberation  of  the  peoples  of  Asxa, 

Africa  and  Latin  America  from  imperialist  ejcploitatxon  and  tlieaj 
national  renaissance.  It  is  ijnppssible  to  attain  t^e  indepentoce 
without  the  Hauidation  of  the  position  of  the  forex^  monopolies  in 
the  edonom  and  without  tlie  creation  of  the  material  base  for  the 
further  independent  development  iriiich  xiill  provide  a.  strong  independent 
hational  ecohoiw  and  particularly  the  fields  of  heavy  inaustrj^  In 
its  turn  econoKiic  development  c^  be  provided  oriljin  the  instence  trhen 
all  impediments  are  removed  fropi  its  path  such  as  ^e  . 

imperialist .powers,  depredations  of  foreign  monopolies  and  the  remnants 

of  foj.  providing  econordi!  independence  is  tto 

creation  of  a  state  sector  ih  ,ipdtotry|  the  liberated  mtions^it 
plays  a  progressive  role.  It  aids  in  the  Ooncentetion  of  forces  on 
the  development  of  the  decisive  fields  of  the  national  economy,  it 
siroiificantly  increases  the  rates  of  an  econortiic  upsurge,  and  under-- 
mines  the  position  of  the  imperialist  monopolies.  The  d^lopment 
of  tiae  state  sector  in  a  national  democratic  state  and  its  conversion 
into  the  deteraiining  factor  of  the  economy  can  prepare  the  material  _ 
basis  for  the  gradual  transition  to  a  non-capitalist  way  of  dewlopment. 
The  state  of  a  iiational  democracy  is  a  state  which  fightt  apinst 
the  old  as  xjell  as  the  new  forms  of  colonialism  and  intrusions  of  im- 
neriaUst  canital.  IMder  the  conditeons  where  the  imperialists  are 
inventing  new  forms  and  methods  of  colonial  elicitation,  there  m^t 
be  a  high  awareness  of  the  peoples  vis-a-vis  intrusions  by  toe 
alists.  Tlae  policy  of  colonialism  is  just  as  unacceptable  for  toe  . 
peoples  in  its  new  forms  as  in  its  old.  They  want  to  live  freely  an 

to  dispose  themselves  their  riches .  ‘  , ,  ,  .  .  „  , 

The  state  of  a  national  democracy  is  a  state  which  turns  axiay 
from  dictatorial  anddespotic  methods  of  rule.  Historical  Kipenence 
shoiiTS  that  after  toe  achievement  of  national  independence  toe  upper 
indigenous  bourgeoisie  and  lando^mers  attempt  to  establish  a  reactionary, 
anti-democratic  regime  in  the  country.  The  danger  of  establis^g  de  - 
notic  rer'imes  is  real  in  many  countries,  and  m  a  nuiaoer  of  them 
toe-'’-  liave  already  been  established.  The  rulers  of  Pakistan  deal  harshly 
with  toe  participants  of  the  democratic  movement.  Here  the  acti^ties 
of  political  parties  is  forbidden  as  well  as  for.  democratic  organiza¬ 
tions;  there  is  a  law  according  to  w^ch  "toe.calltog  pr^holc^g^f 
a  meeting  of  demonstration  for  political  reasons  ia-'poaishable  by  a 
7-year  prison  tena,  Miile  "strilces  and  agitation” have  ^  a  10-year  tern. 

Ever  more  frequently  toe  acMnistrative,  rulers  in  toe  piited 
Arab  Piepublic  resort  te  reaction  and  terrorist  methods  of  punishtog  , 
the  honored,  anti-imperialist  fighters  and  the  ^advanced  repres^tatives 
of  the  xrorlding  class  and  the  masses.  Court  trials  go^on  one  after  the 
otKef,  Hundreds  of  self-sacrificing  fighters  for  national  in^pendence 
and  democracy  are  in  e^dle  or  in  prisons,  F^y  facts  attest  that  the 
leaders  in  iJaq  also  are  resorting  to  the  method  of  repression,  where 


the  govQinment  cane  into  power  In  the  country  as  a  reault  of  the 
active  support  from  the  Workers  and  their  democratic  organizations.  ; 

In  resorting  to  the  establishraent  of  dictatorial  regimes,  the 
reactionary  upper  bourgeoisie  Weakens  the  unity  of  the  nation  in  the 
struggle  against  imperialism  and  deals  a  blow  to  the  national  interests* 

Such  a  policy  leads  to'  the  narrcndng  of  the  social  base  in  the  struggle 
against 'foreign  anperialists,  and  in  the  future  to  a  loss  of  national 
independence.  The  decisive  struggle  against  the  attempts  to  establish 
dictatorial  and  despotic  regiiues  is  a  means  to  strengthening  the  -• 
unity  of  the  nation  and  its  position  in  the  struggle  against  coloni¬ 
alism  in  all  of  its  foms  and  manifestations  i 

The  state  of  thOj national  democracy  is  a  state  in  which  the  ^ 
people  are  provided  vrith  wide  democratic  rights  and  liberties ,  and 
as  well  the  opportunity  of  cariying  but  agrarian  reforms,  and  the. 
realization  of  other  needs  in  the  area  of  democratic  and  social  trans-! 
formations*  The  turning  point  in  the  development  of  "Uie  national- 
democratic  revolution,  the  consolidation  of  its  successes  and  the 
raising  bf  the  revolution  to  a  higher  state  is  the  giving;:  of  democratic 
rights  and  liberties  to  the  people?  these  are  such  rights  as  the  freedoms  of 
e|Josoh''|  press,'  assembly,  demonstration,  the  right  to  create  pplitioal 
parties  and  socjaL  organizations,  for  the  participation  in  the  de, ter¬ 
mination  of  state  policy.  The  more  I'Jidely  the  democratic  liberties 
are  given,  the  greater  the  masses  influence  the  fate  of  the;  natipn, 
and  the  more  the  state  expres'^'=‘S  the  interests  of  the  nation^  -and  , 
the  stronger  the  state  iS.,  thp  more  sblflessly  are  the  victories  pro- 
tected  by  the  xrorking  masses. 

Having  threvm  off  the  yoke  of  colonialism,  the  masses  naturally: 
strive  to  better  their  position  and  to  carry  out  a  number  "of  refpms 
in  their  benefit*  Particularly  pressing  for  the  liberated  nations 
is  the  realization  of  agrarian  reforms?  the  peasantry  represents  in  ; 
these  states  more  than  half  of  the  population  and  in  the  nations  of 
Afidca  from  80-90/3*  Without  a  thoreugh  agrarian  transformation  and 
without  the  liquidation  of  the  remains  and  carry-overs  of  feudalism  ; 
it  is  impossible  to  solve  the  problem  of  food-supply,  and  to  provide 
for  the  development  of  the  productive  forces*  'The  solution  to  the 
peas^t  question,  which  directly  involvedsthe  interests  of  the  majority 
of  the  population,  is  problem  number  one  in  all  of  the  liberated 
nations,'  -  '  ■ ■ 

lie  realization  of  the  thesis  bn  the  state  of  a  national  demo¬ 
cracy  vihich  was  drawn  up  ih  the  resolution  pf  the  Conference  of  the  . 
Eepresentatives  of  Communist  and  Workers  Parties  would  provide  tlie 
liberated  nations  ;ri.th  tlie  opportunity  of  malcing  decisive  steps  in  the 
;  question  of  strengthening  national  Independence,  in'  de'veloping  the, 
national  econPray,  in  raising  the  living  standard  of  the  people,  and  it 
would  give  the  people  wide  democratic  rights  and  liberties.  This,' is 
the  most  important  condition  for  the  all-round  prpgress  of  the' libera¬ 
ted  nations,,  in  increasing  their  role  in  the  fight  for  peace  against 
the  aggressive  policy  of  Sjnperialism  and  for  tlie  complete  liquidation 
of  colonialism. 
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The  creation  of  a  national  democratic  state,  its  developuent, 
and  the  progressive  transformation  which  it. carries  out  can  only  come 
about  under  the  condition  of  the  struggle  of  the  \Jorking  masses,  and 
■tji@ii>  unity  in  their  own  party  and  organization*  The  reactionary 
'cricles  fiercely  attack  the  freedom  of  .creating  progressive  political 
parties  and  depict  this  as  a  blow  to  the  unity  of  the  nation*  But  in 
the  liberated  nation  various  classes  exist  and,  as  is  happening,  there 
is  fertile  soil  for  the  existence  of  political  parties  which  express 

their  interests*  -  i-j. 

Goimuunists  have  always  been  in  the  front  ranks  of  the  fighters 
for  national  Indep6rici6ncej  and  tiiousahds  of  thoin.  have  falleh  in  a  heroes 
death  in  the  fight  against  colonialism*  But  noi-r  ho;rever  still  in  a 
majority  of  the  Ubex-'ated  nations  the  communist  parties  are  uhder- 
grouhd*  Is  this  right?  No,  absolutely  pot.  The  coimuunists  express 
the  interests  of  the  working  class,  of  ihe  peasant  mass  and  •  the 
highest  interests  of  the  nation*  The  prohibition  of  their  party 
in  practice  means  the  prohibition  of  the .xforkers* and  peasants*  fight, 
and  the  entire  people  for  their  rights  *  But  the  struggle  of  the 
masses  for  their  inherent  rights  cannot  be  stopped  by  any  such  Draconic 
measures*  Anyone  who  commences,  on  an  anti-democratic  course,  who 
prohibits  the  activity  of  the  progressive  parties  and  organizatloEB,  is 
guiltyoof  dealing  a  blow  to  the  fundamental  interests  of  his  nation, 
willinf>‘ly  or  unwillingly  provides  for  the  loss  of  all  the  victories 
and  may  create  i  the  conditions  for  the  return  of  the  rulp  by  foreign 

imperialists,  '  .  ,  ..  n. 

Hiis  was  clearly  shown  in  the  e3ample','Of  Turkey  when  its  policy 
was  determined  by  Bayar  and  I-Ienderes  who  surrendered  to  oblivion  all 
of  the  positive  aspects  of  Kemalism*  At  the  first  stage,'.”,  the 
liberation  movement  in  Turkey  was  characterized  by  a  decisive  anti¬ 
imperialist  strt^gle  and  by  the  -carrying  out  of  a  number  of  reforms 
which  were  directed  at  the  overcoming  of  feudal  remains,  Kemal 
established  friendly  relations  xdth  Soviet  Russia  x^hich  strengthened 
the  position  of  Turkey  in  the  intexviational  arena, 

Hox-xever  later  on  the  right  x-ring  of  the  Kesialists  directed  their 
policy  against  the  basic  interests  of  the  xrarkers  and  peasants  and 
against  the  national  minorities.  In  trying  to  deprive  the  xrorking 
class  and  other  suppressed  segments  of  iixe  population  of  the  Opportxmity 
for  an  organized  struggle  for  their  rights,  the  li-ght  xjing  come  out 
against  the  democratization  of  the  social  order ^ and  began  to  prosecute 
cruelly  all, of  the  progressive  forces*  The  national  needs  began  to 
pushed  ever  more  into  the  backgroxaid  in  order  to  please  narroxT-class 
interests  of  the  Txirkish  xroper  boxirgeoisie  x-rhich  moved  toward^  internal 
as  well  as  external  reaction*  The  country  xras  draxm  into  x/arious 
imperialist  riiilitary  blocs  and  began  even  more  to  orient  herself  toward 
the  imperialist  povxers  add  thus  fell  into  dependence  upon  them.  In 
Txirkey  they  have  built  large  American  military  bases  xxhich  are  alreac^ 
causing  great  harm  to  her  interests;  in  the  event  that  tiiey  are  -used 
by  those  xxho  bxiilt  them,  then  this  xiill  place  the  nation  in  an  ex>- 
tremely  dangerous  position* 


Turkey  as  she  x^jas  and  as  she  has  remained  is  one  of  the  most 
bacldfra.rd  nations  of  the  xTorld*  Only  in  one  field  has  there  been  a  . 
marked  "upsurge"  and  this  is  in  the  field  of  the  prices  of  essential 
goods,  They  are  second  in  the  world  for  their  rate  of  inflation.  The 
official  basic  minimum  for  a  family  of  four  persons-  •  in  1959-1960 
was  figured  at  2*000-2,500  liras,.  xjHLe  the  wage  for  workers  was  150-300 
liras  for  a  textile  worker  and  300-600  for  a  miner,  Siicty  percent .  of 
the  population  was  illitera-te  in  1959* 

Tlie  anti-national,  reactionarj'-  regime  of  Bayar  and  Menderes 
has  been  o-verthrown  and  they  themselves  liave  been  put  in  -liie  docket. 

But  -this  e::ample  should  be  studied*  It  shoirs  hovr  anti-democratic 
measures  carried  out  the  ifeadinsT of  the  upper  bourgeoisie,  have 
hindered  the  development  of  the  countrj'-  and  hoxr  the  obsequiovisness 
of  her  former  i*ulers  before  the  imperialist  poxrars  led  Txirkey  to 
complete  dependence  upon  the  imperialist  poxrers. 

In  as  much  as  the  imperialists  not;  count  tpon  the  split  in  -the 
national  forces  of  the  libera-ted  nations,  then  the  unity  of  these 
forces  in  -bhe  Struggle  against  the  reactionaries  and  against  the 
henclimen  and  lacke3rs  of  imperialism  talces  on  particularly  great  im¬ 
portance, 

Tlie  most  consis-tent  fighter  for  the  conclusion  of  the  tasks 
of  the  national,  anti-inperialist  and  democratic  revolution  is  the 
worl<ing' class.  Hie  peasantry  vdll  become  its  ally.  This  union  is 
the  most  important  force  in  the  question  of  the  iduning  and  the  pro-  , 
tec-ting  of  national  independence,  in  carrjdng  out  deep  democratic 
transformations  and  pro-viding  for  social  progress.  On  i-ts  strength 
and  uni tjr  also  depends  -to  no  small  degree  the  amount  of  participation 
tlie- national  bourgeoisie  in  the  liberation  fight.  The  stronger  . 
the  union  betxreen  the  xrorking  cilss  and  the  peasantry  the  more  pox^er- 
fully  it  can  direct  and  inflxience  the  national  bourgeoisie,  activa-te 
the  progressive  areas  in  i-ts  activity  and  liidity  conciliators ,  The 
unity  of  the  libera-ted  sta-tes  in  the  fight  against  the  old  and  the 
nexr  colonialists  is  an  impor-tant  factor  in  the  fight  against  the 
at-temp-ts  of  the  imperialists  to  stiffle  the  national-revolutionary 
revolution, 

national  democracy  proxddes  the  opportunity  for  every  nation 
xfhich  lias  attained  political  indepdndence  and  independently  of  -the- 
le-vel  of  its  productd-ve  forces,  -to  weaken  the  influence  and  then  -to 
withdraxi  from  the  system  of  xrorld  capi-talism,  and  to  go  fonrard  along 
the  path  of  providing  not  only  political  but  also  economic  independence 
and  tlie  all-round  flourishing  of  the  material  and  spritual  forces, 

^  ThS  fact  that  the  idea  of  creating  a  state  of  national  democracy 
XTas  originated  bjr  the  communi-tp-  once  again  shox-rs  that  -the  Comraunis-ts 
are  the  most  ardent  defenders  of  national  inte3?ests  and  the  selfless 
patriots  of  their  nations. 

Hie  sta-te  of  a  national  democracy  has  been  called  to  prcvide 
the  cons-fcant  decision  of  tasks  for  strengthening  political  and  economic 
independence  in  the  liberated  lands,  for  liquidating  the  rule  of  im¬ 
perialism  and  for  the  development  of  social  progress, 
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There  is  no':,  doubt  that  the  state  of  a  national  democracy; 
provides  the  opportunity  for  opening,  up  the  prospects  for  a  transition 
^Do  a  higher  fom  of  social  structure,:  depending  upon  the  degree  of 
maturity  in  the  objective  and  subjective  prereqviisites  and  on  the 
struggle  of  the  peoples  of  these  lands.  For  tlie  victory  of  a  soci¬ 
alist  order  there; must  be  revolutionary  changes  in  one- or  another 
form.  Horrever  it  is  not  esccluded  that  the  road  to  a  non-cai^italist 
path  of  development  in  some  countries  can  be  realized  tlirovigh  the 
state  of  a  national  democracy^  It  is  the  best  form  for  providing 
the  deep  social  and  econoEiic  traiisformationsi  the  transition  to  a 
quantitatively  new  stage  in  .the  develOpraent  of  a  given  nations,  and' 
the  possibility  of  a  non-capitalist  waj'’..:^  Hie  creation  of  national 
democratic  states,  the  successful  solution  by  then  of  the  tasks  of 
liquidating  the  rule  of  isiper-ialist  sionopolies,  the  development 
toi'ra.rds  social  progress  and.  democracy  and  the  active  struggle  for 
peace  would  deal  new  strong  blows  to  the  colonial  powers  and  to 
the  imperialist  system  as  a  whole.  liarxisra-Ieninism  teaches  that 
all  peoples  will,  come  to  socialism.  But  they  themselves  i-rill  choose 
the  means  of  the  transformation* 

The  peoples  in  tlieir  experience  are  well  acquainted  viith  the 
essence  of  tlie  capitalist  order  with  its  plundering  laws’  of  exploi¬ 
tation  and  suppression.  This  expla-ins  urhy  in  the  liberated -nations 
only  the  most  outright  reactionaries  tallc  about  the  path  -of  capitalism* 
The  progressive  people  of  Africa,  Asia  and  Latin  America  have  swept 
this  way  aside.  Socialism. is  the  most  popular  notion  in  these  con¬ 
tinents* 

The  leaders  of  many  of  the  libera'ted  nations  are  talking  about 
socialism.  Of  course  the  socialism  of  the  bourgeois'  '  artd  petty- 
bourgeois  leaders  in  the  liberated  nations  is  not  identical  but 
rather  often  contradictory  to  the  understanding  of  socialism  for 
I-Iar;cism-Ieninism,  But  it  is  already  characteristic  tliat  today  the 
leader  who  Tiishes  'to  r-rin  the  sympathy  of  the  people  cannot  but  re¬ 
cognize  socialism  as  the  path  xdiich  x-fill  provide  the  development 
of  the  country  to  national  independence  and  to  the  flourishing  of 
of  the  nation,  .Times  are  changing, 

H'xe  Soviet  liiion  and  the  nations  of  people’s  deraocracy  throi:igh 
their  world-vride  and  his-tcrical  successes  in  the  development  of  in¬ 
dustry'-  and  of  the  entire  economy,  in  the  increase  of  the  people’s 
x-xell-being  and  cultxire  are  bringing  about  a  change  of  Eund  among  peoples 
of  the  xrorld,  Spealdng  about  the  achievements  of  Soviet  science  which 
had  received  conccreitof’.  expression  in  the  xrorld’s  first  flight  by 
a  Soviet  man  into  the  cosmos,  tlie  Glianian  nexTSpapOr,  Evening  llex-rs . 
xTrote:  "The  fact  that  tliis  feat  x^as  possible  •  '  :•  some  forty  years 
after  the  commenceEient  of  a  formerly  baclward  nation  on  the  path  of 
development  laider  the  conditions  of  actxial  freedom,  is  clear  proof  of 
the  poxrer  and  effectiveness  of  a  socialist  order.  This  is  a  good  ex¬ 
ample  for  African  as  xiell  as  all  otlier  nexr  nations. “ 
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•  Tiio  Unigtayan  newspaper  Popular  has  made  the  following  conclu¬ 
sion:  "For  43  years  the  ideologists  of .  capitalism  have  been  making  fun 
of  the  workers*  and, peasants*  state#  And  ea^h  tine  they  foretold 
its  eminent  demise,,  stating  that  the  workers  and  peasants  are  in.no 
condition  to  itile  a  state,  Tliis  lie  has  been  broken  to  smithereens 
before  the  eyes  of  the.  xrtiole  world,  ,  The  workers  ^d  peasants  can 
rule  a  state  #i*and  ho:^i  ■  .  . 

.  Historical  experience  has  shcam  that  in  the  contemporarjr  era, 
the  capitalist  stage  of  development  is  completeHy'  not  obligatory  for 
an  economically  baclOTard  nation.  This  is  fully  substantiated  by 
the  Leninist  thesis  tliat  with  the  assistance  of  the  working  class  in  , 
the  advanced  states ,  the  baclajard  nations  can  come  over  to  socialism 
and  after  a  few  definite  steps  of  development  to^commmism,  skipping 
the  capitalist  stage  of  development  (See  Soch,  /j/orksJ,  Vol  31»  P«  219)# 
liany  peoples  in  the  Caucus  and  in  Central  Asia  Iiave  come  to  socialism 
from  feudalism  and  patriai^shal  relations;  the  Mongolian  People *s  Re¬ 
public  has  gone  through  a  non-capitalist  path  of  development.  The 
Democratic  Republic  of  Vietman  is  going  along  this  path, 

A  little  more  tlian  ^(0  years  ago  tlie  Soviet  Central  Asian 
Republics  \TOre  at  the  same  level  of  economic  development  as  Turkey, 

Iran,  Palcistan  and  a  number  of  otlier  Asian  nations.  Some  years 
is  not  a  great  space  of  time  in  history,  and  is  less  than  the  life- 
expectancy  of  one  generation;  but  what  striking  changes  have  come  about 
in  the  Soviet  Pnpublicsl  Now  they  are  advanced  industrial  socialist 
repilblics  vjith  highly  developed  economies,  culture  and  public  health. 

The  production  of  heavy  industry  has  gromi  in  the  rppublics  by  more 
than  60  times. 

Before  the  revolution  there  were  no  institutions  of  higher 
learning  in  Kazakhstan,  Uzbekistan,  Kirghizia,  Tadzliilcistan  and 
Turltmenia;  but  at  present  a  xJide  netirork  of  institutions  of  higher 
learning  has  been  developed.  For  every  10,000  inlmibitants  of  these 
republics  there  are  on  the  average  88  student  in  institutions  of 
higher  learning;  in  France  ttiere  are  40,  3^  in  Italy,  and  31  in  Western 
Germany,  In  other  words,  in  the  countries  tv'hich  are  follovdng  the 
capitalist  path,  in  their  time  wore  ttfo  or  three  centuries  ahead  of 
the  Central  Asian  Republics  and  now  have  l|--2  times  less  students. 

All  of  these  facts  are  widely  laiowi.  VJliat  path— capitalist  or 
socialist— is  progressive,  irhich  answers  the  interests  of  the  people? 
Today  tliis  does  not  need  discussing.  It  is  evident  from  a  comparison 
of  one  or  another  fact,  Tlae  socialist  paid:  of  development  provides 
authentic  independent  development  for  the  peoples,  and  decides  all  of 
the  social  problems  in  the  interests  of  the  workers  and  the  entire 
population,  'The  following  is  characteristic  of  a  socialist  society: 
the  absence  of  esqploitation  of  man  by  man,  a  socialist  fom  of  ownership 
of  the  means  of  production,  the  planning  of  the  national  econmmyii,  the 
absence  of  unemployment,  racial  and  national  discrimination,  the 
broadest  democratic  rights  for  the  people,  and  the  systematic 
Increase  in  the  standard  of  living. 
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ilie  peoples  of  Asia,  Afid'ca ’and, Latin  AMrerica  are  comenclng 
on  the  bnoad  f oad  of  independent  creativity,  and  .the:^ ,  is  no  doubt  ^ 
that, they  irill  enrich  the  theory  arid  practice  of  social  transformation. 
Their  path  is  not  easy.  Ahead  are  siany  fierce  battles  with  in^ri- 
alism.  But  there  is  no  force  whicli  could  stop  the  forvrard  motion 
of  histprs%  The  national-liberation  revolutions  are  deyeloptog  on 
a' tiider  and  broader  scale  i  and  iri  their  fire  burins,  "Uie  ignominous 
sj^tera  of  colonialism.  The  fbniier  colonies  arid  serai-ColOnies  wliich 
are  bn  the  way  to  national  demoCriaey  and  scicial  process  will  become 
flourishing  states.  .  ■

;The  moveinent  of  our  s'cioiety,  toward  idoinraunisia  is  in  itself  a- 
many-sic^d  process.  At  its  basis  l^s  thS  ceaseless  growth  of  the 
..produptiye  .fprces  and  tdie  use- 0  forces  for  increasing  the 

riches  of  society*  The  soil j is  gradually, being  created  for  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  communist  social  relations  in  all  spheres  of  life.  All  of  this 
id  to  have  the  most  essential  influence  on  the  people’s  way  of  life,  on 
their  forms  of  daily  intercourse  and  conduct  and  on  their  cultural  and 
moral  views,,  •  .  - 

.  thi%  great  in^wrtance  id  given  as  to  how  these  forms  of  social 
and  private  life  of  the  workers  develop,  and’  in  what  way  their  dai]ly 
life  is  extracted;  from  the  remnants  of  the  past  and  turned  into  the 
new  carammist  way  of  life.  This  question  deserves  detailed  analysis,  ’ 
Here  we  shall  limit  ourselves  to  one  aspect  of  the  question,  tliat  is,' 
to  the  celebration. in  the  TOy  of  Oife  for  the  Soviet  people  of  im¬ 
portant  and  commemorable  events  in  public  and  private  life,  and  the 
holidays,  and  traditional  customs  and  ceremonies  connected  vd.th  the  holi- 
da3rs.  This  bears  direct  relation  to  the  important  aress  of  our  ideo- 
logica.1  vrork  such  as  the  struggle  against  religious  survivals* 

Religion  is  incompatible  with'  the  ideology  of  a  member  in  a 
communist  society;  there'  is  no  place  for  the  remnants. of  religion  in 
the  communist' way  df  life,  •  However  the ' elimination  of  religion  is  nCt 
a  direct  "single-line «  process,  but  rather  a  complex  dialectical-con¬ 
tradictory  one.  Religion  has  penetrated  many  aspects  of  the  conscience 
and  way  of  life  for  people.  Therefore  the  survival  of, religion  does  not 
come  doxm  to  Only  one  belief  in  the  truth  of  .some-  dogma  which  comprise 
one  of  another  religious  teaching.  Here  as  well  there  are  emotional  ' 
survivals  which  enter  into  the  consideration  and  which  are  beyond  the 
control  of  logical  thought;  here  a  particularly  large  role  is  played  ' 
by  an  accustomation  to  certain  forms  of  life  which  are  connected  to 
religion  and  religious  cxats.  The  different  eluents  of  the  religious  ' 
complex  display  varying  degrees  of  resistence  to  the  assault  by  atheian, 
and  this  is  the  condition  for  ttie  variability  in  the  x^hole  process  of 
overcoming  religion,. 
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A  study  .ot  this  process  in  our  country  has  shown  that* from  all 
of  the  elements  xrhich  comprise  the  religious  complex,  the  ones  that 
display  the  greatest  vitality  are  those  wliich  have  grox-m  most  closely 
in  the  lives  of  the  people  and  as  a  refiult  of  this  are  ingrained  tra¬ 
ditions  of  religious-c-ult  activity*  The  groundlessness  of  relgioxxs 
mystical  convictions which  are  ejcpressed  in  the  aggregate  of  dogmas  and 
teachings,  after  the  necessary  elucidative  work  can  become  understood 
even  by'^a  believer;  this  shoxfld,  in  one  or  another  degree  influence^his 
conscience.  Emotional  sxisceptability  to  religious  remnants  which ^ is 
related  to  a  striving  for  consolation  and  to  the  specific  stupif^/ing^ 
effects  of  prayer  and  particularly  religious  services  which  are  speci¬ 
fically  designed  to  effect  the  condition  of  a  religious  home,  is  sig¬ 
nificantly  more 'difficult  to  ■undermine  by  logical  and  rational  criti¬ 
cism  cr  aven  by  the  most  convincing  criticism  founded  on  the.  obvious 
facts  6f  science  and  practice*  As  fpr  Cer^onies  arid  .other  cult 
activities  xMch  have  entered  into  the' traditions  and  grovm  into  the 
lives  of  the  people,  they,  as  the  results  .of  observations  and  research 
attest,  are  .even  more  tenacious,  and  in  a.  ntaiiber  of  instances  contin'ue 
to  ejdst  even  when  the  religious  teachings  connected  with  them  do  not 

find  recognition,  ^ 

Hie  peoples  of  the  Soviet  Ifiiion, as  have  the  other  pe.oples  of 
the  xiorld,  for  a  long  time  liave  celebrated  such  events  as  the  birth 
of  a  person,-,  the.  beginning  of  his  independent  life,  marriage  and  .also 
death  X'dth  a  particular  ceremony  ,  (holiday-festive  for  the.  former,  and 
mourning  for  the  latter  one)’.  Religion  was.  responsible  not  only  for 
the  sanctification  of  these  ceremonies,  but  also  for  holding  them?  so 
to  say,  responsible  for  their  method  and  organization,  ^1  of  the  rites 
used  in  "tliese  instances  j  as  a  rule,  had  an  emotional— satiating  character* 
Hie  holding  of  the  cult  ceremonies  was  us'ually  accompanied  'by  a  fardly 
reception  xdth  the  good  wishes,  of  all  the  invited;  as  is  well  loioim 
in  Russian  life  evpn  funerals  are  connected  xdth  regalement  in  the  form 
of  the  funeral .  feast  ^oriiinlc^*  AS  a  result  every  s'uch  ceremony  is 
long  remembered  by  its  participants,  -i 

Far  from  all  of  the  people  x-rho  perform  rites  are  imbued  with 
religious  feelings,  and  their  participation  is  not  always  linlced  -to 
a  religious  belief.  Hot  only  in  our  time  but  as  xjen  before  the  re¬ 
volution  the  corresponding  rites  were  carried  out  simply  due  to  tra¬ 
dition,  becxiase  it  xjas  thus  accepted  to  celebrate^  the  definite  events 
in  the  life  of  a  man.  But  all  the  same,  the  people  xrho  participated  in 
these  ri'tes  could  not  but  reinforce  their  religiosity  and  and  xmdergo 
a  definite  ideological  effect.  All  of  these  ceremonies  and  rites  were 
xreapons  of  the  church  people,  and  they  comprised  one  of  the  essential 
elements  in  the  system  of  influencing  the  coiiscience  of  people. 

Along  xjith  the  rites  and  ceremonies  allied  xd.th  the^  events  in 
the  life  of  an  individual  person,  there  x-rere  also  in  the  ^ves  of  the 
people  religious  holidays  of  the  so-called  public  cult  xfMch  had  taken 
root  thousands  of  years  ago*  Almost  every  religion  has  its  oxm  calendar 
of  holidays  and  other  notable  days  x^hich  are  commemorated  not  only  by 
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special  •  church  cereraonies  ,  but  also  bj'‘  particular  features  of  a  spe- 
cificaHjr  "holiday”  iray  of  life.  One  or  another  religious  legend  is 
connected  vrith  each  of  the  ho;p,day«,  and  in  a  fev;  instances  there  are 
coj^lete  niythological  compleKes.  The  Christinas  holiday,  for  example, 
is  explained  by  the  Chruch  xiith  the  aid  of  the ,  evangelical  mj'th  on  the 
miraculoxjs  birth  of  Jesus  Christ?  the  Easter  holiday  is  liniced  with 
the  jnyth  op  the  death  and  resurrectfenof  this  (jod-man?  for  an  explana-r 
tion  of  the  Judaic  Easter,  they  draw  in  the  legend  on  the  stay  of  the 
ancient  Jex-is  in  the  Egyptian  captivity  and  their  miraculous  liberation 
from  this  captivity,  etc.  In  the  great  majority  of  cases  the  actual 
origin,  of  the  religious  holidays,  is  completely  not  that  which  the 
church  pedple  malie  out;  as  for  the  examples  given  above  it  is.  enough 
to.  say  that  Christ  never  existed  and  tliat  there  never  was  an  Egyptian 
enslavement,  of  the,  Jex-rs, 

The  holidays  which  xie  have  pointed  out  have  not  only  pre-  , 
Christian  but  also  pre~Judaic  diigins.v  ;  they  date  from  the  histbry  of 
the .ancient  eastern'  cults  of  dying  and  resurwaoting  gods  and  from  the 
holidays  of. saorlficing  to  the  spirite  which  vrere  celebrated  by  the 
nomadic  shepherding  tribes  dtulng  the  period  of  the  disintegration 
of  the  primitive  communal  order,  Draxiing  from  the  varioxis  stages  of  . 
historical  .development,  the  nex-r  religions  accepted  tlie  ancient  holi¬ 
days  which  x/ere  part  of  the  xiay  pf;  life  and  gave  them  a  hew  mytliolo,. 
gical  meaning,  Thxis,  for  ©xan^le,  the  lamb  x^ch  was  brought  as  a 
sacrifice  to  the  spirits  of  the  desert  was  subsequently  txuned  into  the 
"Agnxis"  the  sacrifice  of  xfhich  is  foxxnd  in  the  Gospel,  The  oustoraarv 
featxires  for  holding  the  holidays  xrhich  were  foxmd  in  the  coxirse  of 
all  the  lives  of  the  tribes  and  peoples  xiere  also  gradxially  sxibject  to 
re-formxilation  in  the  spirit  of  the  msHihology  of  a  given  religion. 

As  a  result,  for  example  the  Christmaa-titae’ celebrations '  in  the 

families,  of  Russian  believers  include  along  xiith  the  Christian  rites 
nxaaerox:is  remnants  of  the  pre-CIoristian  Slavic  "yule-tide"  /svyatlc^7« 

It  is  the  same  for  almost  all  of  the  other  religioxis  holidays,  and 
in  particular  for  the  so-called  patron  saint^s  day,; 

.  For  Christianity,  Judaism  and  other  modem  religions  xosed  here 
the  .micient  "heathen"  heritage.  The  original  idea  of  the  holidays 
.  and  rites  oxier  the  passage  of  time  xias  forgotten  and  in  the  minds  of 
the  believers  it  became  United  xiith  other  ideas  and  beliefs  xihich  ; 
stemmed  from  the  nevi  conditions  of  their  lives  and  xihich  corresponded 
more  closely  to  the  mythology  of  the  contemporary  religioh,.  Tj^e  life 
content:  of  the  holidays  xias  always  more  dxuiable  that  the  mythological  • 
idea  which  had  been  introduced  into  them.  Host  often  noxr  no  one  except 
the'  old  people  can  even  remember  the  idea  behind  a  given  holiday;  they 
know  only  tliat  this  is  a  "saint's  day','  the  Tidnit^  or  the  Savior,  and 
that  on  this  day  one  is  sxipposed  to  "to  stroll"  jJ^i.e,,  have  a  look  at , 
the  xromenT',  get  drxinlc,  eto. 

As  a  rule  the  life  forras  of  these  celebrations  have  been  dis-  , 
figxired  and  harmed  in  all  xiaj^ ,  Hoxiever,  the  main  threat  is  fomd  in 
that  ideological, effect  xihich  they  liave  on  people,  liindering  the  process 
of  freeing  their  conscience  from  religious  poison,

3h  ovx  Soviet  society  the  way  of  3ife  has  undergone  serious 
changes.  Not  only  in  'tlie  city  but  as  xjell  in  the  country, , the  daily 
life'^of  the  Soviet  r,ian  is  totally  different  from  that  of  the  worker  , 
or  peasant  in  Tsarist 'Russia,  The ■ greatest  change  lias  come  about  in 
the  conscience  of  people*  It  may  be  considei^d  that  the  majority  of  .  ■ 

the  population  has  broken  i-ath  religion.  The  mass  exodi^  of  the  wor¬ 
kers  from  religion  cannot  help  but  Seriously  effect  their  way  of  lire,;  ; 
The  old  traditions  connected  to  religion  aird  cult  activities  are  brealdng., 
and  gradually  tseing  overcome,  Ilofwever,  neiT  life  forms  do  not  alirays 
take  their  place*  ■ 

In  many  instances  the  people  who  have  already  broken  with 
religion  or  in  one  ,vray  or  another  aie  completely  unmoved^  by  it,  oc- 
cupyihg  a  sort  of  "neutral" pdsitioni  turn  to  religious  rites  and  cere¬ 
monies;  they  christen  their  children',  the  mrry  in  chruches,  carry 
out  religious  burial  rites,  celebrdte  feaster  and  Christmas,  don*t  go  , 
to  work  on  saint’s  days,  etc.  This  is  especially  true  for, the  people 
who  .  •  still  vacillate  in  their* attitude  toward  religion  and  atheism. 

In  all  cases  it  is  impossible  to  underestimate  the  retarding  influence 
on  the  process  of  overcosiing , religious  remnants  which  is  found  in  the 
conduct  of  religious  rites  and  ceremonies* 

It  is  also  necessarj'-  to.  understand  the  importance  of  religious 
ceremonies  in  strengthening  the  position  of  the  chruch  and  the  clerisy. 
Every  such  ceremony  under , our  conditions  is  in  itself  a  sort  of  demon¬ 
stration  that  religion  still  lives  and  holds  soBie  people  under  its 
influence,  IJhen,  for  example,  a  poorly  indoctrinated  Komsomol  member 
marries  in  a  chxirch,  it  is  very  good  material  for  the  gossips  that, 
it  is  said,  the  Komsomols  can’t  live  i-rithout  the  chruch.  Moreover 
the  Tri.de  coverage  of  these  ceremonies  permits  the  strengthening  of  the 
church’s  material  means*  HoxTOver  the  main  threat  here  all  the  same  is  ■ 
ideological,  Ue  must  have  a  clear  picture  of  horf  the  performing  of 
religious  rites  constitutes  a  concession  to  a  religious  ideology  x^hich 
is  ininiical  to  comraunism* 

Rites  of  various  sorts  are  preserved  and  held  in  the  life  of 
people  to  varjdng  degrees.  The  most  vital  up  to  novr  of  the  religious 
rites  are  those  wliich  celebrate  birth,  baptism  in  Christianity  and 
circumcision  in  JudhiSEi  and  Islam,  Of  somewhat  xess  frequency  are 
church  burials  and  even  less,  church  weddings,  In^many  cases  the  re¬ 
ligious  observance  of  an  event  is  not  carried  out  in  full,  but  is 
combined  In  a  civil  and  religious;  form  of  celebration*  For  example, 
it  is  possible  to  dispense  with  a  church  wedding,  but  at  the  time  of 
the  marriage  the  young  people  Iciss  the  ikon  or  the  parents  bless  them 
witli  the  ilcon.  It  often  happens  that  the  deceased  is  buried  in  a  Civil 
rite,  but  nevertheless  at  the  church  they  liave  ordered  a  requiem 
"just  in  case,"  In  life  it  often  happens  that  the  new  and  the  old  are 
fanicfulty  interlanced  which  makes  itself  forcibly  felt  on  the  rites  ^ 
and  holidays*  Thus,  for  example,  among  the  Ul’chey  (a  small  people  in 
the  Amur  lowlands),  one  can  see  the  follovring  picture  at^a  cemetarys 
at  the  grave  they  have  erected  a  post  TriLth-,  a  red  four-pointed  star  or 


some  other  modem  Soviet  emblem*  but  also  saatte rod  there  are  the 
fragments  of  a  dLedge  and  sklS,  broken  by  the  relatives  on  the  grave 
so  that  the  "soul"  of  the  deceased  in  its  future  life  might  use- them,. 

One  of  the  essential  reasons  for  the  Vitality  of  religioiis  rites 
lies  in  the  fact  that  w  have  still  not  been  able  to  createC  and  dis¬ 
seminate  into  the  Tray  of  life  sufficiently  bright  and  artistic  cere¬ 
monies  which  trould  displace  the  traditions  and  ceremonies  wliich  are  in^ 
culcated  xTith  religious  cult  ideas.  Often  people  in  the  Soviet  Union 
txim  to  religious  rites  of  baptism*  marriage,  etc.  onlj^  becarise  they  do 
not  Imovr  or  do  not  have  any  other  means  for  a  festive  celebration  of 
the  important  events  in  itheir  lives  or  in  the  lives  of  their  loved  ones. 
Often  Wy  participate  iri-  religious  holida;^  only  because  they  do  not 
have  other  means,  for  spending  their  "holiday"  time*  and  do  not  knoi-T 
hOT  to  usb  their  leisure  time  vrith  benefit  and  worth,  but  at  the  same 
time  vri  thin  teres  t  and  appeal. 

As  TTe  .’see,  there  is  an  important  and  complicated  task:  to  pwa^te 
actively  the  development  and  xdde  use  in  the  masses  of  new  forms  of; 
holiday  life,  both  in  the  area  of  individual  and  family  life  of  the, 
Soviet  man,  and  in  public  life.  It  is  a  question  of  such  holidays-  and 
rites  as  will  satisfjr  the  needs  of  the  people  in  the  interesting  and 
creative  spending  of  holiday  time,  and  yet  be  completely  free  from  the 
smallest  elements  of  religious  cxilt  ideas  and  xjhich  would  have  a  high 
indoctrinating  value. 

The  Importance  of  this  xrork  does  not  corae  down  to  siuQ^ly  a 
fight  against  religion,  although  in  itself  this  task  is  of  enormous 
ideological  importance.  Hie  working  out  and  distribution  of  nexr,  non- 
rdligiolis  rites  and  holiday's  must  play  a  large  role  in  the  further 
araelioration  and  decoration  of  the  socialist  life  of  the  x^orkers  in 
the  toxhi  and  country.  This  xri.ll  introduce  more  beauty  and  festiveness 
into  our  social  and  private , lives ,  open  nexr  possibilities  fdr  the 
rational  and  captivating  xxse  of  leisure,  and  xriLll  permit  the  satis¬ 
faction  of  emotional  needs  in  people  t^ugh  bright  spectacles,  and  in 
theatrically  exciting  creative  ceremonies.  Good  artistic  taste,  for  ' 
holding  ceremonies  and. for  their  internal  format  xri.ll  guide  the  aesthe¬ 
tic  indoctrination  of  -tlie  Soxriet  man. 

Important  events  and  dates  in  public  life  are  celebrated  here 
xriLth  holidays  xMch‘  have  formed  •'  a-  tradition  and  become  part  of  our 
vray  of  life,  ■  The  Anniversary  of  the  Great  October  Socialist  Revolu¬ 
tion,  the  I'lay  Day  celebration,  and  the  International  Woman’s  Day  of 
the  8  of  tiarch  have  long  since  become  part  of  tlie  way  of  life  for 
Soviet  people.  With  tiiem  are  definite  tradition^. activities ,  such  ■ 
as  the  participation  in  demonstrations  and  ceremonial  meeting,  the 
givirig  of  gifts  to  xxomen,  etc.  On  these  days  in  every  populated  area  - 
one  feels  a  holiday  a-tmosphere,  people  visit  one  another,  stroll,  rest-i» 
all  so  that  the  holidays  of  the  Soviet  revolutionary  calendar  have  be¬ 
come  trulj'-  an  event  of  the  people  and  have  great  and  progressive 
ideological  significance. 


Hoirever,  One  must  say  that  there  are  many  important  events  in 
public  life  which  still  are  not  altiays  and  not  everyi^here  sufficiently 
celebrated  >riLth  creativity,  brightness  and  impressiveness;  in  many 
instances  these  events  are  generally  passed  unnoticed.  The  jubilee  of 
an  enterprise*  koUchoz  or  toxins  the  successful  completion  of  the  fiscal 
year  at  a  kollihoz^  the  fulfillment  on  time  of  a  yearly  plan  by  an  enter¬ 
prise*  the  axrarding  of  a  medal  to  an  oblast,  city,  enterprise  or  kol¬ 
khoz,  the  jubilee  birthday  of  a  eminent  figure,  etc.*  such  are  the 
events  which  are  far  from  always  celebrated  with  sufficient  creativity 
and  interest. 

People  are  e:3^riencing  the  demand  of  iiistead  of  celebrating 
only  those  holidays  in  the  society  of  their  close  friends  and  relatives, 
rather  to  celebrate  in  a  wider  circle. bf  : inhabitants  of  onete  city  or 
town,  the  workers  of  ones  enterprise,  etc.  In  these  holidays  one  feels 
like  being  "among  the  people"  with  the  masses,  on  the  street  and  in 
public  places.  ¥e  still  do  not  have  enough  non-religious  public  holi¬ 
days,  and  this  often  permits  the  vitality  of  religious  holidays  in  the 
life  of  the  totm  as  x^rell  as  in  the  country,  particularly  the  so-called 
saint’s  day  holidays. 

For  celebrating  the  events  in  the  individual  life,  fewer  foms 
exist  xdiich  can  be  followed  and  which  can  be  developed  and  popularized 
further. 

At  one  time  in  our  life  the  "oktyabrin"  was  widely  found. 
Although  there  did  not  exist  a  definitely  established  or  more  or  less 
bright  ceremonial  of  this  holiday,  all  the  same  it  to  some  degree  at 
that  time  countered  the  church  baptism  or  the  Judaic. JSCuslem  circum¬ 
cision,  and  in  a  number  of  instances  replaced  them.  Hox^ever  at  present 
the  event  of  the  "olctyabrin"  has  in  fact  disappeared  from  life  and 
even  its  name  is  little  Itnown  to  the  young  generation.  As  a  rule,  , 
parents  simply  arrange  a  celebration  for  relatives  and  friends.  One 
must  notice  the  great  progressive  importance  in  the  experience  of  Kom- 
somol-youth  x^eddings,  although  this  experience  reqxiires  still  very 
serious  further  working  out.  Ci-vil  funerals  for  the  deceased  are  often 
practiced.  Usually  xirith  this  there  is  a  mourning  meeting 'with  the  > 
traditional  meeting  and  speeches  accompanied  by  dirges,  Hox-rever 
effective  civil  funeralb  are  con^aratively  rarely  conducted  in  the 
country  xfhere  it  has  bemi  ‘harder  to  now  to  px'ovide  a  mourning 
ceremony. 

In  recent  years  various  organizations  in  almost  all  of  the 
Republics  of  the  Soviet  Union  as  x-rell  as  indixTidual  citizens  haxre 
devoted  great  initiative  to  working  put  and  introducing  new  non-reli¬ 
gious  rites  and  ceremonies,  both  in  public  and  indixAdual  life.  The 
Komsomol  organization  has  shox-m  fruitful  initiative  in  conducting 
youth-Komsomol  weddings.  The  nexfspapter  Izvestjya  has  widely  raised 
the  question  of  rites  and  has  published  in  connection  x^ith  this  a 
number  of  interesting  remarks  by  its  readers;  the  great  nxmiber  of  re¬ 
plies  receixred  by  the  editors  shoxis  hoxx  strongly  the  xjide  circles  of 
workers  are  interested  in  this  question.

when  :  '  .if. ..  we  haxre  .  the  pressing  problem  of  generalizing  this  expediences  . 
its  theoretical  concepts  and  mpst  ^portantly  the  development  and  ex-  . 
pension  in  everjr  xjay;  possible  of 'the  scale  of  this  xrork.  We  need  the  ; . 
collective  efforts  of  brganizdtipne  and  institutions  both  on  the  all-  . 
Union  scale  and  pn  the  local, level.  In  this  xrork  x^hich  is  just  beginning 
now  we  mx^t  have  the  participation  of  the  scientific  institutions 
(the  Ins titufe' of  Philosophy,  the  Institute  of  Ethnography  imeni-  N,  N, ..

.  Df  extremely  important  principle  significance  is  the  question 
of  the.  relations  of  national  life  traditions  and  roli^us  establish¬ 
ments,  -.OxTer  the  many  centuries  of  the  history  of  the  peoples  of  the 
Soviet  Union  forias ,  of  foil?  life  liave  formed  and  developed  xjith 
their  oxm  essential  featxires  which  are  rich,  multi-colored  and  clear* 

In  the  great  majority  of  cases  these  vital  national  traditions  have 
combined  with  religious  Cult  establishments,  so  that  it  is  often  dif¬ 
ficult  to  tell  x-rhere  one  leaves  off  and  the  other  begins,  Tliere  are 
such,  exrents  x-xhiGh  haye  a  religioiis  origin  but  in  the  coxirse  of  their 
history  they  liave  grown  so  into  the  folic  life  tliat  to  a  significant 
degree:  they  have  lost  their  cvCLt  tint.  Characteristic  of  this  is  the 
Nex^  Yea,r*s  tvee  JjiiQ  yell:^.  There  is  no  doxibt  about  its.  religious 
origin,!  but  in  contemporary  life  the  observation  of  this  event  in  no 
way  is  -  tied  to  religious  .S-Urxrivais  nor  x-d.th  any  sort  of  religioxis  cult. 
One  of  the  methods  xrhich  is  sometimes  used  by  the  preachers  of 
the  old  in  our  life,  is  the  raaslcing-of  the  pxirely  cult  character  of  , 
Indixxidual  rites  and  traditions.  We  have  a  most  important  task  in 
disclosing  the  attempts  of  our  opponents  to  hide  religious  rites  and 
establishuents  under  the  protection  of  national  traditions.  Along  with 
this  xro  must  see  that  frequently  Ideologically  and  politically- harm-  .. 
ful  nationalistic  ideas  are  hidden  behind  rellgioxis  forms.  With  the 
same  decisiveness  that  xro  are  getting  rid  of  the  nationalistic  content 
of  some  "traditional”  holidays ,  xxe  must  also  get  rid  of  their  reli- 
gioxis  form.  There  is  no  reason  in  attempting  to  xxse  a  decrepit 
reactionary  form  for  a  progressive  socialist  content.  As  for  this 
it  is  Impossible  not  to  potot  out  the  mistalce  of  the  editors  of  the 
joxxmal  Naxxka  i  relifxixro  /Science  and  Religior^  who  printed  an  xtfi- 
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critical  praise  of  the  ancient  heathen  hoUday  which  •s;ms  held 

fomerly^^^lBt^^^^  of  value  in  the  historical  e^rience  of  the, 
•oeonle  it  is  necessary  to  direct  and  stimulate  the  development  of 
new^and  progressive  forms,  of  life  which  correspohd  to_the  ^ 

noble  norms  of  the:'.SQ6iilist  community  and  to  the  features  of  the

Svswe^ve  already  worked  out  weia:knoxm  traditions.  Hoi^ever  un-  ,■  . 
Sbtedly  here  much  more  can  and  must  be  ttet  these^^ys  are. 

celebrated  even  more  festively  and  brightly  so  that  their  celebra¬ 
tion  touches  more  deeply  the  life  of  each  citizen, 
home  life.  As  for  the  rest  of  the  above-mentioned  public  heydays 
their  celebration  here  is  still  rather  poor  and  liutle  w-orked  out. 
Usually  they  hold  a  festive  meeting,  where  the  order, for  conducting^ 
them  is  not  alwrajrs  sufficiently  varied.  It  would  be  correct,  leax^g 
on  the  available  experience,  to  work  out  a  specific  ceremonral  for  . 
each  holiday,  studying  the  particular  feature  namely  of  ttet  date 
xdth  spectacles  and  celebration  that  are  unique  for  each  individual. 

instance^ch  remains  to  be  dpne  for  introducteg  teto  life 

the  new  public  holidays  which  up  to  nol^  have  not  had  xade  use.  It 
is  possible  to  name  heiesuch  possible  events  which  deserve  creative 


celebrations j  the  annlvcrsari^u  of  the  organization  of  a  Union  or 
Autonowous  Republic,'  the  organization  of  a  kollchozi  tiae  wimiing  of  an 
avraixi  or  the  confering  of  a  title,  etc;  a  Ilarvdst  Festival,  a  Spring 
Festival^  etc.  In  evolving  the  method  for  conductihg  those  holidays 
it  is  especially  necessary  to  try  to  avoid  banalities  and  platitudes; 
onljr  then  will  the  ideas  of  the  holiday,  approach  the  conscience  of 
people  and  be ■  strengthened; in,  them.

'into  thO- away,'  return  fr,om  the  army,  entrace  into  a  VIE  /institution 
of  higher  learning,,  the  finishing  of  the  VUZ,  weddingS  »  the^ 
silver  x-redding  anniversary,  the  golden  wedding  anniversary,  a  birthday, 
the  receiving  of  an.  ax^ard,  pensioning,  and  finally  some  ceremony  lilte

"  '  Ihd  adoption  of  the.  nexf  forms  and  ceremonies  connected  x-rith 
the  events  and  occasions  mentioned  abo'Ve  of  course  cahnot  realized 
in  a^brt-'period  of  time.  It  is  obvious  that  for  a  primaryx-rorking' 
out  of  this  it  'X'fill  be  necessary  to  separate  some  of  the  most  pro¬ 
minent  ceremonies  and  rites  xihich  are.  particularly  important  for 
•supplanting' -religioxis  rites.  Here  one  can  refer  to  the  birth  of  ^ 
child^nj  ' the: receiving  of  a  pdssport,  marriage  ^d  funerals.  In  the 
ftit'ure  •  this  ejiperience  can  be  SxjccessfiQly  used  in  xiorldug  out  all 
of  the  other  ceremonies  and  rites,  ' 

Formerly  traditions  were  created  priJiStrily  "gravity,"  But 
the  Stage  of- history  xrhich  xie  are  lixring  tlirough  is  a  turning  point 
in  this  matter,  •Gomm'unist  society  is  not  being  built  spontaneously,, 
but  consciously  according  to  scientifically  wdi’I^®d  out  and.  directed 
plans  and  under  the  leadersliip  of  the  Commxciist  Party,  Tlxe  socialist 
traditions  xrhich  are  spiinging  up  here  are  formulated  in  accordance 
xtTith  the  general  tasks  of  building  a  comiaunist  society  and  X'lith  the 
tasks  of  indoctrinating  the  moral  ciake-up  of  a  man  in  'a  communist  . 
society,  tlhile  the  old  traditions  xrere  created,  over  hundreds  and 
thousands  of  years,  our  socialist' traditions  xrill  certainly  not  require 
such  enormous  his'torical  perio(fefor  their  fonaulation,  Ife  should  not 
and  cannot  xrait  centxiries.  We  have  the  complete  opportunity  in  vising 
oxAT  public  organizations  and  state  institutions  and  in  applying  all 
of  the  methods  and  means  of  ideological  influence  of  creating  new 
traditions  and  liaving  them  xridely  adopted. 

The  modern  technical  means  for  spreading  culture  arerso  pox-rerful 
and  effective  that  they  enable  one  in  the  shortest  period  of  time  to 
make  one  or  another  element  of  spiritual  culttire  the  property  of  the 
xrt.dest  masses.  We  knoxx  hoxx  qxaickly  songs  from  films  and  radio  and  tele¬ 
vision  xjorks  are  spread  among  the  people  and  particxilarly  among  the 
youth.  In  this  the  prbduotion  of  records  is  of  tlae  greatest  impor¬ 
tance,  And  xxhat  is  there  to  stop  one,  liaving  once  xxorked^out  the 
corresponding  ceremonies  and  rites,  of  printing  them  in  filans,  in  tele- 


vision  broadcasts,  in^hvindreds  of  thousands  of  records  and  in  tape 
recordincs  produced  in  liiass.  amounts?  It  xrould  be  inporrect  to  create 
ceremonies  and  rites  from  notliins';  one'  must  use  that  uhich  is  "to  some 
degree  created  by  life  and,  as  should  be,  « iThich  ib  more  or  less  ' 
familiar  to  the  people,  , 

One  must  give  the  people  prepared  material  xddLch  they  can  use 
directly,  but  tdiich i-rould  not  hamper  their  ovm  initiative.  The  latter 
should  be  mnifes ted,  first,  in  the  natiohal  conoretization  of  the  , 
general  elements  of  the:  ceremony,  and,  second,  in  the , adaptation  of 
the  forms  , for  conducting  it  to  "the  loOal  obhditions. 

The  high  artistic  level  of  the  material  for  our  cerer4onios 
.  must  be  ejqpressed  particularly  in  i'ts  clarity,!  emotional  ihfectiousness, 
and  in  its  impressiveness,.  It  is  hecesSary  tliat  otir  ritps  and  holidays 
be  more  interesting  "than  the  churOh  fbims,  more  beautiful  than  them; 
they  must  have  greater  scope  for  ttie  imagination  and  they  must  be  :  ■ 
remembered  better. 

For  preparing  all  of  the  raa'terial  connected  xjith  this  work, : 
we  must  ha've  the  participation  of  the  finest  masters  of.  our  art.  The 
thea'ber  and  movie  directors  must  aid  in  worldng  pu'b  the  ceremonies 
themselves  and  drawing  up  .their  scenarios.  The  poets  uri.ll  wite  "the 
verses,  and  "the  urords  for  "the  songs  and  "the  hymns.  The  composers  xri;ll 
create  the  necessaiy  music  and  the  artists  vri.ll  do  the  designs  and  the 
costumes.  Here  it  is  a  questions  of  presentations  calculated  for 
the  widest  distribution  and  works  vrliich  must  root  themselves  and  grovr 
up  in  the  socialist  Soviet  viaypf  life. 

The  overcoming  of  religious  prejudices  and  traditions  is  one 
of  the  most .  important  conditions  for  building  a  true  costoiunist  x^ay  of 
life  x-:hich  is  free  from  bouu:*geols  and  petty-bourgeois  filth,  and 
xihich  correspond^  ■  to  the  spiritual  and  moral  makeup  of  a  man  in  a

Naturally  .socialism  has  brought  with  itself  the  rule  of  a  new 
ideology.  ..'This  ideology  of  dialectical  and  historical  mateid.alism 
plays  an  ihestimable  role  to  the  struggle  for  a  better  future  for 
man  for  he  is  freed  from  all  of  those  ideological  illusions  which  the 
system  of  eicplpitation  and  suppression  thrnst  upon  him  for  thousands 
of  years,  FOr,  this  is  an  ideology  which  is  scientific  to  content  and 
revolxitionary  is  iit^prtance,  and  an  ideolo^  which  has  absorbed  into 
itself  all  of  the  finest  achievements  of  human  thought.  In  contradis¬ 
tinction  to  the  right- socialists  who' have  debased  soc^^st  ideas  and 
who  have  negated  their  connection  with  the  definite  ideology,-  the  com¬ 
munists  have  proceeded,  and  proceed  now  from  the  view  that  socialism  to 
theory  and  practice  is  inseparable  from  dialectical  and  historical 
materialism  and  from  Iferxist-Lentoist  philosophy  which  has  already 
been  tiddely  disseminated  and  has  entered  into  all' aspects  of  the  soci¬ 
alist  viay  of  life, 

Figihttog  agatost  socialism  and  its  ideology,  the  defenders  of 
capitalism  constantly  repeat  the  ridiculous  idea  that  materialism  is 
incompatible  .  with  the  principles  of  humanism, .  His-torlcally  -the  ideas 
of  hum^ism  have  been  Itolced  both  vrith  materialistic  philosophy  and 
wi-tlv  some  of  the  cvirrents  ;o.f -  idealism.  But  the  truly  humanistic 
philosophy'-  of  our  time  is  tiamely^  dialectical  and  hlstorioal  materialism 
which  is  inseparably  connected  -with  tlie  fight  for  economic,  social  and 


spiritual  liberation  of  man,  and  sets  real  socialist  humanism  in  oppo¬ 
sition  to  the  bourgeois  phrases  on  humanism. 

1,  Materialism  and  the  Individual 

The  materialist  ideolocs^,  said  F.  Engels,  means  singjly  the  under¬ 
standing  of  nature,  such  as  it  is,  ^jithout  any  extraneous  additions. 

To  understand  the  world,  including  man  himself  as  he  is  in  i^ality, 
is  the  great  task  of  a 'scientific  ideology  xihich  has  arisen  as  the  goal 
of  a  lon.°-  and  difficult  development  of  science,  and  philosophy  and  which 
has  assumed  in  itself  the  results  of  persistent  and  protracted  searches 
for  the  tmth.  It  is  'an  ideplo^  idiich  ruthlessly  eliminates  all  pos¬ 
sible  illusicns  and  which  carries  on  sui  intense  ideological  struggle 
against  the  remainirig  reactionary  views »•  ,  ^  . 

In  full  agreement  x-iith the  date  ;■  Of  science ,  the  toterialists  , 
maintain  that  man  is  not  a  di’vine  Crehtioh:  hat  rather  the  apex  of  .  : 
nature ‘s  development,  ^  tailions  of  yOhrs  bf  evolution  have  found  their 
perfect  embodiment , in  the  hands, pme  foims  of  the  human  body  and.  in  .the 
characteristics  of  human  sensitivity.  t'lOrk  comple;tes  the  formation  of 

the  physical  aspect  of  man*  and  lights  in  him  the  spark  of, reason^  ; 

Work  and  conscience  have  enabled  man  to  rise  above  the , rest  of  nat^e 
and  to  break  outhf  the  state  of  wildness  and  to  crea^  modem  civili¬ 
zation.  The  greatness  and  wor'thiness  of  man  consists'  in  hls^con-cems, 
in  his  labor  and  in  the  fact  'that  he  ’ has  crea-ted  a  society  •with  its 
material  and  spiritual  culture,  ’’lihn— -this  has  a  proud  ring 'to  it,  ^ 
said  one  of  .the.  heroes  of  the .  great  proletarian  ht^hist-witer  Maxim 
Gor’kiy.  How  fine  sound  these  trords  of  Gtor^kiyrnaw  when  Soviet  man 
through, the  strength  of  his  genius,  as  the  creator  of  the  new  socialist 
world,- has  opened  the  road  into  . the  cosmos!  ;  ^  ^ 

The  exploiting  class  society  has  created  for  the  worker  tlie  most 
inhuiman  confations  of  existence .  For  centuries  the  ruling  classes  ^  have 
ridiculed  the  working,  people  who  are  'the  creators  of  all  the  ina'terlal 
and  spiritual  goods;  they  Imve  plundered  them  and  .mocked  their  strivings 
for  liberty  and  happiness*.  The  greatness  of  socialism  and  tlie  greatest 
good  that. it  brings  people  consists  in' the  fact  that  is  frees  the 
workers  from  exploitation  and  suppression  and  makes  labor  free  and 
joyful-;  it  .creates  the  conditions  for  the  higher  development  of  man

Really  is  it  possible  to  praise  capi'fcalism  in  this  regam,  where 
the  ideology  of  capitalism  trumpets  evervrhere  about  the  "liberty  of  the 
indi'vidual? "  Capi-taliSm  maims  man  in  making  him  the  slave  of  things, 
it  corrupts  the  personality  of  the  worker  in  turning  ioM  into  an 
appendage  of  the  machines ,  and  impedes  the  spiritual  development  ■of 
the  workers  in  giving  the  bourgeoisie  a  monopoly  on  knowledge. 

In  order  to  justify  the  structwe  of  capitalism  and  to  conceal 
the  real  status  of  the  individual  under  capitalism,  the  bourgeois 
ideologists  use  the  "experimental"  means  of  philosophical  idealism 
and  religion.  From  the  vie^^oint  of  the  philosophizing  priests  and 
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the  "priestifying"  philosophers,  the  individual  is  an  ”end  in  itself,” 
and  has  "absolute  value,"  and  so  on  to  the  degree  that.it  brings  with, 
it  a  "holy  , element"  and  serves  as  the  linl<  between  man  aiid.God.  .  They 
consider  that  materialism  "depersonifies  man"  since -it  nega^s  God  and 
,the  eternal  soul*  But  in  reality  it  is  not  materialism  but  idealism 
and  religion  which  contradict  the  humanistic  view  of  man*  The  recogni*. 
tion  of  divine  reason  loxfers  the  reason  of  man,  and  the -recognition  of 
a  supreme  tdJLl  deprecates  the  significance  of  creative  labor,  the:recog- 
nitlon.  bf  a  hish©3^  jiistice  weakens  man  before  the  manifestations  of 
sociar.ih justice,  for,  in.  following  the  dogmas  of  religion,,  man  should 
reily' ..upon  prayer  and  not  place  tlrnist  in  liimself.  Beligion  strengthens 
ih©  suppression  and  weakness  of  tlie  individual  before  the  spontaneous 
forces  of  nature  and  society  vjhich  are  personified  in  God;  be  humble, 
kill.your  pride,  arid  .quell, yoUr  worried,  eternally  searching  reason, 
for-ypu-.  knot;  that  you; ,  man:*  are  only  a  worm  of.  the  earth*  Really' are 
such  views  compatible  with  'the  .worth  of  a  creator-man  who  has  coriquered 
nature  .and  has  placed  his  life  on  .  rational  principles?  The  lox^ring 
of  man-  is  the  fee  for  the  transparent  hope  for  personal  immortality , 
tihich  religion  entertains i'  The  overcoredug  of  the  religious  conscience, 
andi  the  ruthless  criticism  of  religion  is. one  of  the  conditions  for 
freeing  man  and  for  the  creation  of  a  real  hur.;anism*  In  the  name  of 
truih  and  the  happiness  of  man,  materialism  repudiates  religion  and  God* 
Inoidentally,  one  should  not  foget  the  historical  fact  that  even 
bourgeois  liuraanism,  arose  as  a  protest  against  the  oppression  of  the 
Church  and  the ‘religious  ideology.  The  Church  of  the  laddie  Ages 
enforced. upon  the  people  a  somber  philosophy  xihich  was  impermiated  Tfiith,.' 
an  inimioabillty  to  tlie  natural  needs  of  man*  "The  saving  of  the  soul" 
meant  ;the  raortlfioa tion  of  the  flesh.

And  here  the  ^^indow  was  throw 
open.  A  fresh  tfind  sprang  UP*  The  great  minds  of  tlie  Renaissance 
took  a  new  look  at  the  x-rorld*  In  nature  they  savr  nature,  and'  in  man- 
man;  they  said  that  it  was  fine  that  man  must  enjoy  life  in  this  earthly, 
bright  and.- sunny  world.  They  exalted  man  and  his  motives,  feelings, 
thoughts  and  concerns;  tliey  proclaimed  the  value  of  man,  .  The  humanism 
of  the ; Renaissance .was  historically  progressive ,  It  was  directed 
against  the  bigoted  religious  .asceticism  and  the  self-deprecations  of. ;■ 
man,  ■  , 

But  the'  bourgeoisie  had  need  of  religion  and  therefore  its .  , 
ideologists  in  principle  did  not  break  the  linlc  between  huauinism  and 
religion.  In  our  times  the  defenders  of  "Christian  civilizatibri"  often 
propagandize  the  religious  ideas  as  the  basis  of -hmanism.  But  no  matter 
how  religion  is  modernized  or  how  it  is  adapted  to,  the  nex^  conditions 


and  psychology  of  modem  r,ian,  it  will  alirays  remain  a  pseudo-humanistic

PTaohical  conditions  I"  Tliis  is  not  a  live  real  individual,  ^Dup  an 
emaciated  abstract  individual,  and  the  old  fiction  of .the  idealist  , 
philosophers  wlaich  has  no  place  either  in  social  science;  or  in  ^scien^  . 
tific  toilosophy,  llarxism  does  not  depersomfy  the,  personality  ox^man,. 
buf  rather  discovers  its  true  essence,  is  a  soc^l  being  .and  m 

his  essence  he  is  "the  aggregate  of  all  social  relation*^  ilarx;, 
llan  cannot  be  seen  outside  toe  concrete  social  relations  of  his  era, 
outside  his  social  background,  or  outside  toe.  tie  with  the  • 

his  activity.  Hie  individual  does  not  soar  above  society,  but  is  a.  _ 
particle  of  it.  The  society  is  not  the  product  of  the  individual,  but

Of  courso  man  xs  nian*  no  matte i*  to  iThich  class  he  might  bolongj^  t, 

for  social  classes  are  the  large  groups  of  people.  But  if  the  worker  . 
labors  in  a  capitalist  factory,  then  toe  specifics  of  toe  relations ^ 
between  people  consists  in  that  one  is  a  worker  and  toe  odier  a 
talist,  that  one  creates  surplus  value  while  toe  other  appropriates  it; 
one  is  the  emloited  while  the  other  is  the  exploiter*^  p  separate  toe 
individual  from  the  social  relations  means  to  turn  it  into  an  abstraction, 
IJhen  the  trorkers  rise  to  the  fight  against  toe  capitalists ,  .toey  see 
their  class  enemy  not  in  toe  individual  per  se.  but  to  toe  oimers,  ex¬ 
ploiters  and  capitalists.  The  theory  of  the  abstract,  e^ctra-hastoncal 
individual  to  a .society  xrhich  is  split  toto  hostile  ctosses  and  m  a 
society  of  social  injustice  idealizes  tliis  society  and  obscures  its 
heart-breaking  contradictions.  It  is  very  characteristic  that  toe 
bourgeois  theoreticians  with  even  greater  •  consistency  affirm  toe  ^  ^ 

value  of  the  individual  personality  "to  itself"  toe  ciore  toe  woito  itself 
of  the  individual  is  turned  by  capitalism  into  exchange  value. 


'  Marsdsn  es^oses  this,  bourgeois  hj^crisy,  this  Pharisaically 
touching  contemplation  of  tlie  individual  "in  general."  In  the  world 
there  is  eyery  sort  of  individual^-Fascists,  racistsi  colonizers,  mvu 
nitions  manufacturers,  .gangsters,  "ultras,"  etc.  One  still  finds  living 
the  Hitlerian  generals-- "individuals  "  who  gave,  the  orders  for  the  exe¬ 
cution  and  hanging  of  innocent  people  ^d  who  burned,  cities  and  toxm®  * 
And  tliat  such  "individuals"  are  ag£^  in  the  Bonn  government 

is  fraTight  xdth  dangerous ,  consequences  •  Humanism  necessitates  the  .  ^ 

struggle  against  such  individuals  and  those  social  grdups  vrhose  interests 
they  eixpress.  The  greatest  respect , and  regard  is  due  a  man  when  ha 
devotes  his  strengths  to  ih®  struggle  for  the  happiness  of  peoples, 
when  he  sees  Ids  calling  in  the  service  of  people*  and  when  through 
his  activity  he  promotes  .^oeial.prOghess.  The  principles  of  socialist 
humanism  are  found  not  iivah  abstract  approach  to  the  individual,  but 
rather  based  on  a  materialist  i^oldgy' and  one  which  Is  concretely 
historical  and  supports  the  Party.  '  ' 

•  Ifendst  materialism  does  not  depersonify  the  individual,  but 

exalts  the;  truly  human  in  niah,  raises  .the  xforth  of  man  as'  the  fighter 
for  the  nevj;  and  progressive,  and  argues  a.gainst  all  that  suppresses  or 
abases  man,  hampers  his  capabilities  or  hinders  his  activities. 

Humanism  in  the  materialist,  ideolofpr  and  in  socialist  as  a  social 
system  consists  once  and  for  all  ih  the  view  that  tlie  earthly  existence 
of  man  is  for  him  the  highest  good,  ^d  that  they  exalt  mah  and  Ids 
creative  powers— labor,  reason,  and  cognition--which  raise  him  above 
his  surrounding  world  and  which  liave  made  his  personality.  Dialectical 
materialism  values  highly  creative  labor,  gives  enoiwwus  significance  '' 
to  a  ImoxTledge  of  the' trutii,  and  places  its  faith  in  tlae  limitless 
power  of  the  human  mind.  The  value  of  a  human  personality  is  not  to  be 
found :iu  the.  presence , of  an  immortal  Soul:,,  but  in  the  abi^ty  for 
creative  and  constructive  activities,  isan ' realizes  his  spiritual 
riches  not  in  self-analySis  or  self-contemplation' but  in  the  riches  ' 
connected  xiritli.  activity.  It  is  not  die  departure  from  the  world  but 
a  knoxdedte  of  it  that  will  give  strength  to  human  reason. 

The  peoples  of  the  socialist  camp  due' to'  the  selfless  labor  and 
rational  planned  organization  of  production,  have  attained  rates  of 
industrial  groxfth  xrldch  are  xmapproachable  for  capitalism.  Unable  to 
hinder  t^s  progress,  oxir  opponents  coarsely  invoke  humanism,  and 
states  that* materialism  "timxs  into  an  instrument  of  production," 
and  .itliat  the;  comiiixjnists  see  ^  ^d  individual  and  individuality, 

but  only  a  "producer, "  . 

In  reality  it  is  not  socialism  but  capitalism  x^hich  turns  man 
into  a  means  of  production  and  into  ail  instrument  for  the  creation  of 
sxirplus  value.  It  is  namely  the,  liqxiidation  of  exploitation  under 
socialism  that  hximanizes  production,  for  its  goal  here  becomes  the 
satisfaction  of  the  xrorkers*  needs,  liider  socialism,  production, 
cxiltxire,  science  and  politics--all  serve  the  interests  of  the  xwrkerS 
and  all  serve  man  in  the  creation  of  cohditions  for  the  development 
and  floxirishing  of  the  human  personality.  *

people  over  o-ther,  militarism,  aggressive  wars,  etCi  ,  , 

And  wiiat  does  leligion  do?  One  .  of  "tte  tene-ts  of  the  Roman 
Church  up  to  today  affiims  that  %um^ty  ^hoi^d  passively  bear  its  _ 
burden,  for  it  is  iu^jossible  to  elimirtate  soOial  in  jus  ti©  from  ^e  ^rorl  , 
and  tlmt  the  establishment  of  a  just  society  on  this  Oarth  is' hindered 
by  -tlae  e-ternal  sinfulness  of  man,  Them^is  not  a  grain  of  humanism 
such  viexTs,  It  is  true,  they  can  say,  that  religion  teaches  love  for 
one’s  loved  ones  and  obliges  one  -to  be  charitable,^  Bu-t  this  demand  is 
hypocritical  in  a  system  where  conditions  of  exploitation  exist;  it 
p-i^s  the  people  no  tiling.  Tlius  .?Iarx  Trrrote  in  the  middle  of  the  last 
century  that  this  demand  "for  the  last  1800  years  has  been  repeated 
ad  natiseum  -vd-thout  the  least  success"  (K,  I-iarz  and  F,  Engels,  Soch., 
/Works?,  Vol  4,  p.  11),  The  sweet  comforting  phrases  remain  phrases, 
and  the  Papal  .teachings  of  humility  and  meelaiess  abet  tiiat  world 
to  hold  the  worlcers  under  the  yoke  and  to  preserve  its  riches  and 
pri-vileges ,  The  bourgeoisie  viillingly  spealcS  about  htaaanism,  but 
±n  no  way  wishes  in  the  name  of  love  for  their  close ^ ones  to  refuse 
his  profi-fcs.  The  bourgeoisie  uses  the  idea  of  humanism  -to  prettify 
their  rule  and  not  to  be  deprived  of  it,  __  .  _ 

Socialist  humanism  i^presen-ts  a  quantitati-vely  different  ^ 

of  hiTiianism  in  comparison  with  the  bourgeois  form, because  it  is  xxghtxng 
for  tlie  establishment  of  a  society  whore  eve:^  member  benefits  from 
all  of  the  rl-^hts  -  of  man,  and  became  it  overcomes  the  abstract 
notion  of  the'^lndi-vidual  and  linlcs  the  realization  of  humanistic  ideals 
with  the  revolutionary  mo-vement  of  the  worldng  mass. 


2,  '  Detemlnisra  and  Freedom  ’  ■ 

Idealists  deny  the  humanistic  cliaracter  of  materialism,  ex¬ 
plaining  tloat  it  is  not  a  question  neither  of  humanism,  pMl^thropy, 
nor  of  any  noble  Intentions  pr  fancies  ,  if  the  mate^lists  deny 
the  "freedom  of  the  will"  and  recognize  only  tlie  material  interest,  - 
In  -the  report  on  the  national  goals  for  the  tISA,  draxm  up  by  the  Presi. 
dent’s 'commission,  it  *as  said,  "Americans  above  all  should  in  all  of 
the  areas  of  their  lives  show  the  untruth  of  the  purely  epistic  ^ 
position— the  ma-terialistic  ethic."  By  tlie  way,  -the  Amieric^s  find, 
this  rather  difficult  to  prove  because  the  egoistic  calculation  is 
inseparable  from  capitalism  vAth  its  furious  race  for  profits  and 
relations  of  shameless  ca>£9i  ^ymen-ts. 
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Pre-Jlandst  materialism,  in  struggling  religious  and  idea¬ 
listic  ethics,  actually  deduced  a  morality  from  personal  interest. 

But  materialistic  philosophy  at  tliat  time  had^o^tidJ^g  in  comraon  witli ' 
narrpw-rainded,  vulgar  utilitarianism.  Oyer,  the  centuries  the  enemies 
of  materialism  have  tried  to  present  it  as  a  philosophy '  of  egoism» 
acquisition  and  gluttony,  a  philosophy  as  though  inimical  to  lofty 
ideals,  spiritual  efforts  and  morals.  The  slanderous  character  Of  these 
fictions, : apart  from  everything  else,  iS  shown  in  that  these  philippics 
against  materialism, have  been  -written  and  are  being  written  by  the  , 
ideologues  of  the  classes  whose  raison  d^etre  is' found ' 
in  coercion  and  in  hnyestraihed  enrichment.  On  the  other  side,  materi¬ 
alist  philosophy  has  altiays  been  linked  j«dth  thS  interests  of  ^ 'the  : 
advanced  classes  of  its  era,  ii  has  protect^  the,  .freedom  of  science 
against  religiouqfanaticlsrij  it  has  established  progressive  social 
ideals .  for  its  time; ;  ^d  the  rights  of  wan ,  '-and  it  has '  s  truggled  for 
the  social  and  inteilSctual  progress  of  humanity.  Of  course  old  : 
materialism  suffered  from  many  essential  shortcomings,  but  it  was  of  - 
great  service  Tor  humanity^' 

l4terialism  in  the  form  that  14arx  and  Engels  gave  to'  it,  that  is, 
dialectical  and  historical  materialism,  is  the  herald  Of  a  new  world; 
which  repudiates,  all  forms  Of  oppres’sibh  and  establishes  trvOy  human 
and  humanistic  morality  in  the  gelations  be fe?een  people,  V,  I*  Lenin 
has  emphasized  -that  the  denial  by  materialism  of  the  idealistic  freedom 
of  the  will  and  the  recognition  of  detexTiiinism  does  not  abolish  either 
the  conscience  or  the  iseason  of  man,  nor  does  it  reduce  his  responsiJ  , 
biiity  for  his  errors*  ;  Communist  morality  leans  not  on  liie  fear:  of  t' 
man  before  Gtod,  and  not  on  abstract,  non-histoileal  or  over-empirical 
principles,  btit  rather  on  tire  responsibility  of  man  befor*e  society  and 
the  collective,  : 

Not  content  •td;th  this,  the  idealists  ejtplaih  the  negation  -of 
freedom  as  a  characteristic  trait  of  laaterialist  philosophy,  Ihis  . 
accusation  has  become  a  commonplace  in ^bourgeois  literature.  It  is  .  ; 
felt  that  materialism  is  incompatible  xiith  liberty  in  that  it  posits 
man  in  dependence  on  the  material  conditions  of  his  existence,;  and 
recognizes  the  presence  of  objective  laws  of  development  for  society 
and  the  reasonable  causality  Of  human  behavior,  "Materialistic  natu- 
ra^sm,"  wrote  one  ^erican  Scholar,  "to  a  larger  degree  is  in  the  benefit 
of  cbmaunism  than  for  our  free  vray  of  life*  wan  is  the  product;  of 
natural  laxra,  then  individual  liberty  is  oniy  ari  illusion,  and  the 
philosophy  of  c<mwnuriism  f)hovides  a  better  solution  to  its  problems," 

.  The  assertibh  that  dialectical  materialism  negates  liberty- is  ttie 
result  of  ignorance  and  a  confusion  of  dialectical  materialism  with 
metaphysics  which' actually : could  not.  solve  the  problems  of  liberty, 
or  it  is  a  conscious  falsification,  ijarxist  philosophy  has  long;  since 
solved  this  problem.  As  . a  living  being,  man  cannot  be  free  from  the 
effect  of  the  laws  of  nature  and  society i  His  independence  from  the  . 
objective  laxJs  can  be  only  imagined,  but  this  dbes  not  mean  that  the 
existence  of  ,  objective  laws  excludes  -Uie  liberty  of  man.  On  the  contrary, 
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it  is  namely  the  regular  patterns  of  development  in  nature  and  society 

vrhich  make  this  possible.  ^ 

Freedom  consists  in  the  rule  of  man  over  nature  and  Social 

relations},  man  can  realize  this  rule  only  by  the  means  of  to  recog¬ 
nition  and  practical  use  of^  the  objective  laws  of  nature  ^d  society. 

From  here  it  follows  that  liberty's  the  product  of  hiSto^cal 
developittent,  and  that  individual  liberty  is .  inaditassably  outside  of  ^ 
society,  isolated  from  society  or  dutside  to  links  of  man  wi-to  society. 
"Only  in  the  collective  does  the  individual  find  the  means  which  give 
him  the  opportunity  of  general  develb^Bient  for  his  advances  ^d  con¬ 
sequently,  only  in  the  dbp.edtive  is  personal  liberty  possible

tlaricist  philosophy  views  the  historical,  development  of  society 

both  as  a  regularly  patterned  .natural  iiistorical  process  ^d  _ 

result  of  to  activity  of  people.  ,•  In  to  latter  reside  the  objectiv 
laws  of  social  development,  and.at  the  same  tame  people  tomselvep 
create  their  own  history.  The  metaphysically  inclined  bo^geois  theore¬ 
ticians  cannot  reconcile  these  dialectical  oiposites  in  their  views. 

For  tom  to  recognition  of  to  objective  lai-rs  excludes  the  creative 
role  of  the  masses  and  the  individual  in  historj%  ^  xv. 

According  to  to  materialist  understanding  of  history,  the 
objective  lai/s  determine  to  general  direction  of  to  historical 
process.  A  knowledge  of  these  laws  gives  people  the  opportunity  to 
place  before  themselves  actual  goals.  But  to  concrete  course  of  ^ 

histoiy  and  the  realization  of  the  posited  goals  with  to  presence  of 
the  necessary  material  conditions  as  a  whole  depends  on  the  practical 
energy,  the  initiative  and  the  organizational  capacities^ of  people. 

But  no  .one  would  say  tot  the  presence  of  ph^dcal  laws  hinders  the 
initiative  of  to  physicist  or  the  engineer  in  using  these  laws  or 
deprives  his  activity  of  a  creative  character.  On  to  contrary,  o^y 
by  relying  on  tose  laxrs  can  to  scientists  and  engineers  c^ate.  This 
is  all/ to  more  valid  for  social  laws  X'rhich  in  distinction  from  to  laws 
of  nature  can  be  realized  only  through  to  activity  of  people, 

Wars  are  produced  by  the  economic  contradictions  Oi  imperialasra, 
Txto  xTOrld  Trjars  caused  by  the  imperialists  in  the  20th  century  are_ 
sufficient  proof  of  this.  The  absolute  majority  pf  people  are^inte- 
rested  in  eli3:aina ting  the  threat  of  a  new  iTorid  irar  which  would  b3fn.ng 
the  greatest  destruction  and  miseiy.  For  this  it  isnecessary  to,  , 
paralyze  to  aggressive  forces. of  imperialism.  A  general  tor^of  to 
modem  era  is.  also  to  transition  from  capitalism  ^  soci^^sm,  ^-id 
to  origination  of  a  new  social  form.  The  effect  of  tos  i 
realized  in  the  revolutionarsr  struggle  of  the  .masses,  has  led  uo  to 
creation  of  a  xrorld  system  of  socialism.  The  countries  of  socialism 
and  other  peace-loving  states,  and  to  movement  ox  to_^ people  for  ^ 
peace— all  these  forces  are  capable  of  axrerting  to  unleashing  of  a  nexj 
world  X'jar.  But  for  this  to  fighters  for  peace  must  show  maximum  care, 
steadfastness,,,  energy  and  creative  initiative, 

It  is  obvioxos  that  the  recognition  of  the  regxxlar  development 


iii'  accordance  xTith  certain  laws  in  history  does  not  deprive  the  acti¬ 
vity  of  people  of  a  creative  character*  but  rather  gives  the  oppbrtu- 
nity  of  explaining  it,  foreseeing  its  results  and  increasing  its  ac¬ 
tivity,  But  it  is  not  accidental  that  namely  the  communists  are  the 
vanguard  and  the  most  active  force  in  the  struggle  for  peace  and  for' 
the  full  and  general  disarmament,  that  is,  for  goals  which  are  tn^ 
noble  and  humanistic*  As  x^as  emphasized  in  the  Declaration  of  the 
Conference  of  the , Representatives  of  the  Communist  and  Workers  Parties, 
communists  see  their  historical  mission  not  only  in  ridding  society 
of  exploitation  and  poverty,  but  also  in  completely  excluding  war  from 
life,  .  Really  what  can  be  more  human  than  the  concein  for  the  fight 
for  peace  and  socialism  against  the  dark  forces  of  war  and  reaction 
ihich  threaten  the  peoples  vrith  innumerable  misfortunes! 

Thus  if  the  bourgeois  ideology  links  liberty  vjith  the  defense 
of  capitalism  and  bourgeois  democracy  in  practice  and  with  idealism 
and  reli^on  in  theory,  then  comimonist  ideology  linlis  liberty  and  its 
realization  i^ith  science  and  human  practice  and  vrf.th  the  struggle 
against  reaction  and  against  the  old  ,  and  against  the  mystics  and 
idealisms  that  is,  against  all  of  the  forces  which  are  hostile  to  the 
liberty  of  man.  Such  a  solution  to  the  problem  of  liberty  is  truly 
humanistic, 

3,.  Dialectical  liaterialism  and  Real  Humanism 

The  fullest  and  most  general  humanistic  character  of  the  materi¬ 
alist  ideology  is  seen  in  its  unbreakable  link  vrith  the  fight  for 
comiaunism.  Dialectical  and  historical  materialism  comprise  the  philo¬ 
sophical  base  for  the  theory  and  practice  of  scientific  communism.  It 
is  impossible  •■"to  separate  social  communist  teachings  from  its  fun¬ 
damental  base,"  "ttie  thesis  of  world  revolu'tion  finds  its  highest  jus ti- 
;fication  namely  in  dialectical  materialism,  "  assert  our  eiieiiiies  (F* 
Dominedo.'  Kcmcaunizm  i  demokrativa  /Communism  and  Democracy/),  Sut 
corairiUiiists''db  not  conceal  this,  VJliile  still  at  the  early  stages  of  his 
activity,  H.  Marx  emphasized  the  revolutionary  character  of  :the  ma¬ 
terialist  philosophy.  He  pointed,  out  that  if *  according  to,  materialist 
tOcLchlng,  man  is  the  child  of  circumstances,  then  it  follows  that  the 
circumstances  must  be  made  humane.  But  the  circumstances  of  people’s 
lives  are  made  humane  by  a  revolutionary  transformation  of  society  on 
the  principles  of  communism. 

The  significance  of  dialectical  and  historical  materialism 
for  the  basis  of  communism  consists  in  the  application  of'  the.  methods 
worked  out  by  it  to  provide  for  a  scientific  approach,  to  the  analysis 
of  the  historical  process,  its  laws,  to  the  solution  of  social  problems 
which  confront  a  society,  and  to  the  fight  for  the  liberty  of  man  and 
society. 

Living  in  a  society,  man  cannot  be  free  from  society.  Society 
is  not  free  if  it  is  antagonistic,  if  it  is  based  on  the  ^exploitation 
of  man  by  man,  and  if  the  laws  of  its  development  act  as  spontaneous

All  of  this  is  a  conscious  falsification  and  a  dis-boHed  reflection 
to  toe  Suraeois  conscience  of  toe  contradictions  between  bourgeois 
Sd  socSSrLoSSoL  ttc  latter  ic  untenable  for  tee  »om-eeoisxe 
but  ninely  because  it  represents  a  higher  form  of  democracy  _and  a  real 
democracy  in  the  interests  of  the  majority.  That  in  individual  periods

It  is  not  philanthropic  sops  nor. abstract  decorative  phrases 
about  humanism,  but  the  real  concern  for  the  creation  of  tmly  himian 
conditions  in  the  life  of  the  xrorkers— conditions  mder  xjiiich  the  people 
straighten  their  backs  and  become  the  masters  of  the  land— that  is  a  . . 
real  humanism,  a  humanism  in  deed,  and  the  humanism  x-rhich  a  socialist 
society  brings  xTith  it,  '  , 

:  The  critics  of  the  ic^erialist  cam.p  e:caggerate  ovir  errors,  tal«e;:. 
joy  in  otir  shortcomings  j  do  not  XTish  to  see  anything  new,  are  silent  v 
about  or  •under-estirSate  oxir  Successes,  and  distort  all  of  the  principles 
in  oxir  xray  of  life.  The  economic^  organizatioiial  and  cxxltxoral-indDo- 
trinating  role  of  the  socialist  state  is  seen  by  them  as  a  suppression  . 
of  the  fieedom  of  the  indivdual,  and  the  development  of  mass  heroism 
in  labor  is  seen  as  the  turning  Of  man  into  a  "production  tinit.",  .x:hil®  - 
the  estabDAshiment  of  coliectixrism  xras  seen  as  the  absorption  of  the 
indixridtjal  by  the  collective,.-'  But  in  all  of  these  falsifications  there 
is  one  common  trend t  the  bourgeois  ideologists  try  to  preve  tlmt  ma¬ 
terialism  and  socialism  contradict  the  Interests  of  the  individxjal  and 
therefore  are  incompatible  X'd.th  humanism,  ■  •  . 

In  the  modern  era  the  advantages  of  one  or  another  social  system 
are  determined  in  -Uie  final  analysis  by  xrhich- Of  -them  can  proxride  the 
best  material  conditions  for  the "life  of  the  people,  create  the  most 
suitable  social*  economic. and  spiritual  prerequisites  for  the  general 
development  of  the  indixfidxial  and  for  the.  in^rovement  and  manife.station 
of  his  capabilities*  History  has  irrevocably  answered  this,  qxiestion  , 
in  favor  of  socialism  and  communism,  Tn  practice  socialism ^  has  shoxim  ; 


its  advantages  over  capitalism  to  all  of  the  most  important  areas  of 
human  endeavor  and  in  all  spheres  of  human  relations,^ 

In  contradistinction  to  bourgeois  society,  socxalism  relies  upon 
the  unity  of  individual  and  social,  and  it  creates  a  termony  betwe^ 
the  individual  and  society  which  is  unattainable  ^ 

lations.  The  establislTment  of  deep  organic  ties  between  the  xndividual 
and  the  collective  and  the  affirmation  of  relations  of  comrade^  coope¬ 
ration  in  no  wy  are  tantamount  to  the  Absorption  of  the  individual 

by  the  collective  or  the  elimination  of  individuality  .Marxist  socially 

has  never  treated  collectivism  or  social  pquaHty  as  the  smoot^g  out 
of  individual  differences  or  as  the  subordination  of  the  individual 
personality.  In  itself  the  principle  of  communism  "from  eaqh ^according 
to'^his  ability"  presupposes  inequality  of  abilities  ahd  a  difierence  to 
individuality*  The  fullest  social  equality  not  only  does  not  eli^ate 
these ' differences j  but  oh  the  contrary  is  the  condition  for  a  rich  de¬ 
velopment  of  the  todividuality^and  the  condition  for  a  hamonic  devel¬ 
opment  and  floursihtog  of  the  f hbe  huinan  personalty..  The  elomnation 
of  the  antagonism  between  the  individual  and  society  creates  the  soil 
for  the  development  of  new  powerful  moral  stimula  for  serving  'wie  in¬ 
dividual  in  society,  and  for  its  activity  to  the  interests  of  general 
trell-betog.  Socialism  not  only  recognizes  man  to  his  todiv^dmlity  to 
the  highest  meaning  of  that  word,  but  also  strives  to  make  life  for 

all  people  brighter,  richer  and  more  varied. 

Communism  is  replacing  capitalism  for  this  is  the  new,  rational 
structured  society  which  provides  humanity  i-d.th  peace  and  to  all  people 
liberty  and  the  joy  of  creative  work,  xJhich  is  freed  from  the  concern 
for  a  piece  of  bread,  and  to  each  individual  it  provides  general  de¬ 
velopment  for  his  abilities  and  inclinations.  ^  _  , 

Imperialist  propaganda,  unable  to  hide  the  attractiveness^of  the 
communist  ideal,  explains  it  as  an  unattainable  dream.  But  the  h^- 
torical  experience  of  socfelist  society  refutes  such  assertions.  The 
Soviet  tftiion,  having  crossed  a  colossal  historical  frontier,  has 
established  as  its  practical  task  the  construction  of  the  ^gher  phase 
of  communism.  The  communist  tomorroxi  is  to  be  reached  to  today  s  lite 
of  our  Country,  and  to  today *s  xrork  of  the  Soviet  people,  who  are 
carrying  out  the  grandiose  progim  outlined  by  the 

structioh  of  coraraxjnism.  Communist  society  embodies  the. brightest  and 
most  elevated  humanistic  ideals  of  humanity  includtog  those  which  the 
best  bourgeois  revolutionaries  advanced  to  their  time.  .  ,  „  .  . 

Coiniaunisra  is  Sin  actual  society  of  liberty,  eq'^lity  fra  ter- 
nity,  and  the  fine  future  for  mankind.  This  future  is  not  a  Utopian 
dream,  nor  the  repetition  of  boring  and  faxjlse  religious  ideas^on 
paradise,  or  the  idea  which  lulls  people  to  sleep#  Coitiiuunisin  is  the 
association  of  workers.  Communism  strives  for  the  creation  of  general 
abundance  not  for  satiety  but  for  the  provision  of  the  material  pre- 
reqxiisites  for  the  general  spiritual  and  physical  development  of  the 
individual.  In  liqxiida ting  the  suffering  of  millions  who  are  raised 
under  poverty,  hunger,  wars,  exploitation  and  social  and  national 
oppression,  communism  provides  for  all  the  condtions  of  life  which  are 
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worthy  of  a  free  man*  in  abolishing  social  inequality,  communism  does 
not  level  all  people  hut  rather  unites  them  for  joint  action  according' 
to  the  abilities  of  each*  In  eliminating  social  antagonisms,  communism 
directs  the  forces  which  before  were  dissipated  in  a  mutual  fight  among 
people  to  the  transformation  and  subjugation  of  nature  in  the  interests 
of  man  and  society.  In  overcoming  distorted  forms  of  conscience,  com¬ 
munism  carefully  preserves  all  of  ttie  true  spiritual  values  which  have 
been  created  by  mankind  and  makes  of  them  common  property  for  the  people. 
Communism  .  removes  every  possibility  for  using  the  achieve¬ 

ments  of  science  and  the  human  mind  for  the  detriment  of  people,  or 
for  the  end  of  destioj'ing  and  abolishing;  it  frees  people  of  science 
from  a  terrifying  moral  conflict.  ; Being  a  society  constructed  on  the 
laxjs  of  science  and  reason,  communism  does  not  suppress  eiiher  indi¬ 
viduality  or  the  emotional  side  of  man's  life,  but  on  the  contrary, 
develops  them,  freeing  the,  individual  fnora  the  degrading  struggle  for 
existence,  and  hxaoan  emotion  from  the  filth  stuck  to  it,  , 

4,  Bourgeois  Ideology  and  Capitalist  Reality 

The  offical  ideology  Of  the  modem  capitalist  world  asserts  the 
linlc  of  bourgeois  ideas  of  freedom,  democracy  and  h\3manlsm  with  re¬ 
ligion  and  philosophical  idealism.  In  the  report  "Ideology  and  Foreign 
Policy"  published  by  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  of  the  US 
Sena to,  it  ms  stated  that  "constitutional  or  liberal  democracy, , .has 
its  ^ginning  in  classical  hTananism  as  well  as  in  the  Judaic-Christian 
religious  heritage,,."  It  is  well  known  how  some  of  the  leaders  of 
the  USA  and  Federal  German  Republic  love  in  their  political  speeches 
to  appeal  to  religion  and  God,  '■'.Rien' they  need  to  oppose  capitalism  to 
socialism  tlien  they  see  the  contrast  in  that  the  "free  world"  considers 
man  as  the  image  and  liiceness  of  God,  but  in  the  socialist  nations 
where  God  is  not  recognized,  man  is  seen  as  tlie  "tool  of  tlie  state," 

In  the  report  which  we  have  already  mentioned  on  the  national 
goals  for  the  USA  it  was  written;  "The  most  basic  aims  which  are  ■ 
envisaged  for  Americans,  concern  the  spiidtual  force  of  qw  people. 

The  right  of  each  man  to  seek  God  and  the  sources  of  truth  by  his  own 
means  is  infinitely  valued.  We  must  guarantee  tlTis  above  all  else, 
and  Txe  must  bring  this  about,  for  our  society  is  a  society  based  on 
spiri trial  principles , " 

It  is  clraracteristic  that  the  statesmen  of  the  capitalist  world 
are  pondering  over  what  goals  they  can  oppose  to  the  bright  ideals  of 
communism.  In  discovering  the  spiidtual  povery  of  the  bourgeosie, 
they  clutch  at  the  old  ideological  rattles  of  religio-idealistic 
philosophy  and  tlae  morality  of  individualism.  Of  course  they  are 
not  permitted  to  say  that  the  goal  of  capitalism  is  business  vjhich" 
has  never  considered  man,  but  malies  man  into  a  means — a  means  6f  pro¬ 
duction,  a. means  of  gain  and  a  means  of  exploitation.  This  is  the 
reason  tlrat  they  make  so  much  noise  about  the  individual. 


Bourgeois  politicians  and  ideologists  assert  that  the  conception 
of  the  individual  as  an  absolute  end  in  itself  found  its  eabodiiaent  in 
bourgeois  democracy  which  has  as  its  mam  goal  the  protection  of  the 
autonomy  and  liberty  of  the  individual  t  ’*Onr  faith  in  the  free  society 
is  b^sod  on  uho  rospect  for  liiB  linBian  individtialf  assorted  MaCRiillan 
at  a  meeting  of  Conservatives.  "The  personality  of  man  and  his  unique 
value  is  at  the  center  of  democratic  doctrine assert  the  authors  of 
the  report  "Ideology  and  Foreign  Policy But  all  of  this  goes  to 
depict  capitalism  as  a  system  wliich  is,  in  accordance  iJith  the  ideals  of 
humanity,  humanism,  a  system  which  not  only  pi'oclairas  but  also  protects 
the  freedom  of  the  individual  and  therefore  answers  tlie  needs  of  "human 
natvire."  Bourgeois  civilization  is  deffcted  as  the  sole  protector  of 
the  "eternal"  human  values  which  the  communists  disregard. 

In  words  bourgeois  ideology  ^vee  the  individual  a  number  of 
inalienable  rights*  but  in  fact  in  a-  capitalist  society  man  is  recog¬ 
nized  as  an  individual  only  when  he  has  property.  Bourgeois  indi*« 
vidualism  cannot  be  identified  with  humanism  just  as  it  is  jjiipossible 
to  identify  a  \rork  of  art  xfith  money  used  to  purchase  it.  Individualism 
is  the  direct  result  of  a  society  of  private  property  and  competition, 
and  the  heritage  of  the  antagonisms  betiTeen  the  individual  and  society. 
Here  the  individual  is  alone  in  its  struggle  for  life,  abandoned  as 
the  e:dstentialists  say,  for  society  does  not  serve  as  its  support. 

IJhat  is  one  unemployed  worker  or  the  threat  of  unemployment  worth. 

The  workers  laioxfS  that  the  ovjner  can  at  any  moment  throw  him  out  on 
the  street  and  leave  him  without  a  means  for  existence.  And  it  does 
not  alleviate  the  situation  when  in  this  he  is  recognized  as  an  "indi¬ 
vidual,"  , 

Humanism,  liberty  and  democracy., .these  words  can  be  pronounced 

in  any  way.  However  in  fact  the  imperialists  through  these  words  cover 
their  bestial  habits  and  their  aggressive  misanthropic  nature. 

How  many  tiiiies  have  these  "champions  of  humanism"  the  imperialists 
covered  the  xrorld  xdth  bloodj  Tens  of  millions  of  people  were  a^Mlated 
and  mutilated  in  two  world  wars  which  x-rere  caxised  by  the  bourgeoisie. 

The  jimerican  imperialists  xised  tiie  inhuman  atomic  weapons  in  dropping 
atomic  bombs  on  Hiroshima  and  Nagasaki,  althoxigh  it  has  been  proven 
that  this  xjas  not  a  military  necessity  for  Japan  xras  already  on  the 
verge  of  surrender.  It  is  xjell  loaox-m  that  the  physicists  xdao  created 
the  bomb  in  the  USA  in  the  majority  were  against  its  xise  xrhen  it  became 
Imoxm  that  aside  from  the  USA  no  one  else  had  such  a  bomb.  The  order 
for  the  atomic  bombing  xvas  given  by  President  Truman,  an  orthodoz 
Christian  and  of  course  a  charapion  of  boxirgeois  liberty  and  democracy  I 
In  truth  tile  sopliists  of  bourgeois  propaganda  can  even  depict  an  atomic 
bombing  as  an  act  of  humanism.  But  in  the  eyes  of  all  the  simple 
people,  an  atomic  bombing  is  the  most  inhxxman  crime,  and  he  xrho  commits 
tliis  act.  will  never  be  able  to  xiash  off  its  taint.  Neither  "Christian 
love"  for  people,  nor  "a  belief  in  tJae  xiorth  of  the  human  individual" 
can  atone  fo/this  crime.  And  even  now  the  imperialists  continue  to 
burden  peoples  xjith  militarism,  and  really  is  this  compatible  with 
hxamanism?  _  ,  . 


^  many  hypocritical  phrases  about  ”libei'ty”  are  dissipated 

by  the  stranglers  .'of  liberty  and  pr^gi*essl  .One  loiows  that  under  idie  • 
pretext  of  the  false  slogans  of  "protecting  liberty't.tiia  Merioah  im¬ 
perialists  iiave  supported  and  are  ncnr  supporting  reactionary,  <^c-  . 

tatorial  regimes  in  Ikiwan,  in  Southern  Vietnam  and  Soutli  Korea,  aid  , 
in  a  nvffiiber  of  the  latih  American  nations;  in  the  name  of  ^p3?ogress"  . 
they  are  organizing  provocations  against  the  people  who  have  arisen 
to  the  struggle  for  national  liberation.  Among  such  defenders  of 
"spiritxial  values"  of  Tfestem  civilization,  Konrad  Adenauer  certainly 
does  not  take  last  place,  l&ider  his  "Christian  leadership,"  Western 
Germany  is  being  turned  into  a  focus  for  a  new  mr  in  Europe,  Ihreformed 
Hitlerian  generals  have  rapidly  advanced  Along  the  ladder  of  promotion, 
"Freedom"  is  used  for  encouraging  the  scarcely  masked  Fascist  groups 
and  for  prohibitng  tlie  commiilnist  party,  Under  the  flag  of  "the^  defense 
of  civilization"  nuclear  armed  rockets  are  being  installed  and  new  ag¬ 
gressive  plare  are  being  invented  wliioh  ^■dll  pose  the  greatest  danger  ; 
for  raanlcind. 

Hie  idea  of  liberty  in  a  bourgeois  society  is  far  froiu  the  truth 
of  the  advertisement  of  capitalism;  the  advertisement  is  effected,,  but 
not  altiays  effective.  The  aim  of  the  bourgeois  democracy  is  not  the 
preservation  of  tlie  liberty  of  the  indiviiual— this  is  only  its.  ideolo¬ 
gical  riiask~but  rather  the  preservation  of  capitalist  orders  and  capi¬ 
talist  .ewnsrship. 

How  is  it  that  tlie  Stranglers  of  the  colonial  peoples  can  call 
themselves  adherents  of  "democracy?"  Really  don’t  the  bombastic  speeches 
about  "non-interference"  into  the  internal  affairs  of  other  nations 
serve  to  cover  up  the  arbitrary  rule  of  the  colonizers  in  the  Congo, 

Laos,  tlie  tinion  of  Soutli  Afrd.ca  and  other  nations?  The  example  of  the 
Congo  shov'fs  what  cruel  and  tragic  form  the  agony  of  colonialism  assumes. 
More  tlian  a  billion  people  were  held  by  the  imperialists  in  colonial 
slavery  even  up  to  the  middle  of  the  20th  century.  There  xias  no 
measure  of  suffering  which  the  enslaved  peoples  of  colonial  suppression 
have  not  knoxm.  And  how  many  orderly  plirases  were  spoken  to  decorate 
this  dark  page  in  the  history  of  capitalisml  Really,  have  the  workers 
of  the  colonies  been  recognized  as  individuals?  Vietnam  and  Korea,  Laos 
and  the  Congo,  Guatemala  and  Cuba  have  felt  on  their  oim  backs  the  nature 
of  imperialist  "democracy"  in  tlie  iron  attire  of  cannons,  bayonets  and 
atomic  weapons. 

All  of  the  hj'pocritical  words  which  may  be  pronounced  by  the 
defendants  of  the  "free  xrorld"  in  the  glory  of  bourgeois  democracy, 
liberty  and  humanism  cannot  .mak©  one  ■  forget  such  an  act  cf 
unheard  of  arbitrariness  and  cruelty  as  the  removal  and  murder  by  the 
agents  of  imperialism  of  the  legal  head  of  the  Congo  government,  the 
national  hero  Patrice  Lumumba, 

’.Then  one  compares  the  vrords  and  the  deeds  of  imperialism,  then 
the  phrases  on  freedom,  demoaratic  ideals  and  humanism  have  a  false  and 
hypocritical  ring  to  them,  Sven  the  ideologists  of  capitalism  are  forced 
to  admit  tliat  "the  practice  of  democratic  states,  of  course,  does  not 


attain  these  ideals  and  principles,”  (See  the  report  of  ^e  USA  Senat  , 
"Ideology  and  Foreign  Policy,")  But  even  this  tos  been  too  lighW 
put.  Capitalist  reality  is  harsher.  The  "practxce"  of  one  of  the  de¬ 
mocratic  bourgeois  states,  xjas  recently  e^qposed  to  all  of  the  people^ of  _ 
the  world.  The  most  powerfta  state  of  the  capitalist  world, _ the  Itoited 
States,  organized  an  invasion  of  its  hirelings  on  Cuba,  a  nation  of 
7  million  people  i-Jho  recently  e:<pelled  a  hated  dictator,  and  bravely 
desianded  its  right  to  self-determination  and  liberty.

In  1950,  one  of  the  leaders  of  the  Liberal  Party,  Morgan  Phil¬ 
lips,  speaking  before  an  international  conference  of  right  socialists 
in  ..Copenhagen,  with  amazing  franimess  said:  "The  British  socialists 
categorically  reject  Marxism  and  the  doctrine  of  class  warfare  in  all 
of  its  forms  and  manifestations ,,  ,No  J!ar:dsml  No  materialism  and  cLass- 
warfarel" 

The  leaders  of  the  French  German,  Austrian  and  other  socialist 
parties  who  were  sitting  in  the  conference  hall  probably  were  a  bit 
taken  aback  on  hearing  the  words  of  the  brave  liberal  abolisher  of 
Marxism  and  class  :ra.rfare.  They  should  not  have  been  suprised  because 
they  disagreed  ^^ith  him.  No,  previously  they  used  Marxist  phraseology 
.only  to  fool  and  disorient  the  workers ,  They  were  sirrprised  because  it 
was  somewhat  clumsy,  to  throxj  amy  the  threadbare  toga  from  the  Maiucist 
phrases  which,  for  good  or  bad,,  had  concealed  from  the  eyes  of  the 
workers  the  true  nature  of  these  people  who  had  entered  the  caii^)  of  the 
enemies  of  the  proletariat  and  the  enemies  of  Marxism, 

But  the  toga  was  once  and  for  all  thinjwn  aside.  The  time  came  ' 
(it  was  at  the  end  of  the  ’50s).»  and  the  leaders  of  qviasi-Marxist  so¬ 
cialism  wrote  into  their  new  Party  programms  what  they  had  not  dared 
to  say  out.  loud  and  frankly  at  .the  beginning  of  the  decade:  no  Marxism, 
no  materialism^  no  class  struggle.  If  one  is  to  believe  the  leaders  of 
the  socialist  ^rties,  .  the,  refused  Iferxism  supposedly  in  the  name  of  a 
more  modem  and  effective  theory  of  social  development,  in  the  name  of 
"democratic  socialism," 

3h  revietdng  the  book  written  by  the  scientific  workers  at  the 
Chair  of  Philosophy  in  the  Academy  of  Social  Sciences  under  the  Central 
Committee  of  theCPSU,  D,  Bol'shov,  V,  Midtsev  and  L,  Yakovleva,  one 
finds  that  the  factual  material  is  given  for  disclosing  this  clumbsy 
chicanery.  In  all  of  its  lines,  modem  reformism  has  conclusively  and 
franlcly  capitulated  before  bourgeois  ideology,  and  in  xrord  and  deed  has 


tijirned  into  its  hidden  variation.  Hiis  refortification  of ^ ideas  m  re¬ 
formism  reflects  the  mortal  fears  of  monopoly  capital  and  its  h^d- 
maidens  before  the  triumphal  march  of  socialism  and  before  iferxist-

The  rightist  socialists  ejiplain  their  denial  of  ^ia3;*:!isra  by  the 
struggle  to  preserve  "ideologicdi -neutrality."  Thus,  one  of  the  leaders 
of  the  Social  Democratic  Party  in  Ge«iiaiij’‘i  V*.  Eichler,  ifirites  :^  In  a 
xror^d  xfhere  there  is-  sxxch  a  -variety  of  ideolxjgiesi  xve  cannot  give  al^ 
leriance  to  one  of  them.  The  Social  Democratic  Party  in  teis  context 
camot  be  called  a  party  of  a  definite  ideology."  Truly,  isn’t  this 
a  significant  adraissionJ  Hie  Social  Democratic  Party  is  being  portrayed 
not  only  by  Eichler,  but  as  well  in  -tee  program  documents  of ^ the  So¬ 
cialist  Intemaltional  by  such  a  conglommeration  of  people  xiith  e-yep- 
sort  of  view  on  the  world  and  social  life.  Here,  it  seems,  idealists 
and  materialists,  believes  and  atheists,  defenders  of  the  boxxrgeois 
democracy  and  ttie  dictatership  of  the  proletariat,  "the  readers  of  I'ferx 
and  the  adherents  of  the  bourgeois  economist  Keynes  can  peacefully 
co-exist  and  propagandize  their  ideas.  .  However  it  is  not  necessary  to 
give  seriovis  significance  te  these  assertions.  In  the  ostentatious 
glorification  of  "ideological  neutrality"  ttiere  is  a  very  large  part  , 
of  xmtruth,  for  the  right  socialists  are  nbt  inc3.ined  to  shoxj  forbearance 
to  all  teachings.

But  at  the  same  time  the  theoreticians  of  right  socialism  -take 
under  their  protection  various  currents  of  idealistic  philosophy, ^meta¬ 
physics  and  fideism*  Hiey  have  a  particvilar  vrealmess  for  positivism 
and  neo-Kantianism.'  hliy?  The  authors  of  the  book-  anper  this  question 
correctly.  "In  modem  bourgeois  philosophy,"  they  write,  "it  is  ^f- 
ficult  to  find  other  such  currents  15Jce  positivism  and  neo-K^-. 

tianism,  xrhlch  are  based  on  the  anti- scientific  positions  of  idealism, 
and  that  have  preserved  a  "scientific"  appearance,  and  thus  they 
have  skillfully  masked  their  faxming  before  bourgeois  call  for  "revo¬ 
lutionary"  phraseq  the  chatter  about  "positive  laioxfledge|'  ethics  which 
stand  above  classes,  morals,  common  ideals,  etc."  (p.  87).  ^ 

The  people  xTho  give  themselves  airs  about  finding  a  more  "modem- 
ideology  than  Ihirxism,  in  fact  are  subsisting  on  the  endless  repetition 
of  the  remains  of  reactionaiy  bourgeois  philosophy.  Hoxv  many  times 
do  they  "refute"  the  thesis  on  the  primacy  of  social  existence  and  the 
secondary  importance  of  social  conscience  or  identify  them  as  anti- 
scientific,  Hotr  many  tiraes  in  -baking  up  the  hopeless  struggle  against 
historical  materialism,  do  they  "abolish"  the  objective  laws .of  social 
development,  and  deny  .  historical  progress  and  "the  possibility  of 


scientific  prediction. '  And  it  is  under  these  conditions  that  llar:d.st 
prediction,"  based  on  the  laioirledge  of  the  objective  laws  of  historical  ,  . 
development  found  its  shining  affin'oation  in  the  .victory  of  socialism- 
in  the^tijar^  nations  of  Europe  and  Asia. 

'  V,  I.  lenin  trrote  that  the  negation  of  the  D^wS  ai’e  necessary 
for  idi^lism  to  .juggle  the,  "laws"  of  religion.  This  tinith  can  bo  sub-  - 
stanitia ted -When  one  becomes  acquainted  with  the  ^rt'itings  of  tlie  ideolo¬ 
gists  of  modem  reformism.  From  idealism  they  easily  found  a  path  into 
the  stjamp  of  .Papalisra,  Thus,  F,  IJreuzer,  one  of  the  recognized  autliori- 
ties  of  the  Austrian  Social  Ifemocrats  OTites  that  tlae  unity  of  the  . 
socialists  with  the  Catliolic  world  demands  ah  underst^ding  of  the 
"historical  expediency  of  'the  highest  order",  which  implies  the  idea  of 
God;  The  authors  give  other  facts  ort'  the  confluence  and  identity  of 
the  rightist  socialist  philosophy  vJith  Papal,  rule,  .To  show  this  they^ 
used  the  article  of  the  "  socialist"  E,  Hemscher  which  jfias  published  in 
the  Official  organ  of  the, Austrian  Social-Deraoprats,  Die  Zultunft,  On 
the  level  of  the  teachings  of  a  village  priest ^this  theoretician  asserts t 
"Absolute'  justice  in  human  society  is  impossible.  It  must  be  trans¬ 
mitted  to  the  other  world.  The  Christian-  God  leads  and  directs  the  life 
of  every  man,"  Such  a  "modem  ideology"  is  the,  one  ifdoich  has  been 
presen 'bed  by  the  right  socialists  as  a  replacement  for  the  "out— dated" 
I'larxism  and  Ilarxist  philosophy. 

The  convincing  exposure  of  the  links  in  ideas  between  reformism 
and  bourgeois  philosophy  and  sociology  which  is  given  to  the  book, 
suffers  from  one.  basic , problem;  with  complete  'un justification  the  authors 
have  passed  over  the  general  philosophical  and  theoretical  cognitive 
views  of  the  reforriiist  ideologists,  and  Iiave  not  repulsed  their  mali¬ 
cious  attacks  on  'tlie  dialectical  method  and  dialectical  logic.  It  is 
understood  that  to  not  liaving  disclosed  tlaoroughly  the  gene.ral  philo¬ 
sophical  idealism  of,  the  right  socialist  ideologists,  tlie  authors  have 
somewhat  diminished  the  level  of  criticism  levelled  against  tliespcio- 
logical  conceptions  of  the  defenders  of  "democi-a tic  "  socialism;  One 
omission  is  also  tliat  sopliism  and  eclecticism ,’wliich  OOcupy  such  a  large 
part  of  the  arsenal  of  ideas  to  reformism  xere  not  made  the  subject ; of ^ 
special  criticism  by  the  authors  of  toe  work,  " 

'  A  significant  part  pf  the  book  is  taken  up  vdto  a  discussion  of 
toe  question  on  the  reformists’  evaluation,  of  modern  capitalism.  .This 
is  also  understandable  for  toe  right  socialist  ideologists  see  their 
main-task  to,  having  misinterpreted  to  a  fundamental  way  the  new  mani- 
fes'tations  to  the  development  of  modem  economics,  to  capitalism,  Biaklng 
it  seem  as  if  a  system  of  wage  slavery  "is  transorraed"  into  socialism 
xdthbut  class  strxxggle  and  revolwtipn.  In  these  "transformatipnal" 
efforts,  the  right  socialist  ideplbglsto  go  so  far  from  themark  that 
they  betray  authentic,  socialism  for  capitalism  ahd  capitalism  for  so¬ 
cialism.

'  Actual  Problems  of  Socialism"  is  xdthout  shame  and  confusion  ready  to 
include  to  the  ranlcS  of  toe  socialist  nations  toe  Ihited  States  xirhere 
toe  mltog  circles  are.  now  toe  standardbearers  of  the  mps't  rapacious 


and  ap’grp^sive  imperialisri.,  lora  tries  to  show  that  the  IKA  her 
is  more  socialism  than  in'  the  countries  of  the  Eastern  bloc,  ^  ^ 

In  "State  and  devolution"  Lenin  wrote  that  the  most  wiae-spread 
error  is  the  bourgeois-refonuist  assertion  that  monopolistic  or  state 
monopolistic  capitalism  is  no  longer  capitelism*  but  c^  already  oe 
called  "state  socialism"  and  so  forthi"  (oOch.,  Vol  25,  p.  W;.  The 
autliors  of  the  book  being  reviexjed  show  the  place  in  the  ideology  of 
right  socialism  given  to  the  attempts  to  conceal  the  funi^ental 
differences  betiTOen  state-monopoly  capitelism  and  socialism,  and  they 
sublect  these  attempts  to  reasoned  criticism.  In  the  book  it  is  con- 
rviricinply  shovm  that  the  growth  intthe  specific  weight  of  stete-mono- 
polistic  property  in  no  way  means  the  develojmient  of  socialist  PW- 
duction  relations  in  the  heart  of  capitalism,  for  tins  property  in  its 
essence  continues  to  be  capitalist  -owhersliip  and  grows  at  the  expense 
of  Increased  excitation  of  the  workers, 

Tlie  auteors  refute  the  assertions  of  L,  Inra  and  J,  iloca  ^d 
niany  other  ref omist  theoreticians  that  tee  oxmership  of, 
companies  is  doing  away  xd.th  individual  otmership,  and  therefore  has 
ceased  to  be  capitalistic.  In  joint-stock  companies,  as  tee  authors 
note  correctly,  ovmership  is  invested  through  the  fom  of  s teems  and 
oteer  notes  of  value  to  the  bearer.-  These  stocks  and  notes  freely 
circulate  between  holders.  "It  is  namely  this  ability  of  tee  stocks 
to  change  hands"  x^rite  tee  auteors,  "and  to  change  oxmerstliat  creates 
the  -appearance  teat  capital  in  a  joint-stock  company  and 
has  been  deprived  of  personal  control  or  depersonixied,.,.mt  m  fact 
the  stocks  are, teemingly  deprived  of  individual  control  and  there  is 

no .  depersonalization  of  property,"  (p,  192-193) •  ,  .

and  politioal  contradictions '  in  inodern  .isiperialisffi, 

in  this  book  one  Can  i-ead  vdth  interest  the  pages  devoted  to  a 
criticisia  of  1iie  refomiist  interpretations  on  state  interference  into 
a  bourgeois  economy*  It  is  well  laioxm  that  the.  right  socialists  attempt 
to  eradicate  the  llarcdst  teaching  on 'the  anarchy  of  production  under 
capitalism  and  trsf  'lo  ascribe  to  capitalism  ttie  possibility  of  planned, 
and  proportional  development*  Ihe  authors  correctly  note  that  the 
invasion  of  the  state  into  the  economic  life  of  a  ’state  has  been  caused 
by  the  growth  of  contradictions  in  capitalism.  But  a  bourgeois  state  is 
in  no  condition  to  overcbme  these  contraditions  and  to  bring  in  planning 
for  production  whidh  is  based  on  private  oxmership*  Tliis  is  attested  to 
by  the  crises  and' depressions’  in '  production  trliich  more  and  npre  often 
sliake  the  economy  of  capitalist  nations*  This  is  also  attested  to  by 
the  exacerbation  of  contradictions  betifcen  the  various  capitalist  mtions 
in  Spite  of  everj'’ possible  attempt  at  "integration*’! 

In  the  book  on  the  basis  of  new  materials  the  authors  refute  • 
the' old  and  the  most  recent  notions  of  reformism  on’ the  supra-class 
nature  of  the  bourgeois  state*  These  assertions  appear  particularly  ; 
humorous  and  ridiculous  in  our  day  iThen,  according  to  the.  ol:iaracteri-  . 
zation  given  to  the  Declai'ation  of  the  Conference  of  the  Represen¬ 
tatives  of  Communist  and ’Ivorkers  *  Parties,  the  forces  of  the  monopolies 
have  combined  with  the  forces  of  the  bourgeois  state  to  foasa  a  single 
mechanism,  for  saving  tie  captialist  system*  IvhoWing.. perfectly  well 
that  the  imperialist  states  easpress  the  tdll  and  interests  of  tie  power¬ 
ful  monopolies,  the  ideologists  of  reformism  prefer  to  tell  the  outright 
lie  that  the  dispersal  (diffusion)  of .  poirer  exists  ••ihiSuch  societies, 
and  they  characterize  the  state  as  a  simple  ’iself-feaipression  of  groups 
'  of  bunian  beings  xTlio  are  attempting  to  do  this  jointly  and  in  a  just  and 
oi^erly  fashion*"  (II.  Horidson*  The  PeaceftfL.  Revolution*  p*  111). 

It’ is  bprtli  comparing  this  pseudo-scientific  definition,  "vrith  the 
■  just  and  orderly"  actions  of  the  American  government  in  order  to* 
evaluate • "the  science"  of  llr.  Morrison  and  his  accomplices*  . 

The  concluding  portion  of  the  book  is  devoted  to  a  criticism  of 
reformist  notions  on  socialism*  '-'As  i?  xfell  known,  refoxtilst  "socialism" 
dobs  not  requij^e  a  class  struggle,  a  revolution  or  the  .xdnning  of  power 
by  "the  working  class  and  its  allies,*  This  is  understandable  for  'this  ; 

.  "socialism"  itself  is  not  based  on  tlie  generalization ’of  the  means  of 
production,  or  oh  the  abolition  of  social  inequalil^!’'  and  •  exploi’tation 
of  man  by  man*  '  "Collective  ownership  of  tire  means  of  production"  : 
writes  A*  Philip  in  the  book  For  a  Tiumanistic  Sooia^sm ,  "is  not  the, 
necessary  condition  for  a  socialist  society.'.*  This  is  not  the  personal 
opinion  of  Philip;  socialism  without  the  necessity  of  public  oimership 
is  the  latest  word  of  "democratic  soclalfem"  which  has  been  incorporated 
into  the  nexr  party  programs  of  the  reformists*.;  In  openly  refusing 
Marxism,  it  is  then  impossible  not  also  the  refuse  true  socialism* 

,  The  most  recent  "socialism"  of  the.  modem  reformiS’ts  is  little 

different  from  the  somewhat  taiaed  and  civilized  capitalism  :X’ihich  has  , 
been  enriched  t-rith  all  sorts  of  abstract  ."moral  values."  After  tliis  ;

how  could  one  be  siiprised  tiiat  ilglit  socialism  trith  the  passing  of  every 
day  loses  influence  in  the  working  moment?  '  liany  proletarians  are  leaving 
the  ranlcs  of  the  reformist  parties  whei'e  the  rightist  leaders  have 
broken  with  the  woiidng  class  and  with  socialism*  As  the  book  shows 
there  is  a  diminishing  in  the  numerical  support  of  the  Vfestem^E\iropean 
parties  in  the  reformist  international  and  a  gradual  decrease  in  the  ^ 
number  of  votes  that  they  get  in  elections*  For  exaiuple,  tlie  mmoership 
of  the  French  Social  Democratic  Party  has  decreased  from  members 

in  19^  to  81,292  members  in  1959;  toe  Geman  Social  Democratic  Party 
from  701,4^16  to  623,817  members;  and  the  number  of  members  in  the 
Hon^epian  Workers  Party  in  toe  saiiie  period  has  fallen  approximately 
by  1^!?,  etc.  (p*  25).  Ho  less  significant  are  the  facts  brought  out 
by  the  book  on  the  change  in  the  social  composition  of  the  social- 
reformist  parties*  Accoi'ding  to  the  datA  of  toe  German  SigliL/  Soc^l 
Deraocrat,  V*  Taimer,  the  ranlcs  of  the  SDPG  were  almost  totally  made  up 
of  workers  30-40  years  ago,  whilS  in  1950;  tiib  worke^  comprised  onl^ 

45yj,  bureaucrats  and  civil  seivantSK  22/3;  peasants,  2p;  I'en tiers, 
housewives,  and  other  12‘p.  In  the  French  Socialist  Party  by  1955 

the,  xforkers  comprised  less  than  one-quarter  of  its  membership,  and  they  , 

were  much  less  tlian  the  bureaucrats  (pp.  18-19).  1,.  . 

The  book  correctly'  states  that  the  workers  in  capitalist  epm- 
tries,  disappointed  in  reformism,  all  the  more  decisively  are  turntog 
to' the  revolutionary  figlit  and  are  standing  under  the  banner  of  toe 
Marxist- Leninist  ideologj''*  However  the  autoors  of  the  book  shotod 
emphasize  more  strongly  that  toe  social  reformist  parties  all  the  same 
are  continuing  to  remain  an  influential  force*  .  4. 

Tlie  book  stresses  toe  necessity  of  cooperation  betvreen  communists 
and  socialists  in  the  Stri^^gLe  for  peace  and  the  irelfaro^of  toe  rTOrkers, 
but  it  does  this  cursorily.  Also  toe  authors  have  not  given  sufficient 
differentiation  in  toe  approach  to  the  socialist  parties,  and  have  not 
dwelt  in  the  proper  form  on  the  distinctions  viithin  their  positions, 
and  they  have  not  disclosed  toe  demarcation  of  forces  tritliin  toe  to-  _ 
formist  parties  themselves.  Tlreref ore  they  do  not  give  enough  attention 
to  the  activation  of  the  leftist  elements  among  the  labourites,  and  toe 
French,  Italian,- Japanese  and  other  socialists.  It.  is  generally  knovjn 
that  many  of  the  leftist  labourites  came  out  against  the  attempts  of 
Gaiteskill  and  his  henchmen  to  remove  the  demand  for  the  nationalizata^ 
of  toe  means  of  production  from  toe  labour  Party's  platform.  The  leftfet 
socialists  in  France  who  have  entered  toe  Autonomous  Socialist  Party, 
vrito  all  toe-  contradictions  in  their  views,  do  not  share  the  extremely 
reactionary  position  of  Guy  Mollet  and  other  rightist  socia^s.ts  xdio 
have  assumed  the  role  of  the  defenders  of  the  French  monopolies*  If  one 
takes  toe  socialist  parties  of  Italy  and  Japan  then  one  observes  toe 
striving  among  a  significant  part  of  the  socialists  to  fight  along  vJ^th 
the  communists  for  the  realization  of  a  good  number  of  essential  tosks* 
One  finds  in  this  book  a  Marxist  evaluation  of  the  principles 
of  "democratic  socialism"  tdilch  is  given  from  a  position  of  "pai'tiynosf 
/embodying  Party  spirit7.  is  seen  in  toe  thorough  analysis  and 
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disclosure  of  the  anti-scientific  and  reactionary  nature  of  the  right 
socialist  ideas  and  theories*  The  sure  and  calin  tone  of  the  criticism 
levelled  at  our  opponents  in  ideas,  the  refutation  of  their  conclusions 
through  facts  and"  figures  and  the  logicity  of  the  argumentation  give 
this  book  special  value. 
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
